PyKsneau mountains, by. which it is feparatcd fro

what irregular, by ftretching further than any 
KuMi other province to the.weitward. It was formerly 
called Galliay from its ancient inhabitants the 
Gauh ; but its prefent name is derived 'from the 
Frajiksy a German nation inhabiting that part of 
Germany ftill called Francor^ whp^ upon tJie de^ 
dine of the- Rmem empire, nuulo acoaqueft of thijf 
country. 

Air. The air of France Is very temperate, pleafant, 

and healthful, being exempt from the excels of 
heat and cold, which generally prevails in more 
Soi|# ibuthern or northern latitudes. The foil is ex-> 
ceeding fruitful, particularly in corn, wine, oil, 
iilk, flax, hemp, and fruits. The fields are large 
and open, generally intermingled with vines and 
corn, and bordeuid and intei^ined wjth variety of 
fruits. They have a great many large forefts, well 
ftored with all forts of game, and feveral moun- 
tains, moft of which are covered over with nu- 
merous iiocks, and fome of them lined with rich 
andnrahiablfe mines; 
lUfcit* France is watered by a great many large and 
navigable rivers : the principal of thefe are the 
Seine^ the I^oire^ the GarontUy and the BJmUy to 
whidi. we may now add. the Rhinej which for

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the Oyffy and the Eure^ are the principal rivers it 
receives in its courfe* 2« The Loire is rec koaed Thel^atrcs. 
the fineft river in France ; it rifes in the Vivare%y 
near the Cevennesj and running nordi and north-* 
weft, through the Lionois and Urieanoisy vlfits tlie 
cities of Never s and Orleans ; after which it ch- 
refts iti^courfc due weft by Tours^ Jngersy and 
Nants^ in Britanyy 40 miles below which city it 
falls into the Bay of Blfcay. Its whole oourfc, in 
which it receives the jiUier^ the Chcr^ the J icnacj 
the AfayennCj and feveral other rivers, is computed 
to be about 500 miles. 3. The Garonne ' xifts inTheC74# 
the Pyrenenn mountains^ and running nofth-weft,.'^***** 
vifits the city of Touloufe; continuing its courfe 
north -weft, it divides the provinces of Guicnne and 
GafcQny^ palhng by the city of Bourdcaux^ and, 
empties itfelf into the Bay of Bifcay^ about 6a 
miles below that city, having received the river 
JDordoune^ and feveral others, during its courfe.' 1 
It has alfo a communication with the Alediter^ 
ranearty by the rojai canal made by Lewis XI V» 
A. The Rhone riies in the mountain la Fourche^ in tihii$t 
SwittierJandy and nanning weft through the country, . 
called the ^/m5, Jlvkles it into two parts, then . 
palling through tiie lake of Geneva, vifits that city, 
from .whence it runs fouth-weft to Lyons in France^x 
where receiving the xivtv Soancy jit continuts'its.;^ 
courfe dtie fouth, and paffing by Orange] Jvignorty^ 
and jirleSy falls into the Mediterranean^ to the/* 
weft ward of MarfiiUes^ There are. feveral cata- 
rasfta in the upper part of the riirer^j fo that it is , 
not navigable till i^' oV 15 miles belbw Geneva^ . 
and it rdns afterwards with fuch rapidity, that ij; 
it very difficult to get veffels up the.ftreami. - '

^Cauu' ^^^^ ^^"^ parts, namely Gallia Narbonnen/iSy 

jlquitania^ Lugdunenjis^ and Belgica. I. Gallia 
JSlarbonrienfis comprehended all that diftrift which 
is:now divided into Languedoc^ the county of Foixy 
GevaudoHy Felty^ Vivaraisy Pravcnccy Daiiphine 
and 'Sav(^. 1I« Jquhania was bounded by the 
Pyrcnecsy t\\€ ocean, and the river Loire, IIL Gal* . 
lia Lugdunenfis^ the largeft of all, was bounded 
by tlic ocean, the Loire^ the Seiney the Afarney 
and the mountains of Vofgeu IV. Gailia Bel- . 
gtcay was bounded by the ocean, the county of 
Cauxy the Seine^ the Mat^ney the mountains of 
Fofgesj and the Rhine. 
Modern Di* Of the modern divifions of Franeey the moil 
vifiofl, receiyed is that into twdve general govern*- 
• • inents, fubdivided afterwards into leffer provinces, 
to which are added the new axrquifitions* Thefe 
governments are, i.

on the fule of Sivi//tr/a?id ; of Jrtoisy the Cambrtjis^ 
pVLTt ot fiandfrs, l/ainaultf and Luxemburg^ on the 
llde of the Netherlands ; and of RouJUhn^ on the fide 
of Spain. The capital of A/Jace is Strajbuvf^ ; of 
lAyrrahiy Nancy ; of Fronche Comtt^ Btjancm ; 
of j^rto'i^j Arras ; of Camhf rji^^ Camlray ; of FiOuu

Since the firft eftabliAinricnt of the Fi^eml^tM^ u% 
•narchy, there have been three difllerent races of P«« 

princes vJz, the A^erovin^lan^ Carolovingian^ 
and Capetine ; from the laft of which the pre« 
feiit king is defcended.- The crown is heredi- 
tary ia the heirs male of the king, ali females 
being excludedr by the SalipteLaw. The* regal 
power was formerly very much limited, either 
by the nobility of the kingdom^ who generally 
' claimed a great authority in their refpefttve pro«> 
vinces : or by the affembly of the three ftates^ 
confifting of the clergy, nooility, and commons, 
whpfe confent was requilite in making laws, or 
railing money ; or by the parliaments of the fe- 
veral governments, particiuarly that of PariV, 
which, often aflumed a right to oppofe die royal

. autTiority^ in defence of the liberty and prlvilc^r s 
of the people. But the cardinals Richlieu and 
Jkfazarine made their. mailers abfolute iovereign«, 
hj reducing the power and jurifdiftion af the no- 
.bUity ; by fuppreffing the aiTembly of the three 
: eftates, which has not been eonvened lince the 
year 1614; and by depriving the pariiaments x)f 
their lhare in the government. * 
ParHamcnts The legiflative, as well as the^xecutive power. 
Frantic yefted folely in the king ; the parliaments arc 
affembled at prefent, only to regifter the king's 
•cdifts ; but in civil cauies, when the court does 
,not interpofe, they are fiiU the laft refort. They 
•coniift of a certain number of prefidents and in-*^ 
^ ferior judges, who purchafe their places Of^enly,* 
Avhich brings a confiderable revenue to the crown» 
They are 15 in number, viz. tiiat of Paris^ Tm* 
loufcy Roan^ Grenoble^ Bourdeawty JXjofif jBk^ 
Renmsy Pau^ Befan^ortj Mets^ Dowofy Perpignan 
jdrrasy and tliat of Aijacc^ held at Colmar or Stras^ 
^ hurg. Of thefe, the ^irliament of Paris is the 
moft coafiderahle^ for hither the king frequently 
comes mpcifoni and fees his royal edids recordciL 
Befides the parliaments of France, there aine 
feveral other fuprcme courts for particular branches 
i>f bufinefsi as the chambers of accounts^ and 
^be courta of aids, eftabliflied^n feyeral {>arts qf 
the 'kdngdom< The chambers of accounts exa* 
•mine tixC accounts of the ticafui V, receive the ho* 
-mage of the vaflkls of the crown, record treaties 
•of. peaioe^ and cAhfr .CQntrads.and^ra^t^ o£ th« 
^crowpt The cofnrts of aicb are for determining 
^al^l csiufes^ relating to the king's revenue, without 
•any appeal to a higher judicatory. Under thefe 
Jiijjreaie courts, therc are others for ftnaller mat- 
f^vjkp eltabltihed in all the confiderable towns of 
fht kingdom^ and diftinguiihefd by the nattie of

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prcjidiah. ' Each prefidial Is divided under t\^0 
•chiefe ; the firftjudges V^ithout appeal, to the ca- 
pital ibm of 250.1ivrcs J the Iccofid -to the capital 
fuin of 500 livrcs. There are alfo officers and 
m«?gift rates in every confiderablc town, who are 
commonly lliwyei?s ;\ppomted by the kingjj for.ad- 
' minJfterlngjuftwrd, and puni/hibff criminals; tlicy 
have cTitFerent /titles, 'being in fomc places calWd 
ha\<j{j\^ in others Pro^'a/Fj 5 in otliers Scricjchatsy 
but their power and duty is much the lame. 

The taxes uAlallv levied in France^ arc iheTaxa* 
taiiley , or land-tax^ the iaillqn, the fubfiftance- 
' money, the' aids, and the gabelks^ The faille is 
only paid by thofe WTio hold by bale tenures, and 
tradefmen ; {he nobility, clergy, and gentry, as 
alfo tTie bnrgelfes of Parhy and feme other free 
cilieSy beingj exempted 'from this duty. The 
itton was eftabUflied by king Henry 11. ^iov aug- 
irtenting the foldiers *pay, and is payable by the 
fame perfons as the taillcy amounting to abovrt a 
third of that tax. The fuhfijiance is a tnx whidh 
wasfirft levied by Lims aIV*. for the fubfiftan^ie 
of his armies in their winter-quarters, and is paid, 
in the fame manner ris the tatUc. The ^2/V/5 are 
all duties and cuftomson goods and merciundizes,. 
•xcept falt^ The gdheltes are the taxes arififig by 
fait. The other extraordinary taxes arethe rop/zir-' 
iion^ or poll tax ; the tenths of all cftatcs, offices, 
and employments ; the fiftieth penny, from which 
neither the nobility nor clergy- are exempted ; tho t 
tenths of all t^e enates of the kingdom ; and the 
tenths and free-gifts of the clergy, wlno are al- 
lowed to tax tliemfelves, but Yis expefVed they 
fhould pay at leaft as much as tile kity \ and lafUy ^ 
the tevenuc arifing frooi'the arown-rlands^ itsiXz^ 
&ies, and forfeitures, all vehich are computed to 
amount to^pwards of 15 millions ficrllng^ per oh- 
nufn i bcfidcs which, vaft funis are levied by raif-

ing and lowering the coin at pleafure, by com-* 
pounding debentures and government-bills^ and by 

other oppreHive methods. 
Manner of FoF the better colled^ingof thefe taxes, France 

^ttttst ^^^^^^^ ^^^^ twenty-five generalities, or pro- 
vincesy over each of which there is an oftcer, 
called an intendant, appointed by the king, wtio 

takes cognizance both of civil and criminal caufes, 
as well as of the finances, and other matters con- 
cerning the public good, and the king^s interefts* 
Subordinate to the gemcality^ there is another 
court called the Eleiiion, compofed of ftvcral per- 
fbns, who compute the proportion which every 
parifh in their divifion muft raife of the fum de- 
manded by the generality, and fend out their or* 
ders for coUefiing it. This court Judges finatl 
caufes relating to the impofts and taxes. The 
jiuniber of pariflies contained in aH the general! - 
ties, anK)unt to 38,502 ; which comprehends 
1^585, 1 12 families liable to pay the land tax : and 
the whole number of the inhabitants of Frame is 
reckoned at about twenty millions. 
Crowa * The great oflicers of the crown, are the chan-^ 
i^fficen. cellor, who prcfidcs ia all courts and councils of 
Hate in the king^s abfence, the keeper of the feals, 
four iecretaries of ftate, the marlhals of France^ 
^ the colonel-general of the horle, tlie great niuikr 
of the artillery, the admiral of France, two vice- 
admirals, the general of the galleys, the four ^reat 
officers of the order of the Holy Ghoft, vi%. the 
chancellor, the mafter of the ceremonies, the 
■great treafurcr, and the lecretary ; the chief pre- 
sidents of the leveral parliaments, the- governors 
and lieutenant-generals of the provinces. 
Military ^ The military power of France furpalTes that x)f 
power* * any other kingdom in Europe. In time of peace 
they have generally ^oo^ooo men in pay^ and in 

' ' time 
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time of war fometimes 400^000 ; a great many 
of whom are foreigners^ vt%. Swifs^ Germans^ 
Scotch, Irlfh, Italiamy and SwiAs. WitH fo for- 
midable an army, their king is not only able to 
fupport his arbitrary power among his own fub-- 
je£ts^ but likewile to keep all his neighbours in / 
continual alarm* Their naval power was very 
confiderable under the reign of Lewis XIV, till 
the famous battle of La Hoguej when it was aU 
moft totally demolifhed. From that time it»did 
not recover itfelf^ till under the adminifiration of 
Cardinal FUwj^ when this great minifter^ by 
putting the Finances into good order^ and promo<>> 
ting trade and navigation, railed a very confider- 
able fleet. The latt war it was thought, would 
have efiedually broke their power at fea^ by ihb 
two complete viAories gained over the -Fr^^n;^ lA 
1747, the firft by the admirals Jnpjn and JVarrot, 
and the iccond by Sir Edward Ilmok ; yet to the 
amazement of all Europe^ they have, fince th# 
peace of jlix la Cbafelle,, created as it were anc^ 
thernavy, whicfa^ frdm ttie prefent difputes about -

Perfoaiiad The Fnmb are generally of a middfing fta* 

^^MFrmb^^^^^ more robuft, and better made than the 
* Spaniards and Italians ^ but inferior in this rc- 
ipedt to the Englijh and Germans. The womea 
in general are not handfome, but iprightly .and 
agreeable. They are a people of quick under* 
ftanding and nice taflc, of an aftive and enter- 
prizing difpofition. They are ready at imitating 
foreign inventions^ and quick themfelves at in- 
venting^ efpecially witb regard to modes^ drefie^^ 
and manner of living. They are brave and 
valiant, particularly the better fort, extremely 
fond of their prince^ polite and affable to ftraogers^ 
fo as to be looked upon as mafters of complain 
iance and good breeding.* 

But thefe virtues are balanced by feveral 
vices ; for they are generally reckoned nery, im- 
patient^ inconitant^ and of a reftlefs difpofition^ 
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wtich involves them either in continual law- 
fuits^ and civil broils at home, or obliges their 

princes to engage them in foreign wars. They 
arc mnch acidified to gaming, which is the very 
.Ibul ot all their aflembiies, and the only n^aas 
Sot a foreigner^to ingratiate himfelf in their coni« 
pany» The young people are debauched and 
irreligious ; but we muft own that this is com- 
penfated by the folidity, and iudicimis behaviour 
of .thofe who are more advanced in life. They 
are diarged likewife with infincerity in^ dieir 
complaifance, ahd with being little better than 
genteel hypocrites in their cringes and impcr* 
tinent ceremonies.

are three orders of knight-hood in France^ that 
of S. Michoily inftituted in 1469 by Lewis XL 
and. confifting of about 100 knights, but at 
prefent in no great efteem. That of the Holy 
Ghoft, inftituted 1578, by Henry HI. com- . 
poled of 100 perfons, and conferred only on 
people of die firft quality ; and that of ^. Lewis^ 
inftituted in 1693, by Lewis XIV. and defigned 
purely for the encouragement of the generals 
and officers of the army. The French include 
all their gentry under the general title of no- 
bility or nobleue« The third ace the Raturiers^ 
and comprehends their tradelinen^ yeomen, and 
huibandiuen^ Of pealknts* ^ ^

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Pict. French diet " is not near fo grofe as ours, 

*for it confifts chiefly of bread and herbs. iTierr 
1}rcad 5s exceeding goud, and fo is their beef 
and mutton, but their veal is inferior to otiri^. 
They boil and roaft their 'meat much longer 
than we do, which ^exempts them from grofe- 
humours. They are fond of foups, ragods, and 
made difhes, which they drefs the heft of any 
people in Europe. The wines about Paris arc 
Ym^ll, Jbut good in their -kind : thofe of Cham^ 
' j^agne and Burgumfy are defervedly the moll 
eftccmcd. They have Hkcwllc Icvcral other 
'good wines ; fuch as Pin de Turenne in Arijoit^.^ 
y'ins de Camp de .Perih'ix and Cote Brulk ixi DaU-- 
fbiniy de V Hermitage upon the Rhone^ the red 
and white S. Laurfme from Jhrovence^ the white 
wines of CruanSy Baurdeaux claret, thofe excel-- 
lent wines from Cahors^ and the red and white 
Cabrctony from about Baycnne. They are gredt 
drinkers of cofFee, tea, and chocolate^ Which ate 
ufed not only in private honfes, but likewifexa 
publick coffee-houfes, as \\\x\\ us. 

DlTer£onf» -The ui'ual diverlions of the euch are either 
plays, gaming, walking, or taking the air. in 
coaches* They haVe two kinds of Uieatres, drfe. 
for operas, and another for comedies. Their

' The iituation of France is very advantageous Traici 
for trade, as it lies on the ocean, the Engli/h 
channel, and tlie Aleduerranean fea, and is wa- 
tered by . £> snany large '9iBA ^navigable rivers. .

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Their manufaftures of linen, woolca^ filk, and 
* lace, are vaAly confiderable ; and their fbreiga 
trade to Spmn^ Italy , Turhiy^ and the Eaji aod 
Weft Indies prodigloufly improved of late, efpe-

12. The twefth is the Louis d^Or^ which is a 
piece of gold worth 24 Hvresy and equal to 
about a guinea Engli/h money* You are to ob- 
ferve, that no coin of a former reign will pais 
in this king's time ; for tliey call in all their 
coins upon the demife of their kings. Their ac- 
counts are kept in iivres^ fols and denien ; twelve 
deniers make a fol. 

Travetllng is no where more convenient tha n Man r er (S 
in France^ with refpeft as well to carriages 'f-^^^^^*" *• 
accomodations on the road. Where there is 
conveniency of rivers, they have water carriages, 
which are large boats drawn by Iioi fes. Their 
land carriages are of four forts, v'l'z, port cliaifes, 
tlie carojjp or flage coach, the cochey and the di" 
iigttue or flying coach. 1 heir poft-chaiies are Poft chatfet 
made much in the fiime manner as ours, and are borfcn 
to be had, at a minute's warning, all over the 
kingdom. For every poft you travel, which is 
two leagues, or lix Euglijh miles, you are to jpay 
for two horfes three livres two ibU, that is, nfty 
fbls for the two horfes, and twelve fols the po- 
ftillion. But if you are two in company, you 
niuft have three horfes, and then you are to 
pay five livres two fols, that is, two livrcs 
more for the additional perfon. All thofe polls 
that lead from Paris or Lyms^ or from any 
place where die king a finally refides, are called 
royal ports, and the charge of riding them is 
double the others, witli regard to the horfes, bijt 
not to the poftillion. The poft-Aages are feldom 
. above one poft and a half, or two pofts long, and 
then you cliange both hoifcs and poftillion.

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^^tj^ The carojp is not unlike our flage-coach, con- 

■ taining room for fix paifengers^ but does not move 
fo quick, an<i is more cmbarraffcd with goods 
and baggage. The ct^be is a large heavy 'ma- 

' chine, which ferves the ufe both of waggon and 
coach ; it is long-fhaped, and provided with win- 
'ddws at the fides, containing generally fixteen 
paflengers, twelve in die body of the coach, 
litting two a-brcaft, and two each lide, at the 
door of the entrance, a Ic at being provided there 
fir that purpofe. It is furnilhed with two large 
conveniences, one before and another behind, 
which, ^fe made of balket wicker, ^nd are there* 
iFofe called baikets. * Into thefe balkets they put 
large quantities of goods, which makes it very 
heavy in drawinff. Sometimes both the baikcts 
are filled with goods, and fometimcs the fore one 
is left cfmpty for paffengers, in which the fare is 
lefs than in the coach, and they have a covering 
over-head to preferve them from the injury of the 
Iveather. Its motion is but flow, feldom exceed- 

' ing that of a brifk walk, and as the roads are- 
generally paved with large ftone, this kind of ve- 

'hide is generally very jumbling and difagreeable,. 
The ex pence of travelling with the carojje or 

"ftage-coach is lefs tlian half the fum of riding poft^ 
but then you are to make an allowance for being ' 
longer upon the road. As for the particular feres 
of ftagc-coachcs, we fliall mention them in cadi 
journey ; only we are to obfcrve here, that the- 

' expence of baggage is paid apart, and is generally 
three fols for every pound above fourteen or fifteen. 

*J)0utod weight, which is. free.; With regard to 
))rovifions on the road, your fafeft way. If you 

"tra\^l poft, is to know the price of every thing 
before you orcter it ; but with the ftage«-coach>. 
your meals are generally regulated at fixed prices,, 
as with us j your entertainment is exceeding 

good^ 
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"gooil, and tlie whole expence feldom exceeds five 
or liX ilvres a dav. The D'lihence is a kind of 
ilage-coach fo called trom its expedition^ and 
differs from tlie carojjiy or. ordinary ftage-coadiy 
in little clfe but in moving with greater ?reto- 
city*' It is uicd chieily in travelling from Paris 
to Lyons y and bom Paris to Bruffeis^ and has ill 
fixed prices.

Journey from Oarer :ta Piids* 

TRAVELLERS fetting ont from Z>c^^ Direaiont 
agre? ior their paffagc in the pcket^boat 
to Calats^ tdiich is half a guinea for a gcn-x)^^rto 
tlcman, and five fhillings for each fervant or at- 
tendant ; the mate and cabin-boy, who wait 
43pon you on board, expe£t one milling «acb as 
thmTpei^uifiie. If yoo ate feveral In company, 
and you Wuld hire a packet or veiTel to your- ^ ' 
iclves the price is five guineas. Before you em- 
bark, you carry your baggage to the cuitom- 
•houf^, where it is fearched, for which you pay 
Sixpence, and fixpenoe more^ called head^ motley*. 
The diftancc from Dmm- to Calais is twenty* 
one miles. Upon approaching the town, you fee 
feva'al batteries of cannon planted on the fliore,- 
to keep «ke coaft plear ia w^r-^time. Cpming . 
mlhore, yoi/U meet with .men-waiters, whofpeak 
Mnglifh, and make it their bufinefs to ply there-, 
on Engltfh veflels coming in, and who will con- 
duct you and attend you in 6W«/s, till you have 
. into your poft-chaife for Paris^ Having, 
intcbed bpon one of thefe, you are conduced by 
<a luldicj; upon the guard, vvkkh is always mount** 

ed 
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cJ upon the quay, to a icarchiiig office jufl bjr, 
where yon muft give in your name and quality, 
the purpole of your coming over, and intended 
toar ; thence you are (hewn into a finall inner 
Toom, md very dvilly fearched by the proper 
officer, who only juft prciles upon your coat- 
pockets or outer garments ; afterwards the foldier 
conduds you to the governor's boufe, where 
you are fliewh to the governor. When this 
farce is over, you arc at liberty to proceed to 
your inn, whither you are attended by the per- 
fon or fervant. whom you pitched upon at the 
water fide. There are feveral good inns at Calais^ 
as the G^ldm Army the G^tdtn Htai^ the Fnmbr 
Horrij the Table Royal, and the Silver Lym^ the 
litfl of which is reckoned ihe beft. When y&a 
have refrelhcd yourfelf, you had heft go your- 
felf to the cuftom-houfe^ where you will find 
your baggage has been carried by porters from 
the vcllcl, and will lie there fearched, to p; c - 
vent yonr bringing in any thing new of a fo- 
reign manufacture. They allow only one watch 
to eacl). pefon^ and if they find any new cloaths, 
they will ftop them. After your baggage has 
been fearched, you had better have your trunk 
plumbed with a leaden ftamp for Paris ; for 
this will prevent the trouble of any further 
fearch of your baggage upon the road, or its 
being carried to the cuftom-houfe when you 
come to Parii ; but you muft take care not to 
open ,the cuiiom-houfe cordage and plumbmg till 
you get to that metropolis ; for on ^ong out of 
Calai$j and at the feveral other gamibn townSj^ 
both your Cala'n cuflom-houfc pafs (which they 
give you in writing, and which you muft take care 
of ) and alfo the plumbing of your trunk, are 
examined* Therefore your beft way is to take 
out at the cufbm-houie at Calais^ what necefiaries 

yoa 
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you may want on the toad. The fees at the 

cuftom-houfe for the pafs, for your deaths, and . 
neceflaries, and for the plumbing your trunks, arc 
very trifling ; but if they are civil, and do not 
tumble your cloaths, It is cuftomary to give the 
officer half a crown. The porters who carry your 
goods from the fliip to the cuftom-houfe, and 
from the cuftom-hoiife to the inn, are like our 
watermen, never fatished ; about a livre for car* 
ryiog each trunk will pay them ; and three livres 
when you get into your poft^chaife, will be fuf« . 
ficient for your attendant, who keeps cloic to 
you till you are gone, and fhevvs you any thing 
the town affords, which is but indifferent. We 
gave a defcription of this town in the iirft vo« 
lume of this work, p. 288. Here we fhall only 
obferve, that the principal things worth notice, 
are the great church, the ramparts, tlie citadel, 
die EngU/h convent of nuns, the market-place^ 
and the-canal* You muft take care not to be too 
frjee witli their fmall wines in Calais ; for, like the 
water in Parisy they will certainly flux you, if 
you drink too plentifully of them. At the jpoft- 
nouie, which is the Silver Lion, you bargam for . 
a chaife to go to Paris ; if there be only one ; 
perfon, he will let you have a pretty good one 
for two guineas and a half ; and if two, he will 
have three guineas* You have the privilege of . 
carrying a great weight of portmanteaus and 
traiuis behind yomr poft-chaife ; but • their horfea * 
arc very indifferent, fo that it is not advilable to 
encumoer yourfelf with too much baggage, but 
rather to fend it by fhe ftage-coach, which fets 
out twice a week from Caiau to Paris^ and is 
Icvcn days upon the rt^ad ; the fare is thirty 
livres for each pallenger, and three fols per 
pound for his baggage. The coach from Paris 

to Caiais and Dunkirk^ fets up at the Grand drfy

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'Kmc $• Denms. The roftds from Calms ta Parts 
arc pretty good ; and you go with any of their 

polt-lioi les very near a |:)ort an hour. After you 
have palled Boulogne^ you will not find the beds ' 
like ours in England *j for they raife them very 
high with feveral thick mattrefles : their linen 
is ill waftied, and worfe dried, fo that you muft 
take particular care to lee the fliects aired. 
From Calais to Paris are thirty-two pofts ; the 
laft poft from 5. Dennis tto Paris is a poft roy* * 
al, for which they take of yoo as for two pofts, 
•but the poft-boy is to drive you to ,any part of 
the city or lubnrbs of PariSj which you pleafe 
to go to ; and in your return they alfo take a 
double poft for carrying you from your lodgings 
back to & Dennis, Upon the • whole, for the 
thirty-two polls you pay, if you are two in 
company, 164 livres, 2 fols, which is about : 
•6L lbs. hd. But if you are tingle, the whole 
coit will be^ horfes and boys, only 99 livres, 
2 fols, which is about 4/. 65. Engltjh. As 
the poft- road very often differs from the road • 
ufed by the ftage-coach ; when this happens, we 
fliall give both routes marking- the dillance in 
tlic poft rout by pofts, eadi of which is fix * 
miles ; and the diftance in the coach route by 
Englij)} miles, according to our ufual method, 
\vidi this addition, -that we fball diftinguiflv the * 
ftages where the cojich ftops to dine, by the let- ' 
tcr D ; and where it ftops to fbp,. by the let« 
tec S ; which letters muft be underftood in the 
fame manner, wherever we give the coach route.

Bokkgne. Boulogne is a fea-port of France^ in the province 
of Pieardfy and capital of the diftrift of Baulon^ 
noisj ineaft longitude i, 30. latitude 50, 40. ten 
leagues from the neaicil coaft of England* This 
is a very ancient town, fuppofed by fome to be the 
Itius Portus of G4Kfar^ and hj others the Gefori^ 
ccum of Pliny. It ftands at tlie mouth of the 
little river Liane^ which forms its hartx)ur ; and is 
divided into the upper and lower town. The for- 
mer is well fortified with good walls and a ftrong 
citadel) adorned with a handfome iquare, where . 
tbey have a town-houfe remarkable for its clocks a 

cathedral dedicated to the virgin Afary^ fome ^ 
monaftcrles, a feminary for the education of ec- 
cleiiailics, a very good hoipital, and a coU^e o;^ 
the fathers of die oratory. The lower town is 
inhabited chiefly by merchants, and lies along the 
harbour, which was formerly very confidcrable, 
but is now incapable of receiving veffels of bur- 
then, bee anfe of a bank which the emperor , 
milian is faid to have raifed before it. The road . 
before Boulogne is extremely bad, no veffels being : 
able to keep there, unlefs the wind blows from 
fome point between the north.and the iouih*eail» 
This harbour is defended towards the river by a 
mole which fheltert it from the winds, and is fre-^ I 
qucnted chiefly by the Englljh fmugglers. Nea't " 
the harbour arc fome antient ruins, and among 
the reft, an oflagon tawer^ iaid to be buiteivy^ J^n- 
liu% Cafar. Boulogne is now the fee of. a biiho^^ 
fufFragan of Rhcimsy whofe yearly income ig 
12, 000 llvrcs ; and likewifc a fcncfcharsjurifdic- 
tion, theleatof a bailiwic, and court of admiralty* 
King Hmry VIIL of England took it in I544> 

and 
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aod fortified the lower town^ but finding it wbul4 
coft hi m more to keep it than it waH worth , quitted 

it by treaty in 1546 for 8oo,000 crowns. 

In this town they have a very good ijin, called 
the Red Lion. 

From Bmikgne you proceed to Samers^ a mar** 
ket-town, where they nave a pretty good churchy 
and a moft beautiful chapel belonging to a mo- 
nailery ot Bfnedi^ittSj with a very good gardeiu 
Cormont^ the next poft, Is only a fingle houfe. 

But proceeding nine miles, you come toJifn^ MMtm^tm 

treuily a town of France in the province of Pi- 
cardy^ and county of Prnthtcu^ in call long. i. 45. 
lat. 50. 50* It is fituate on a hill^ the foot of 
"which is watered by the river Canclje^ about nine 
miles from the fea^ from whence pretty lar^reboats 
"come up with the tide. They divide it into the 
upper and lower town ; the lower lies along, the 
river Canchcy and is fepurated from the upper by a 
fingle wall. The town in general is pretty wel! 
fortified, and defended by a good citadel. *Ti^ 
the feat of a bailiwic, and has two ancient abbeys 
of BenedlBins, one of monks, the other of nuns, 
fhnn whence its Lathi name, Monaf cnclimy is 
TOofiprebably derived. It has eight pariflies, a fe- 
minary, an hpfpital, and a convent of Carmt 'ites^ 
with another of Capuchins The royal bailiwic 
belongs to the jurifdidion of Jmhm^ . 

At the fign of the Court ^/ France^ ycu meet 
with very good entertainment 

jlbhevllk is a city of France in the province o(Abb«vilki 
f^i'cardy^ and capital of the. county of Ponthieu^ in 
eaft long. a. lat, 50. 7, A caftlf ^was built here 
in -936, by Hugh Capetj an^tftie town itfelf was 
built by 5. Rlquier the ablwt, ficin whom it took, 
its name of Abbatis lllla^ or Ab^gviiia^ It is a

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large city, fituated in a marfliy dirty country, OH 
the river Scmmej which divides it into two paitsC ' 
The place is ftrong by fituation, and moreovc^r 
the. walls are flanked with baftibnS} and forrouqd* 
ed with large ditches ; it is* called The maijcbtf 
t ivfj^ becauic it was never taken by aa enemy. 
There is a very confiderable woollen manufafture^ 
in this city, faid to be equal to that of any town 
in England. They alio make here fail and other 
coarfe clotli^ and linens, Which being died, ferve 
for linings. They have befides a confidcrabic 
manufafture of black and green fope ; and they 
have armourers, who niake muikets andpifiolsthat 
are very much eiteemed. The town has likewtfe z 
'pretty good trade in wool and corn, being but 
14 miles diftant from the 7^^^////? channel ; with 
which it has a comnuiaicatioa by the river 
which brings velfeis up to die middle of 
the town. It enjoys many privileges, has a bai- 
liwic and prelidial court, and contains 12 pariflies, 
with feveral monafteries, and a college. About 
^7 miles from AhbevilU is the borough of Creffy^ 
on the river Juthiey near the borders of jfrtais^ 
in the province of Picardyy made memorable by 
the victory obtamcd by Edward IlL kii^ of* 
England Q\zx the French in 1346* 
Tt^utgny. Fifteen miles furdier is Pequlgny^ a finall tawa 
6? France^ in the province of Pieardy^ and county 
of P.nthieu in eaft long. 2. 15. lat, 49. 55. It 
is lituated on the river S6m?ne^ and has the title 
of a barony. The earth of the adjacent country 
is of acombuftible nature^ and fu)rni(hes the inha« 
bitants with turf for fuel. About diree miles from

tiqaity, being mentioned by Cupfar as a town that 
liaid made a vigorous refiftance againft the Romans^ ^ 
and where he convened a general aflcmbly of 
4he GafUsj afec havihg imade hhnfelf mafterof 
it. The emperors Jntomnm, and Marcus Ju*' 
rellus enlarged it; and Conffantinej C$njlam^ Ju" 
Jiauy and ieveral others, reiicled here a confider* 
able time. The town is encompaiTed with a 
wall, and other fortifications; tod the ramparts are 
planted with trees, which form a delightful walk. 
The citadel was built by Henry IV. The river 
. Sommc tnievs j^micns by three different channels, 
under as many bridges ; and thefe channels, af* 
ter wafliing the town' in ieveral places, where 
they arc of ufe in its different manufactures, 
unite at the other end hy the bridp;c of 5. Alicbael. 
Here is a quay for the boats that come from^ 
jibbewUe with goods brought by fea. At the gate 
of Noyon there ie a fuBurb, remarkable for the 
abbey of S. /Ichen, Next to this gate you come 
to that of Paris, where they have a long mall 
between two rows of trees. The houfes are well 
lyailt, the ftreets ipacious, embellifbed with hand* 
fome fquaresand good'buildin^s. The cathedral, 
dedicated to our Lady, is one oi the largcft and mofl 
magnificent churches in France, adorned with 
^andibme paintings, fiiiepillars, chapels, and tombs; 
particularly the 4iave is greatlyadmired. The other 
places worth feeing arc the palace of the balli- 
wic, the town' ho nfe, the fqnare FleiirSj and 
, the great market-place. I'his town is the feat of 
a Infliop, fuffragan of Rheim^y as alfo of a prcr 
iidial, bailiwic, Fidam, a ch^amber of accounts, 
kiiJ a gciieiality. The bifl\op*s revenue is thirty.

€kgHiiUfm From Clermontf the next place worth notice 
you come to, is Chantilfyj a village, remartabfe 

tor being the feat of ihe prince of ConJe or duke 
of BoTfrbm; for this^ family in a peculiar manner, 
take thcfe two different titles alternately in fuc* 
cel!ion« The palace belonging to the prince is^ 
next to VerfailUs^ the moft magnificent in all 
f- ranee ^ as well for the beauty of the ftruflure, as 
^ fur the riclinefsof its furniture.. The chapel is 
extremely beautiful, where vou (ee an excellent 
piece of the Jftenjiotu The nables arc more mag-, 
nificent than can be conceived. ChantUly for- 
merly belonged to the houfe of Montmorency ; the 
cqueftrian ftatue of brafs before the palace wai 
made for the laft conftable of that name« The 
gardens are laid out in a moft elegant tafte, ex- 
tending fix miles in length, and of a very conil- 
cierablc breadth. 1 he great variety of canals and 
water- works, the woods cut in avenues, witli 
fountains playing, cafcades murmuring ; the num<l 
ber of fowls, as partridges, plicafants, flying 
about : the delightful walks, and little groves with 
aviaries, all togetlier, render this one of the moft 
charming places upon earth. Within one hun^ 
dred yards of the palace, and almoft adjoining to- 
the ilables, is the poft-houfe, where you are very 
wcU entertained, but extravagantly dear, ib tliat

♦we; but they have lately begun to ercft a new 
building, which when tinifhed will be one of tlie 
fineft in Eurtipe* It is divided into feveral halls 
c€ a furprizing: greatneft and beanty, defigned tb 
receive the princes, parliament, and other fui)c- 
rior courts upon fuch ceremonies as the king thinks 
proper to invke them^ The top of this majciUp 
tdince is a fine dormitoiy for the monks, where 
Ithey have each a neat commodious celL The 
abbot had formerly very great privileges, which 
are now much leflened ; however, he is ftill a 
counfellor of the Parliament of Parhy and has 
the privilege of keeping the Re^tia, wliich hp 
fends to the place where the kmgs are confe- 
crated, viz. the city of Rheims.

VL Rmarkiihlc places in the coacb^route frtm 

Calais Paris. 
The coach from Calait to Paris goes the 
Xliiiie road as the poft, iis far as Jbbevilh, where 
it turns off, ,aud the next night it goes to Poix^ 
a linall town of Picardy^ fituate on the tvftt 
^^Mtmty abottt five miles .N. from Ckmtim 
.J«#*wiV. Travelling 30 mllos further, the next night you 
come to Bcamaisy a city oi the ille of France^ and 
capital of the Beauvaifis which is in £• long. a. 20« 
• • . lat. 49. 30. It 16 fitoated on the rtver and 
is a place of great antiquity , being the £r/bt^afiMs 

;iLid Cafaromagus of the Romans . It is now a 
handfoine large town, furrounded with walls, and 
ileep broad ditches. ^Tls the feat of a bi/hop, 
fuffragan of Mheimsy who is the firft count and 
jeccle&iftical peer of France^ and has a yearly, re* 
venue of ,55000 lis ies. The cathedral church of 
Peter is a very good ftrufture, remarkable for 
its beautiful choir; beiides which there are four 
collegiate churches, feveral pariflies, a great num* 
l)er of religious houfcs, an hofpital for the fick, and 
an holpital-general. The trcafure of the cathedral, 
and the public library deferve a traveller's noticCt 
The market-])lace is reckoned one Cj( the iineft in the ' 
kingdom.' The inhabitants have a pretty good trade * 
for cloth^ fluffs, and fine potters ware. The ad- •

men-iervantsoutot place, many of whom can iyc^^ 
a little broken Engli/Uy and have generally written- 
charafters in- their pockets- from tome 'En^ujh gen- 
tkmen whom they, have frrvccl.. You may vcn-^ 
'ture iijxjn one who'e charc^\er you moft aj>prove 
of, and let him unmediatcly begin and Hay with 

Jou, and alGfr in taking ofF your trunks, but 
b not hire htm till the next day, when your 
banker or cForrefpondent is along with yon, and 
yoa are thorouglily fatisfied as to his character. 
Thirty j/o/i, or fifteen pence Ehgll/h a day, is the 
ufual wages, out of which he finds hiDifelf inr* 
every thing, unlefs you give him a livery. There * 
arc a great many very good inns at P<im, where 
you are fure of being extremely well accommo-

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lam* dated, according to the figure and expcnce yon 
intend to make. The ^riacipal of tlieie are, the 
H'4el Imperial^ in the rue Dtvfphin and Faubourg 
A S. G^mmn ; the Uttfl d'Jfifou, the JUtel 
d^Hamhourgy the Hotel d'OrleanSy and the HM 

P'uardie^ in the rue Mazarin ; the Hotel d^Ef-^

Thofe who intend to ftay ibmc time at Parhy 
and do not choole to be at the cxjx*nce of living 
in thofe hotels, may hire a furniliued lodging. 
An apartment two pair of ftairs, for a fingle fru- 
gal gentleman^ will be as weU as the firft floor-: 
and indeed the firft floor is generally let alttoge* 
ther at a confiderable price, perhaps one hundred 
livres a week ; and you will hardly get an apart- 
ment to ple&fe you vp two pair of flairs for lefs 
than 15 or 20 livres a week. Foj lodging is the 
deareft article, efpecially to tliufe who make but 
a fhort flay, and take them only by the week. 
The people of the houfe find you nothing but 
you bed and bed-linen, water-hottle, bafon^ anil 
Dowels. Your fervant, for about fifteen Ihiltings 
Englijhy will immediately let you up for a lioufe- 
keeper, by buying you a tin tea-kettle, iome char- 
coal and a dim,, a tea-pot, fome tea-cups, iaocev^ 
milk-pot, a decanter, and about half a dozen 

glaffes ; he will alio buy you French rolls and fu- 
pav, and good hyfon tea for about 17 livres a 
latlng and pound^ and lb much for breakfait* With regard 
Pfiokiog. to your dinners and fuppers, if you choofe to live 
in a family way, you had beft have them dreft 
ai^ lent in by a cook, or from a uvtrn, to your 

' lodgings, ■ 
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' lodgings, at your own hour, vind he will find you 
l^jiea aod knives. For eight livres a day, you 
Riay have for dinner two good difhes and a ioop^ 
mhick will ferve four in oonnpany; and fervantt. 
Their nttutton i^ much better than then r beef or 
veal, and their hare, patiidges, aiid wild-fovvi 
aife excelleat. Their loops, efpeciaUy tiiofe on 
tsAc9grc or faft days, are not very agreeable to 
jkngJi/bmmi.^ heSt is the plain gravy, mdi a 
roll aiid vermicelli in it.' If you have anv oJc^ 
thing for fupper, as parti Itlge, pir;con, clncken^ 
or a bit of iilh.^ you have no occaiion to bargain 
for t^em as for your dinners^ but tike cook wil^ 
-make you a bill ; and if you go out of town, you 
]iave only to give notice ro the cook. But for a 
iingle perlon, or if not more than two in conij)ain\ 
the ptibli« oaiinaries feeni- more eligible, and 
m>u may eafily got 'a recommendatioii to the ; 
beft fort of them : there vou wiU meet with. 
com])any from almofl all nations, and have vw- 
iriety of dilhcs ; beiides their pi*iees are very rea» 
ibnaible, from twenty (bus to forty ^ve a dmner» 
(Another wayiis to board in a private family, 
- where yoii may be turalihcd with a neat room, 
a hot dinner and Tupjxrr (brcakfaft. vou find 
your^elrf) with a pint of wine at each meal, for 
the fum of fixty livres* As to your drink, it 
*is proper to obfenre,* tluit it is dangerous to drink, 
much vvatir, or too plentifully of their fmall 
wines, for this will afluredly throw yuu into a 
loofeoefs; therefore you had better mix your 
-.water always witfe tfaic coaimon wines 'of about 
thirty ibus^ a bottle, and drink no wine undet 
that ]>iice. The wines moit commonly drank

Having fettled now the article of eating and 
drinking, you are to equip yourfelf for yew 
excurfions about the town ; for which par- 
jjofe we need not mention, that a French 
laylor and barber are aUblately requifite« The 
^eact thing is, to get you a conveniency to 
carry you abroad, that you may widi elegance 
^ and ealc go and fee every thing that is curious 
in and about Paris. Your beft way is to have 
^ a recoa^mendation to fome of thofe people who let - 
coaches out to hire ; and if you are only two in 
company, a chariot is moft advifable. You may 
have a gay and eafy gilt coach or chariot, and 
a coachman, with a good pair of horfes, for 
twelve livres, which is « about ten fliillings a 
clay, to attend you from feven in the morning 
I - ^ till midnight, and to carry you to lerfailUs^ &:c« 
' This is certainly the heft way, becaufc their 

Uackney-coaches are dirty and mean,, and few 
people of any faihion^ efpecially ftrangcrs, either 
ufe them, or wsdk miach iii the ftreets. It is 
to be obferved, that you rauft fign a contraft 
fox. yqur coa.ch or chariot, to have it a moash 
as your own ; the lawyer or notary draws the 
j contfaft by the coach*Lender*s orders, and you 

\ P^y ^y^^ ihillMigs fur hi§ fee, and one fliilling for 
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•^lis clerk, who attends you to get it figned. This 
contra^ the coachmaa carries in his pocket, to 
entiide him tD drive you out of town to FerfaiiUs^ 
tec. for without it the coach i% not privileged to ^ 
carry you out of the gates of Paris. But tho^ 
you contraft for a moiuh for the fake of this 
privilege, yet you may give up your coach aj^ 
the end of ten days, or a fortnight, paying for 
the days you have had it ; and a fortnight wiH 
be long enough to carry you to moft of the 
diftant places you want to fee. in and about 
J^aris. While your cioaths are making, which 
wiU be three or four dkysy yon may walk a little 
about, and go up to die top of fhire Dame^ he. 
to familiarize yourfclf with the town. Before we 
fMTOceed to give you a defcription of Paris^ and 
to point out to you the remarkable curiofitics of 
j^is great metropolis, with the moft valuable pieces 
of architefture, painting, fffr. and the names of 
the icveral artifts ; lhall firft lay down the 
method or order you may follow in making 
your progrefs; this will be a kind of guide, 
and help yom to hufband your time, which \% 
always precious, but efpecially in travelling.

of Paris. 

You may begin then, and fpend three whole 

days in feemg the Palace Royal, which is nut too 
long a time for examining the fineft collcftlon 
jof paintings in Europe. The next day you may 
vifit the Hotel S Jntin^ and that of Count TmiouTc. 
Then you may fee the palace of the TuWertet, 
and the Lowvrc^ tlie Iquare called Place Vcndomej 
and the Place des PicioireSj all which are not far 
Aidant from one another. 

Next day you may fee tlic pumps, and Other 
water-works of the* Samaritaine on the Po0t 
Net/f'^ 'and after having feen the churches of

Dejaipion qJ V^^l^- 

PARI^ 18 the metropolis of the kingdom of i^-^^i 
France, and of the government of Ac ilk of 
France^ lituate on the river Sr/w, in L. long 2. 25. 
lat. 48. 50. The origin o£ this great city is very ^ 
nncertain, no mention being made of it in hiftorjr 

before the <xm of Jultui Qajar^ by whom it u 

^ caliea 
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Jtimune* called Lutetia, which fomc derive from the word 
lutuniy beca\afe of tlxe jnarfliy ground in the 

Aoti^oity* neighbourhood. It was then the capital of the, 
'people called farifiansy confined within th^ ille 

formed by the river SeinCy and furrounded with 
woods nnd maiilies. The Romans^ having fub- 
dued it under Julius Cafar^ enlarged and im* 
proved its buildings, and were the lirft that fur* 
rounded it with walls. Its agreeaUe fituiitioii 
foon made it increafc under iuccceding emperorsy 
.and at laft rendered it the metropolis of the 
country under Chivii their firft chriftian king^ 
"Who removed the feat of government hither from 
the city of Tours. Philip jiugufius was the firft 
that walled in the fevcral foburbs with which 
the town was enlarged in: proceis of. time and 
"by die encouragement given by fucoeeding prin- 
ces, efpecially 1* Mtwrf Xi^ znd Henry IV^. 
it became at length one of the largeft, inoft 
populous and flour ifhing cities in the univerfc. 
9itiMttiMi« Its ^tuation is moft delightful,, having a moun-- 
tain on the fouth which abounds with wholev 
fbme fprings, and the adjacent country isTfuU of 
Mlonc quarries. On tht: nurih there are pits from 
whence they dig their plaifter ; and on the banks 
q£ the Seine and Marne^ tlxere are very pleasant, 
woods. The plain on the north abouiids with« 
com, and the. hills fiom Mmtntle Hery^ as far asi 
' - P^lffy^. produce excellent wine. The neighbour- 
ing country, is watered with innumerable ftreams- 
which fall into the Seine and the Morne^ and 
-facilitate the. ttaniportation of commodities, to 
this city..

Datm^ The unlvtiiity, lb called from the col- 
leges it includes for promoting learnings lies on 
idle ibuth fide of the river, on a rifin^ efoaiid* 
and contains that part which is boundea the ; 
Seine y and the gates of *S\ Bernard, S. f iclor^ 
S. Marccly S. famef, S. Michael^ arxl the fuburb 
of S. Germain. There is another divilion of 
PariSf for the better regulation of the civih'go-* 
vernmenty into twenty quarters w wards. Thec«K«mlb- 
whole town, taking in the fuburbs, is of a cir- 
cular form, al)Out fix leagues in circumference, 
and two in diameter^ containing, according to xht 
J^reiurir calculation^ hear looo ftreets^ ioooohouiei^ 
fifty -two parifhes, 6nehundred and thirty-fmrse^ 
ligious hbuies, fixty for men, and fevcnty-eight for 
women, upwards of two hundred conventual and 
parochial churches and chapds, more than four* 
teen thoufamt coaches, and about nine hundred'inlMH* 
^thou(and inhabitstnts. The annual revenue which •"^^ 
Paris brings in to the king is twenty-five millions 
of iivres, and fifteen^ millions for the capitation. 
The ftreets are genersHy ftraight and uniform, bntStrMiiw 
$>mewhat narrow* The houies look handfomeHedtSt 
without, being built with free-ftone ; rnoft of them 
have falh -windows, and are p^enerally i\x or feven 
dories high. The curiofities ot thisgreatcitv would 
require a whole volume to defcribe ; we (hall there« 
fore be content with a ihort view of fuch as are 

inoft worthy of a traveller's notice, which, for the 
fake of order, we lliall reduce under tlic follow- 
ing heads, i.

Gemviiw^ the patroneis of 
Paris, are kept, is faid to have coft 193 marka 
of ftlvcr and eight of gold : it was made by 
JioUri di la Ferti'-Milon^ abbot of this houfe, 
in 144a, and is iupported by a detached buil- 
ding in the hnic order, (bnned by four marble- 
columns, the work of the famous architeft Jaques. 
U Mercier^ The tabernacle is extremely iuic, 
bemg comppfed precious of ftones, and fup- 
ported by. columns of antisot . Orwifc firocatelle^ 
« • ^ which. 
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priiicfa are norw Very rtre. In the mkEdHe of' * 

the choir there is a brafs eagle, with three little 
|;emuies, which is looked upon m a finiihed 
]iiece* In this church there are tliree tombs ^ 
very remarluible, that of King Qoois for its an^ 
tiquity ; tliat of Cardinal Richlieu for its magni-^ 
ficence ; and that of Dfs Cartes^ for the efteem 
paid tQ learaing. The -fecrifty is full of rich 
yefioiejlts^ and other ornaiMnts ; but it is diffi^ 
cult to get a iight of theni* The monks of 
Goicv'in'e have a good apothecary's fhop, and a 
hancliome library, with a cuiious colle£Vion of 
coins, medals, antiquities, and other rarities. 

The new diurcfa of the Invalids was deiigned Chnrth of 
by the iamous John Hftrduin Munfart^ and is****^*^ 
juflly allo\^'ccl to be one of the fineft buildings in 
France. The front is eight and twenty toifes 
broad, and fifty high, reckoning from the floor 
to ti^ dome, (ts is compbfed q£ the [hrit and 
Corinthian order, and the Jttic on the top, the 
whole adorned with columns, pilaftcrs, and fta- - 
tues, by the moll eminent matters* The twQ ^ *" 
angels over the door are by Fancleve. The four 
virtnes redinii^^ as alfo the figure of Cbarlmagne^ 
arc by Coifevox. Saint Lewis is by Coutoux, but . 
nj ode lied bv Girardon^ and reckoned a very cu* 
nous piece. . All theie ilatues are of marble. 1 he 
dome has nothing to compare to it in all Franct \ 
being, as we mentioned above, 50 toiies from 
the level of the ground to the crofs ; it is co- 
vered with lead, and decorated with fculptures 
and gildings. The platiomi: which furrounds 
the wme, on the butfide^ is paved with Hones 
artfully cut^ and put together without cement or 
niaftic. The fipft vault is elegantly painted by 
diifercnt mafters. The high altar is placed in 
fuch a manner, t^at it may be feen equally

The church and nunnery of J 'a I da Grace were Valit 
founded by Anne oi Juftrla^ mother to Lcvoh XIV. ^f^^'* 
on the unexpected birth of that Prince, after flit 
had been married yexri. The church is wkb«- 
Mt diipute one of the handfomeft huHdmgs in 
Europe. The firft ftoac was laid in Jpril 1645, 
iy Lewis XIV. who was then only ieven years 
lold ; the whole was finifhed in 1669. The firft 
4le%n was by Manfmtj who carried it ev^n with 
♦the ground; he was afterwards fet afide, and 
iMnet was appointed archittft, and iiader him 
Gabriel le Due for the uilide, and Duval for the 
outfide. The area before the church is 25 toifes 
in breadth, and %% in dq>th^ feparated from the 
•ftreet by iron rails eighteen feet high. The portal 
is railed upon fixteen fteps, adorned with a ])e*- 
^-nftik or porticoy fupported eight iluted Otrin^ 
lAim, cohunns. Here yoy (ee the ftatoes of Si* 
Btm£S^ and Sw Scboiajlica^ done in marblei 
Over this there is a fecond order of architcfturc ; 
and upon the frize of the portico arc to be /eCQ

and odier gilt ornaments ; above there is a i'phe* 
rical compartment, and they fupport a canopy 
formed by fix grand curves, which in the middle 
£mih in a fmall ceiling. Two angeis, leyea^ 
feet high, fupport cenfors t and other fmatl ones 
fufpendcd, hold label?, on which are written the 
"veries of the Glor ia in exceljis Den, Between the 
columns, tke infant Je/ns in the manger, with 
the holy virgin and carved in 

white marble ; this is a ihafter«-peice of Jn^uier 
the younger. Of the two great iron vails to the 
' right and left of the high altar, one ibparates the 
. church from the choir of the nuns, and the other 
ihuts up a chapel hung in 4nourning, which no 
body is permitted to enter; in the middle of 
this chapel is raifed a bed of black velvet, wirli 
variety of ornaments, where the heart of ^inyie of 
Jbiftria i< repofited. Underneath is made a fmall 
vault, incrufted with marble, and containing ^ 
veral niches where the hearts of the princes and 
princeflcs of the royal family are p ret ervrd., Round 
the dome,Mn tlie frize, Uie following mlciripuon

The church of die Carmdiu nuns, ruf St. JS* CMrmik* 
piesy tho' very antient, and without any delicacy 
as to the outiide, is one of the bell adorned with- 
ialidc, of any in Paris, especially in paintings 
The enclofure beewixt the nave and the choir is 
ftut by four columns of fca- green marble, which 
are very remarkable. The brazen crucifix, over 
the opening of the door, is an excellent work^ 
by Sarazin^ The great altar is very much 
raiied; and* the difpolition of its fieps is in a 
grand tafte, as well as the columns, which are 
of mai blc of Dhuvi ; and the capitals, bafes, and 
modillons, which areof brafs, giltwidi leaf-gold. 
The tabernacle is one of the moft remarkable 
4|ings to be ften in this church ; it is in the form 
of the ark of the covenant. All the goldfmiths 
work is well wrought, efpecially the front Isafs" 
reliefs* In one of the chapels there is an excel* 
lent marble flatute of cardinal Btrullc, who in- • 
troduced thcfe nuns into France^ by Sarazin* In 
the facrlfty they have a very rich golden fun for 
the expofing of the facrament, which was nucjc 
them a prefent by Miidame de la VaiUrem 

The church of the Sorbonne is oi^c of the moft The chuwk 
beautiful in Paris. The portal on the fide of tlie f^^*»*^*^* 
li[uarc is adorned with two orders, the fiift of 
Corinihian columns, and the fecond of Compojitt 
j)ilafters. There are tw^o niches in the inter- 
columniations of th^ firft order^ and two in the

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fpaccs bctwrixt the pilafters of the iccond, aiorncA 
with marble ftatues of Guiilan.

the door is read this iafcription,

two different feftivals, and upon the death of any 
member of the houfe of Sorbonne, The ordi- 
nary entrance is on the fide of the court, bv 
another door under a magnlikent portico, which 
projedis ten feet, is raited upon fifteen fteps, 
and forflAdi by ten Cmfttbian columnsy with

The infide of the churdi is adorned all round 
with Corinthian pilafters ; between which are 
niches filled with ftatues of thunder ftone, re^ 
prefenting either apoftles or angels, the work of 
Bertelot and Gidiiain. The pavement is in 
compartments of marble of different colours. 
The high altar is adorned with fix Corintbiun 
columns of marble of Itancc. Inftead of a pic- 
ture, there is a crucifix of white marble, ftanding 
vipon a fupport of black marble^ This was An- 
gtiicr^s laft piece, but one of the moft perfe£l 
that came from his ^nds. The body of the 

viigin's 
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Virgin's chapel is of white marble, and the co-» 
lunjiis of iHarble of Ranee. The bottom of the 
niche is filled with plates of gilt brafs ; the martle 
.fiatue of the virgin^ holding the infant Jefus^ is 
by DesjarJRns. In the midft of the choir, is the 
tomb of Cardinal Richlieuy one of the moft beau- 
tiful and moft magnificent monuments in Emxfc; 
it was cut by Girardon^ in white marble^ and 
ere£ked in 1694. The Cardinal is reprefentcd re- 
clining, fupjwted by Religion, with Scie ncc at- 
flifted at his feet. Two angels in tears fupport 
his arms, adorned with the cardinal's hat, and tlic 
ribband of the order of the Holy Ghoft. - - 

Tht church of Mazann college was built by ^hf rhurch 
the famous Cardinal Mazarhij at the fame time as of Mj^aritt 
the college : it is round vvuhout and oval within, 
of the Cmnthidn order, paved with black, white, 
and ja^er-coloared marble, in compartments with 
ftars. The portal of the church is formed by 
four Corinthian columns, and two pilafters, that 
fupport a fronton, in whicli is a lun-dial. Above 
are figures reprefenting the four evangclifts, and 
rbe fathers of the Greek and Zirz/n church, with 
ihii iufcription :

'feurs. The tomb of the Duke of Lcnguevills^ 
loaded with trophies in white marble, incrufted iti 

- the borders with black marble, is by Jnguierm To 
'adorn it there are four Virtues in white tuarble, 
<almofi: as big as the life. — It i^ impoffible to help 
admiring the three Graces which fupport an urn, 
wherein the hearts of Henry II. and Catherim of 
Medecis are preicrved. They are of marble, or 
rather of traniparent alabafter, and 'were done by 

•the ikilful hcind of Gcrrrmln Plim. The column 

of white marble feen there, was ei^&ed by Charles 
IX. to the memory of Francis II. and nere the 
hearts of the two kmgs repofe.-— The wreathed 

, column of white marble is an ineftimable piete ; 
it fnpports a brazen urn, in which is prefervcd the 
heart of the Conftable Jrine de Mantmorency^ who 
-died in 1567, of the wounds he received at the 
battle of S. Denh. This column is fuppofcd to 
be done by one Barthokrr.evu a /V^f/irZ? protcftant,

the elder* Thele are two valuable monoments* 

— The tomb of the dukes of CoJJe Brijac is 
adorned with a column of white marble, accom- 
panied wUh. two genii in white marble. la the 
cbapel o£ Tremes there are ibme haudfome monu-^ 
floeiitS) eveAed to the dukes of Gevrrs* 

The churcli of S. Gervaife\^ worth feeing, for xhccf urch 
the Ifike of ita great portal, which is undoubtedly »>f 5 d 
one of the fineil piece* of architefture in Europe : "^^i/* 
but it is. a pity it doen not ftaod in a better liebt. 
It is comjx)fed of three orders, one over the other, 
which altogether form a iVontiipiece 26 tolfes ia 
height* It was begun in 1609, under the direc- 
tion of yacfUBs de Brojjhy a famous architc^V, the ^ 
lame wha dreiw the dengns of the palace of Lux^ 
emburg. The church itfelf is a great deal older, 
vei-y large, dark, and in a Gothic tafte. Quo 
fliould not forget , to fee the beautiful tapeltries 
lliat have been made after the pi£ture8 of the 
martyrdom of S. Gerva/lus and Protqfiusy which 
are prefcrved, togcditr widi the pi£lures, in this 
c^iurch. 

In^be church of S. Nicholas du Cbardoniut^xiatxQ c\imch of 
k a chapel extremely worthy of tlie curiofity of Nhk-iat 
% traveller, which i« *at ofLiBrun. The tomb t^^""^*"* 

of thii iamous painter s mother rs a mafter-piece : 
Ihe is reprefented in white marble, as riling out of 
the tomb^ with thi^ infcription^ taken from fcrtp-> 
ture,

J Jh^ll he fathjied when thy ghy appears* 

This admirable piece was executed by Colignon. 
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On the other face of the chapel, Le Bfun \% re« 

prefented in a marble buft, at the bottom of a py* 
ramid ; this is the work of Coifevox. In a word, , 
every thing in this chapel is either done or direft- 
ed by that great artift Le Bruny who has done fo 

much honour to France, • " 
Tfeecliurch The pulpit in the church of S. Fjicnne tin Mont 
dfMoiii '^^ may be looked upon as one ot the moft curious 
pieces of joiner's Work any where extant. Befides 
the carvings and bas-reliefs^ which are inimitably 
£ne, the whole is fupported, or lecms to be fupport- 
cd by alargejiandlonie ftatute of Sampjln in wood. 
This admirable work was done by L E/iocartf af- 
; ter the defign of La Hyre, a famous Fnnch painter. 
Ih the fame church, on the little altar of the holv 
facrament, there is a bas-relief in marble, which 
rcpiefents our Saviour in the garden of olives j 
it is ndmirably well done : the lame may be faid 
of Ckriji in the tomb, and of the Merries that at- 
teriikJi iiiii} ; all by the fame ipaftcr, Germain Pi^ 
Ion. The ciucifiK and the other fijjurcs over the 
door of the choir, arc Ibme of the Dcft pieces of 
Joh^ Gougtoffy a Fnmb iculptor. 
Th^churcli The church of Euftachius is remarkable for 
•f5. the tooib of >/. Cuihcrt^ iniuiftci' of ilatc to Lnvis 
***** XIV, He is rcprcfentcd kneeling on a farcopha- 
gus of black marble ; and this figure is by Amo^ 
Coijivox. The angel holding a book opea:to 
him, is by Bapti^ Tuby. Thm are two ftatues 
\ fitting, anil as big as the life, to fill up the group ; 
one is Plenty, by Coifevoxy and tlie other is Re- 
ligion, by Vuby. Upon one of the pillars of the 
nave of this church is a large bas-relief <M by 
Tuby, after a defign of Le Brun. It is the epi-* 
taj)!! of Alarin Ctiraiu de la Cbambre^ whu died in 
1669.

. gns of intient green Egyptian marble. The 
marchionefs /i^ Louvohj his cbnfort, is weeping 
at his feet. The grand bale is iupportcd by two 
virtues in brals, as big as the life. Prudence 
under the figure of Minerva^ is ^\io by Girar^ 
dmy and Vigilance by Desjardim. The figure 
of the marchionefs was modelled by DcsjardinSy 
but finifhed by Fancleve. The bas-relief' in gilt " 
bronze upon the altar^ reprefents our Saviour 
carried to the tomb*— «Oppofite to this chapel is 
tbat of the family of Orequij which is as be^u^ 
tiful as the former. Here tlic duke of that nnjne, 
marflial of France^ is interred. He is repre- 
fented in white marble upon a larcophagus. His 
head is fupported by Hoj^, and a genius weeps at 
Jbiis feet : two Virtues likewife of marble, arc on 
the fides of the bafe, or patten. This fine nui~ 
nument was conduced by Masuiiuc and Uur" 

The church called the Scinu ChapelUy or Hofy Tht^ mtp 
Chapel, was built by S. Lewis in 1145, the m -^H"-^* 
. chiteft Pierre de Montcrean. The bold nefs of it 
is much admired, tliough it is of Gothic archi- 
tenure. Among the moft remarkable things, 
you arc to look ujon the ftatue of our Lady of 
P/V/y, which is in the nave, by Germain Pilon. 
Tlic treafure of the holy chapel would be deferving 
of your curiofity ; but as the King's iettre de tacbet 
is re^uifite for that purpofe, very few ftrangers 
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can have admiilion. They may however fee tli« 
ciiriofities that are kept in the facrifty, among; 
others the head of Lwis^ fupported by two 
angels; tlie head and crown are of gold, and the 
atigcls of filver gilt: the chanter's ftaff, at the 
top of which there is a very confiderable agate, 
teprefenting a lialf length pf S0 Lewis : the an-' 
tiqueonyx, which reprefentstlie apotbeofis of j/u'* 
gujiusy is ineftimable I it is oval 15 inches^ 
long. 

c^i rchof Xhc church of 5, SuJpiccy in the fuburbof 5.,- 
:i.^uiyHu Qgrmaih, will be one of the handfomcft^ largeft, 
and richeft in Frame^, yrhtn it comes to bf iinifli'* 
ed. The fame may be faid of the church of 
a. Roch, Travellers fhoukl not ncglcft going to 
fee the tamoua monument of Girardorij made by 
himfelf in diQ cburch of Landry. 1 n the 
chnrch x>f Sauveur^ they have lately built sk 
chapel, whidi is worthy the attention 6f a ftran-^ 
jxer. We fliali conclude this account of the 
churches ot Paris, with a common laying among, 
the Pnmhy viz. that ia order to make a fine 
church, we ihould join the clioir of Btauvais^ the* 
nave of Jmicns^ the portal of Rhclms, the bells 
of Channsy and the fteeple of Nutrc X>am at

TUlmvrH Next to the facrcct ftruftures come the rpyal 
, palaces^ the chief of which is the Louvre^ iituate 
in that quarter of the town which goes by its. 
jiame, on the banks of the river Siine. Its very 
name befpeaks its grandeur, fignifying a finiiiied , 
work, by way of excellence. The Louvre is . 
diftinguiihed iuto tke old aud the oew ; the ohl 
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th4t which is finifhed, and the ^ther ii that 
Vr|jL|c}| we may f^y is only begun. The old OUituvm 
Xft^f took ieveral reigns to complete it. It 
Wds begun by Francis I. after the defignsof the 
;|bbot oif Clagnyy which were preferred to tliofe of 
Sfk^ifiifi^ ^^rlio an Italian. It was continued by 
Hemij II. and after him by Imv'is XIIL Among 
Gthpr thii)g9 the carved ornaments^ by J(^hn 
GpugcoHy a celeba^d artift, are much admired* 
The new Louvre was undertaken and carried Newl«w^» 
on by Le-wis XIV. only for three years, from 
1667 to 1670, after the deiigns and under tlie 
4ire^ic»n of iJwis le Fioffp a aative of Paris^ and 
iftcr his dcccafc,- under the care of Francis 
i(POrhai^ his pupil. Some attribute the defigns 
of tUc Louvre to Charles Perraulty the tranilator 
9f f^ifipwius, . The k^pg did not think proper 
tp ^QiUow tfae.deiign of cavalier Bernini^ whom 
^c bad fcnt for from Rome : but the models 
gaade by this famous artifl are prcfervcd in the 
§fadcmy of architecture. The grand front is 
^ ftwfes and a half ia length, con^lling of three 
94¥^Aced ftrudures, and two periftylei* The 
principal entrance is into the middle ftrufture, 
which i$ adorned with eight coupled columns. 
The pediment which terminates it is remark- 
ftble^ .cpnfifting only of two ftones^ taken out 
of d^e quarries of AttudoH^ each of them 54 
feet in length, eight feet broad, and eighteen 
inches thick ; each of tlie periftyl^'^^ betwixt 
Ain^ip %dya^d jftru£ture$, i$ toii^ ^ong, and 
tj^^ve broad. Their column^ ^e Corimbifn 
fluted and coupled, three feet feven inches in 
diameter. Inftead of a pediment^ tlieie is a 
balluftrade all round , fupported upon pedeftals. 
The old Louvre has three ftories ; and the ad* 
y^ncecl ftruAures are adorned with columns. 
The windows of the iecbnd order are very much 
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>eftcemed by the curious* In the hall the 
hundred Swifs there are four gigantic figures, 
which fupport a kind of galtery ; they are the 
tvork of John Gougeon and Sarazin has copied 
them npon the Attic of the grand pavilion in the 
middle. The principal eatraocc oi the Louvre on 
the fide of the Thuil/mes^ is a porcb^ adorned with 
two ranks of double columns, in the fenie order t 
this gttat pavilluii James Alacier had the di- 
reftion of under Le^xb XIIL The infide of 
* the Louvre correfponds to the external magnifi^ 
cence. As to the paintings we fhall take no-» 
tice of them in their proper place. The French 
academics of the belles lettres, the fciences, ar« 
chitedlure, and painting, are held in the Louvre. 
In the halls which are occupied by the academy 
of painting, you fee the capital- performances 
done by the painters and fculptors to obtain the 
rank of academicians. The ftatues prcferved in 
one of thele hails are very remarkable, being ex- 
cellent copies after the antiques. Moft of the 
antiquities, Roman ftatnes, and fine paintings^ 
formerly preferved in this palace, have been fince * 
removed to Ferfailles. The gallery which joins 
the Louvre to the palace of the Thuilleries is 227 
toifes long : it was built under different reigns^ 
and hy difierent ardhiteAs : the connoifleurs ad* 
mire mlmitable beauties in it. Here it is that 
the plans in relief of the principal fortrcffes in 
Europe are preferved. The number of thefe 
plans are about 170, which coil Lews XI V« near 
five millions : the greateft part of tHem were mad^ 
by John Berthier \ but foreigners are notealily 
permitted to fee them. 

The 
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The palace of the Thm/lertts. is fi> called, from ^ 



its hirvrng been bulk on a fpot where tiles were 



formerly made. It was begun in i 554, by Ca- 
iherine of Afedicisy the architect Pbiiip de l^Orme^ 
Henry IV. finiihed it in 1700 ; but Lewis XIV* 
after the dcfigns of £^/iir, and under the direAion 
of Francn iFOrbayy gave it its prefcnt perfcftiun. 
This palace is compofed of five pavilioasy and 
four fides, in which the architedhire is admired^ 
diotigh differently treated; The fculpture is by 
the principal maftcrs ; and the whole is built upoa 
a right line about 170 toifes long. The large 
pavUion in the middle, is adorned with columna 
of oiarblc on the .fide of ^ the Camufel ; thofe on 
the fide of the ganlen, arc of ftone only; There 
is one among the reft, which is greatly admired* 
lAftcr afcending the ftair-caife, whicn is inge- 
liioufly contrived, you enter the king's great apart* 
fnent. - As for the paintings here we lhall men- 
tion them in their proper place. The - figures 
of fculpture, which fupport the ftucco clumucv, 
in the king's great cliainbcr, arc hy Girarc/ofi ; 
a/kd the others by Lewis Leramkert. 1 he place 
where balls and plays were formerly exhibited 
before the court, is called the hall of machines. 
•It is able to contain eight thouiluul pcrfons com- 
moclioully placed, and is perhaps the fine fk thea- 
tre in Europe^ tliat of Parma excepted. 
* I'he garden of the TbuiUeries is' the pleafanteA Ganfeii of 
and moft frequented walk in Paris. It was be** 
gun by Hinry IV. in 1600, and iiniflied by 
X^wis XIV. in 1660. The famous jindrtw Le 
Hotre made the defigps, and had the dircftion 
of the whole garden. 1 he length of it is 360 
toifes^ and the breadth 68, containing in all 
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^67 * arpents of land. Mechanics and tiveiy 
fiervmts are fbrfckl to enter tkis gai^dbm at the 

'"'time of walking. The three puncipal alleya 
arc 165 toifes long; and that in the middle is 
• 15 toifes in breadth,. The great terrafsonthc 
fide of the river, wbidb forms the principal or-^ 
namcnt of the garden, is iSa toiies in length, 
and 14 ill breadth. There are four fountains, 
in the garden, two of which have bafons of 
pretty large circuoifereRce. On the fide of the 
palace are fix ftatues, and two viiea of whito 
marble. The hunter and the- two huntrefles^ 
next the river, are by Coutou, The fawn, the 
Hamadriad, and the goddeis Flara^ are by Cot- 
Jevox. Of the four groups of marUe figures, 
found die great bafon of the parterre^ the firft 
is by Flamand ; it rcprclents the rape of Orithla^ 
or rather Time carrying off Beauty. The fc- . 
coad is the rape of Ceres by Saturn^ under th^ 
figure of Time by Renaudln. The third is Lm'^ 
tretiu ftabUng henelf before Collathms : it was 
begun at Rome by Theodon^ but finifhed at 
Paris by Le Pautre^ who likevvile carved tho 
fourth, which repreients jEneas carrying off his 
father Anebifa^ with his houlhold gods^ and his 
Ibn Jfeamusm In the lemictrdcy which fbmsa 
the horfeftioe, there are four marble rivers, up* 
on pedeftals of the lame. The Seine is by Coutou ; 
the Loire by Vancleve , the liU$ and the l^iber 
were copied at tbaim from antiques preferved in 
the capitol. At the farther end of the garden, 
between the openings of the horkllioe, you fee . 
two figures on horfe-back of very large lize, 
raifed upon rufik Jambs; they MsrQury and 
fam by CcifevoM.

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this court is the principal body of apartmentf, 
which hat four pavilioiH at the extremities and* 

» . an a(lvaacc4 body in the middle. ' Under this 
pavilion are the ftair-cafe, and the paffage to the 
garden. This archite&ure is regularly compoied 
of the Tu/caHy Doric f and Ionic orders. Thev 
are accompanied with double pilafters, which 
have balluftrades and pediments on the roof, 
with ftatucs reclining. But there is nothing 
more admired in this palace, than the great 
gallery on the riglit, containing the hifltory of 
Afaty of Afedicisy in twenty large pieces, cadi 
ten feet high, and painted by the famous Ruhens. 
The gardens have loft a great deal of their beau- 
ty, yet ftill are pleaikot^ and may be reckoned 
the Aneft walk in Pam, neitt to the Thuillmes. 
The remains of the balluftrades in white marble, 
upon tlie front of the terralies, deferve particular 
notice^ being fo regular and well proportioned, a$ 
to be propofed for a model^ by Francis Blombl^ ia 
his courfe of architefture. 

l?alaoe]tay« The Palace Royal was begun by cardinal 
^* , Rtchlieu 1629, tinder the direftion of JaefU9s he 
Mtrcicr. It was at firft called the hotel de Rkh^ 

lieu ; and afterwards Palah Cardinals . The car- 
dinal having made a prefent of this palace i 
• his life- time to Lewis XII L Anne of Aujhria madb 
it her refidence in 1641^ being then regent ; and 
lince it has been always called Paiact ReyaL Lewis 
XIV, afterwards fettled it upon the (hike of Or- 
IcanSy in conhdcration for the duke's marrying 
Maryoi Bourbon^ the king*s natural daughter. It 
confifts of feveral piles of building, feparated by 
fpacious courts, the two largeft of which are in 
theniidUle. Ilie uatient ejlifice, thodigh of great 

extent^ 
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extent,, hts.aoihtng in it very remarkable^ either 
in the apartments or the outward fronts* The 

invention of the whole is very iimple* The • 
Cardinal is laid to have made it fo plain 
on parpofe, left it ihouki create the envy oi 
the nobility. But the new aptrtments, which 
are large and commodions, are greatly efteenml; 
and tlie outward decoration has fome beauty 
and regularity. The ^reat gallery was dLfigncd 
by jfulius Hardouin Alanjurt ^ and the apart- 
ment occupied by the Duke of Or/cmsy was de- 
signed by Oppenord^ firft architeft to lus high- 
nefs. The new gallery is one of the fineft that 
can be feen.' The chimney, which is all of 
^fcen marbky with large groups of gilt bronze, 
and many odier rich ornaments^ is efteemed one 
of the moft magnificent that ever was executecL 
•The bronzes alone coft ten thoui'and crowns. 
The defign of the gallery is Manjarfs ; but the 
chimney is by Opptmrd. But the greateft cu- 
riofity in diis j^ce, is the rich coUeAion of 
piftures made by the Duke of Orleans^ regent of 
France^ The gardens belonging to this pa- 
lace are Imall, but e;i^tremely well defigned^ 
by jbidriw Ls Natrtj the fame who laid out 
the garden of the Tlbmtkria : they are free for 
the inhabitants to walk in, and have been ren- 
dered more commodious by fome late improve- 
meats. 

The palace of Btmrhon is in tnte d$ Bmrhw$y Vtlmm sf 

and belongs to the family of Bourbon Condi. Bmkm^ 
It is, beyond ail doubt^ the moil elegaot, 
and at the fame time one of the moft mag- 
nificent buildings in Framt. It was begun m 

1722, under the dircftion of M. Hubert; but 
the deiigns were drawn by Id. GabrUl i and the

HotdiTilif. The hotel 4p Jmm is one the fif ft lOuLt is 
-vecominended to the cnriofity of ftrangers. The 

archltefture has nothing remarkable, but the fur- 
niture is fome of the rich eft in Europe^ The 
' late dttke d^AnUHy director general of th^ idi^g's 
buildings, adorned it noc only with a fgt^ dfld. 
of • magnificent furniture of his own> but alio 
with many pieces of tapcftry, and piftuxcs of 
great value, belonging to the king. Among 
other piftures, the following are remarkable ; a 
VemtB^ by Titian; a, 5* A£cbaei^ by Raptbgtii a 
David dnd a 5.

twenty-two peices of t^nefirv, which jtlip dfaKe

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The hotel de Touhufi was buUt towards the^o^^ 

year 1620, after the ckfigns of Francis Man/art j 
and was called the Hotel de Frillicre^ from its 
owner, till it came into the pofleliion of the count 
dt Trndauji in 17 1 3« The two ftatues, • Mars and 
PallaSy over the gate, were carved by Ad» Perritr. 
In the apartment on the ground floor, there is a 
hall with the portraits of all the admirals of FruHce^ 
to the Aotnber of iixty«fix« in this hotel there 
are a great many pi^rcs by the moft eminent 
mafters ; the gallery is extremely magnificent, be-** 
ing 120 feet high, and twenty broad. The orna- 
ments of fculpture arc by Fajp* The ceiling was 

i>ainted by Francis Perriery in 1645 ; he has repre- 
ented^s/b and the four Seafens, The pi&ares ar^ 
all by eminent ma0;ers« Fwrius CamiHuSy by Pouf^ 
Jin ; CoriolanuSy by Guercino; Romulus and RtmuSy 
by Pietro di C^rHnai Htlena^ by Guido; Cstjar 
repudiating his wife Pompeia^ by Pietro di Cor^^ 
torn; the battU of ti»e lUmans wAHbitiSabinis^ 
by Quercino ; Cetfar fhutting the temple ofjanm^ 
by Carlo Maratti ; a nobleman in his night- 
gowOy by Valentiyii ; a ^ibyly by Pharo di Cor'- 
tmt; the death of Mark ^nm^^ by jB§Mn4$r 

The hotel (TEvyeux is remarkable, not only Hotel iE^ 
for its furniture, like a great many others, hxxX.fntux* 
likewife for its archi tenure, being one of tha 
moft regnlar and handibmeft buildings in Fram$^ 
The front on the fide of the garden is the moft 
remarkable. This hotel was eredcd in 1710, 
after the defigns of Moiety by the count d^Evreux^ 
a nobleman of the family of Bouiiion. The fur-» 
niture is (uitable to the building^; cfpecially the 
laftres are of the moft cxquifite beauty. You 
may afk to lec a moving pifture, which is in 
clofet belq^ing to tlie county 
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HotelWIr The botel de Maine, in the me de BoitrhfOt^ 
^«^* was begun in 1716, after the dcligns of JDtcotte^ 
firft architeft to the king, 1 he duchcfs of Adams 
boaght it of the princefs of Coitti^ lecond dowager* 
It is a very large building, greatly deferving the 
cnriolity of a ftranger, efpccially on the account 6f 
its furniture, which is extremely rich^ and in the 
moft elegant tafte. The laloua is really 

magniticent, and has coft very near a hundred 
thoufand li vrcs. The little oratory is full of pic- 
tures in miniature, with light green frames. The 
portraits of the whole family of the duke of 
^ Maine^ were painted by de Tnye^ the fa- 
dier ; the lame who painted that of the dnchefs, 
ftudyingthefphere, with a mathematieal teacher.' 
HotfU^ The hotel de hUhlieu in the place Roya/e^ is 
M^idlim* not only remarkable for its coftly furniture, and 
the number of its tine pictures, but likewii'e boafis 
of a Cbwefe cabinet, the richeft and the moft 
elegant that can be imagined ; it was made by the 
duke of Rich! leu after his return from his -em- 
bafly at Fienna, — 'i'he famous pifture^ called the 
^os Egc of Rubens^ formerly belonging to the 
duchefii of Ricblieuy came from de laFaye^ 
who purchaied it of an ^nglijb nobleman for ten 
thoufand livres. 
mifon dii The houfc belonging to the prefident Lambe^ t^ 
prefidcnt twt Su Louis dans I/le, is very beautiful and re- 
gular. The architeft was Louts It Vem. Itt 
profpefts are extremely fine, being the beft fituated 

jrf Pnrhj next to the houfe of de BretonviU'urs. 
But it is ftill more remarkable for the beauty and 
number of its paintings. Among other v .iluablc 
peices in the great hail, is the rape of the Sabims^ 
one of Bajfanfjs beft pieces. In the great clofet 
behind the hall, the fine large piftures rcprefeuilng 
the hiftory of jEneas, are by Roman: lU^ The 
celling; which reprefents the birth of LfiVif was 

done 
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«?one by Le Sueur : the plAure over the chimney 
is by the fame hand. The apartment above it 
ftill more magfiificent. The cetling of diat ^1- 
ler3r is by Le Bntn^ who has exened his whole 

ikill, not to be outdone by Le Sueur y who 
worked at the fame time 5n the fame houfc% 
All the piftttces in the cioiet are «by Le Sueut^ 
and fome pretend diat thefe are his beft per-* 
formaQces* On the ceiling he ha» reprefeoted 
Phaeton sliding the chariot of tlie Sun. The 
nine Mufcs, in different piftuies, adorn the 
alcove in the fame clofet. 

The hotel de BretmviUiers^ tboi gli at prefentHottl 
only die general office eks Jides GmbeUesy^^^^ 
is worthy of particular notice, 'J'he extent ' 
of this building is very large, and tlie fituation 
the moft advantageous that can be imagined. 
The {nAures in the lower hall are by Mignard^ ' 
from the beautifut originals of Raphael ; and the 
gallery of the firft apartment was ^11 painted by 
Bourdon* ' ' 

Thehouie of Af. Orohat^ rue Je Rtchlieuj was Hon n? r^t 
formerly noted for one of the fineft coUeAions of Cr«<»i«k 
piftures in France. But it was fold at the death of 
Af. Croizat : and at prcfent the curious have no- 
thing to admire but the houle itiblf, which is 
large, elegant, and adorned with handfome gar« 
dens. The lovers of painting may 'take notice 
Of a mafter-piece of La Fo/py which is iuil to be 
fcen, n^mtlv tlie ceiling of the gallery. 

Thc hotel dc Soubi%c formerly belonged to thcHotri it 
dukes of Guiji^ the court is one of the largcft and 
moft magnihcent in Frame : it i« fnrronnded by a 
colonade, the roof of which is bordered with 
halluftrades ; and the portal, which is alfo in aa 
elegant taile, is adorned with columns and tro- 
phies, and with the arms of the Soubi%e family, 
io whom it now belongs. The ftair^oife is not

ed with very fine paintings in J^cJ^o^ wiuck 
liiitable to the new apartments.

?S The hotel di FtUe is the town-houfc or 

guildhall of Paris ; it ftands upon the fquare 
called the Greve, by the river fide, and make% 
but aa indilFerat appearance. It was founded 
by FrMcpsl* in I5C3> and finiflied by Hitiry lY^ 
aner the defigns ol Domimc of 'Cortcm. It has^ 
a handibme front of ftonc, but in the Gothic 
taftcj with a ipire over the gate, two pavi lions, 
^K the ^nds, a fpacious haU^ and lome com-* 
iTiodious apartments^ The equeftrian fiatue o^ 
Hinry IV. over the door, is by Peter Biard^ a. 
diiciplc of Michael Jngclo. The pedeftrian fla* 
t;uc of Lewis XIV, in brafs, at the lower 
^nd of the couit, is by CoifrvoxM In the 
apartiMnts there are feveral portraits, . by Partus 
Bobrun, and l^Jrgiliiere. Underneath arc vaults 
of great auJ very cuiious conftrudion, wherp 
the wines ^re kept tlut belong tp t}x^ public 
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nagazine* In this hoed they daily pay above 

100,000 livres, for the annuities upon the Aids 
and Gahcllcs. In the fquare before this building 
public rejoicings are iblemaized^ and hereiike* 
trife criaikiala are ^execttod. 
The Ba/IWi is a large tnafi of lioilding, ftme- ThUU0ln 

ivhat like the tower of London^ compofed of 
eight large towers, and other fortifications. It 
kfaid to have been built in i^fij wilder the 
fe^ «f Cbaries V« to dcfmd the city jPari$ 
agamft the incurfions of the Engli/h. The^itche« 
^nd ramparts tlint furround it, were UKide in ' 
1534. This caitle is now made ufe of only to 
roafiiie ftat€^prifoners« It «k open for all whd 
liave a mind -to fee ft oae-day m the ytar, ^ 
oftave ^f tlie feaft of Corpus Chrifti, Thofe 
are not io ftriftly coniined, mav walk in 
^ large, gaiden, which is within 4he inclofure of 
ifae building. The^Mm8;are4&e|>t in the Sa/liih^ 
4n a vei^ tnrtous magazine* The govemniew 
of this place is an important poft, and ufually 
tiitrufted to men of merit and probity. 

The Arj^mut is a fpacieus pite, '^iifting of The Jtj^ 
"diree greitt 'cowts, with a garaen ; 4lie pcMtal k ^ 
fupported by cannon inftead of pillars. Here 
the artillery of the kingdom is caft, and the • -f 
powder preferved. Charles V. built it at the % 
^ame time as \Ss.t BaJ^Uu The grand faloon 
^s remarkable for die painitings of Mrgnari. 
Were are a great many artlncers employ ccl by 
the kinnr^ in cafting of ftatues, and other works 
of metal. Mr. Ttton lives in one ot the Gourt;^ 
of the Jrfemd : his cabinet is very corious, par* 
ticularly the reprcfentation of Pamaffhs m brome^

V. Ho* 
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V» Hospitals. 

' The hofpitals of Paris arc about thirty in 
nvmberp fiNne fomided for poor and infirm per* 
{oviSj others fororphans, mad people, vagrant?, 
and incurables. Of thefe the principal are the 
Hotel Die u J or the houfe of God; the hofpital. 
of Charity ; the hofpital General ; the hofpital 
called the Little Htmffs ; and the Rtyal Hrf^tal 
for the invalids. 
jpoull>«vt The hotel Dieu is the moft .antient hofpital in 
* ' Paris* It is a very large building, fituate in 
die quarter called the C^ty; but neither hand- 
ibme nor coavenient, the honfes being too clofe 
about it for the numerous patients with which it 
is fometimes crowded ; for the ordinary tiumbcr 
amounts to 3000 pcrfons, who generally lie two 
in a bed. It is the chief hofpital for the fick in 
Paris^ and receives all people that are broudit 
hitlier, whether natives or foreigners. The uck 
are attended by the nuns of S. Jiujiin^ with great 
care and tendernefs. In the hofpital of Charity^ 
. the friars of S. John perform the iame offices as 
the nuns do in the former. 
HorpTtal T^^^ hofpital Genera!^ is a vaft pile of building 
0hiiNit which owes its foundation to the prelident de 
BilUew0 and Mr. Fojuet^ The king's edi6l 
.for its eftabliihmerit bears date in ^656. The 
archbt(h<(^ of Parity the chief prefident of the 
parliament, and riie attorney general, are per- 
petual governors of this hofpital. In this great 
indofure there are fix di{lin£i houfes^ one for 
poof old women and ^irls ; another for poor fa* 
milies and foundling children ; the otliers for poor 
lying in women, beggars, vagrants, Ufc. the whole 
number amounting to about 11,000 peribns, 
, ^ho a/c made to work when they arc well; ami 
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taken care of m their illnefs. Particularly tlicre 
arc near three thoufand girls, who work, fomc 
at lace-making others at embroidery. and tapeftry. 
The greatcft part oCtbem are fooiidliiigs. The 
chtirdi which was defigned by Liheral Brttmi^ 
is fufficiently large and beautiful. 

In the hofpital called the LiitU Houjisy the The 
curious have notliing to fee but mad pcopk^ at 
our. BedUm*, It was eftabliihed in 1557, and, 
the attorney-gener^ has the chief direAion of 
it. 

The Riyal Hofpital of Invalids j in the quarter The 

of S. Germain^ for the wotmdedi infiimj^ UiAlidu 

wgiA foldiers, is much the moft magnificent of 

any in P^im. jLfu'/j XIV. founded it in i67r, 

and finiflied it in 1678, under the direftion of 

Liberal Bruant, a famous French archite^, who 

imitated in this building <hevpope*s palace of Monu 

' CavaUo at Rfime. As to the conftmftion of tfaU 

edifice, the outward form is a regular fquarc, 

which covers an extent of grouud of fevcntccn* 

arpents. The whole is compofed of iive hand* 

fome quadrangles, built of hewn-ftone, the lar* 

geft of which is in the middle of the reft. The 

fqnares are furroundcd with piazzas and galleries 

above them, which make a moil noble appearance • 

In the refe^ories where the ibldiers eat^ moft of 

the famous battles and fieges that were fought in 

Lewis XIV*8 time, are painted on the walls. 

The apoihecary^s fliop is beautifully contrived, 

and well furniihed ; and. the lick are attended by 

the iifters of Lazarus^ There are ufually 

entertained in this hofpital 7000 men, officers and 

foldiers. The officers lie two in a chamber, and 

the private men fix or feven in a room ; every 

one has a bed to himfelf, and may follow what 

. bufinefs he likes. They eat in common, but 

each maa has his portion of meat ferved n]^ to 

hun; 
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him ; they are permitted to go abroad and ne- 
gotiate their affairs twice a week. The loldicrs 
ioount guard daily at the gates of the bofpital, Z9 
4ii a fordfied town. Tliere m a governor, a kin^s 
jieuleiuint, and a major. The fathers of 5. La^ 
%arus have the fpiritual care of this p]:ice, as well 
asof <nany odier royal foundations. The kitchens 
' 4nre worth ieeing^ Ming vsftly large, and furpri- 
The chmcb finglfj^ neat. There are two cfavrches belonging 
ofthe/ww- to this hofpual the one internal, for the vife of thofe 
of the hofpital, and the other external for llrangcrs. 
The external is called the new church, and is jufUy 
allowed to be one of the fineft buildings in France.

VI. Public SciyARls, 

Though there arc leveral public fquares in 

'PartSy yet three are particukuiy remarkable, be- 
caufe of the brazen ftatues with which they are 
•adorned, viz. Place Royalcy Place dcs Vi^olres^ 
and -the Place dc L^uis le Grand^ or Place Fen^^ 

^lactRtyalf* Place Royale was built in 1604, under the rcij^n 
of Henry IV. at the expence of feveral private per- 
sons. Upon this fpot formerly flood the gar- 
den and the hotel des TmmelUsj which were 
built by Charles V. and had been the rcfidence 
of the kings of France his fucceflbrs, till the reign 
of Henry 11. Then it was tliat Catharine of 
MSedids left it, and it was fold to different pri- 
vate perfons. It is now a perfeft fqoare of 7a 
tolfcs. Of each fide are nine pavilions of ftone 
and brick, of the fame height and fymmctry, all 
covered with Hate. On the fide next the ftreet of 
. S. Lewisy where the fquare is open^ th^re is on^ 
pavilion Icfi. The houfes that form iSm inclofare 
4 arc 
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are not grtatly ornamented witboDt, tbof very 

large ana handfomc within. At the bottom 
there is a range of arcades, in the manner of a 
cofndor, but very low. The center of the i'quare 
is a large grafs plat, {urrounded and inclofcd 
with beautiful iron rails : upon each of the tw,o 
gates there it a medallion of Levis XIIL under 
whofe reis'n the iron-work and all the ornaments 
were put up. In the middle of the grals plat 
is an ^ueftrian ftatue of jMUfis XIIL erefled - 
on a large pedcftal of whitcmarble. ^ The horfe . 

Was made by Dujncl Riiclarelli of Voitcrra^ a pupil 
©f Michael Angeio^ and is pert^ftly well done. 
The ftatue is tihc work of Biardj and not near io 
eftimabte. It has been an old and trite remark at 
Paris^ that the horfe of Lewis XIIL (hould be 
given to Henry IV, upon the new bridge, to 
make a compleat monument. The four lides of 
the pedeftal are filled with infcriptions in prailc 
of Lewis XIIL and cardinal RicbHeu his minifter. 

The place des VlSiotres is ft) denominated, ht-Phee da 
caufe die ftatue of Lrju'is XIV. in the middle, 
with four flaves enchained, denotes his victories. 
It was ereded by the . duke de Fuillade in 1684, 
at his ow^n expence, the city contributing five 

hundred tlioauinJ crowns towards it. This place 
is of an oval figure, none of the largeft, being only 
forty toiles in diameter ; hue there are lix ftreets 
that terminate in it, which renders it extremely 
light and open. All the buildings round it arc 
in exaft proportion; on the ouifide they are a- 
dorncd with a range of pilafters in the lank order, 
fupported by arcades. In the midft of the place 
18 u ftatue of Lewis XIV, in gilt bronze^ upon 
a pedeftal of white veined marble. The king 
is reprefented ftanding, in his habit of ceremo- 
ny, ufed at his coronation, with a Cerberus at 
Voi-iy. ■ E . his 
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his feet, and Viftory behind him, putting a. 
crown of laurel upoa bis li^d^ and with the 
' ' other hand fhe holds a branch of laurel and 
palms intermixed. Th^ whole group is thirteea 
feet high, and was caft at once, thirty thoufand 
wcif];ht of metal being employed for that purpolK 
.XJoder the ftatue is this vain infcription, Plra 
Jmm&rtalu ^otbe immortal man. I'he pedeftal 
on which this group ftands, is twenty -two feet 
high ; it is adorned with hajjb-reluyos^ and large 
projeftions at the bottom. Four captives ia 
irouz£y as chained to the pedeiUl, are at the four 
corners^' accompanied with a great number of « 
'-trophies. Each of thcfe flaves is much larger 
than the life. This pedcflal is furroundcd with 
iron rails fix feet high. It was Desjardins who 
drew the dpfigns of this ftatu^ and was prefent 
at the calling of it. . 
Ptacc ren- he fquare by fome called La place dt Louis te 
0t)mt, GranJj and by others, P/<7^y Feudomej is a large 
oilagon, open towards the ilreet S» Honor where 
the hotel Fendonw formerly ftood. Lewis XIV. 
purchafed it in 1681, for nix hundred and fix ty 
thoufand crowns. In 1699 place was begun, 
as it appears at prcfciit, after the deligns of Julius 
Harduin Manjart. All the buildings are magni-i* 
jficent and uniform, inhabited by perfons of the 
firft quality, or by rich farmers of the revenue^ 
The length of the fquare is 75 toifes, and the 
breadth 70. Yet its greateft ornament is the fine 
equeftrian llatue in bronze of Lewis XIV. erc^ied 
in the middle of the fquare^ the 1 3th of Juguji 
1699. The king is reprcfentcd in the drefs of a 
hero of antiquity, without Uddlc or fpurs. Tlie 
ftatuc and horfe are twenty-two feet two inches 
liigh ; the whole caft at once by Balthafar Keller^ 
a native of Zurich in Swijprlandy but defigned by 
Cirardon.

They reckon twenty gates at Parisy b\\t the 
principal ones are thofe of Sm Dennis^ S. A/ttoay^ 

Bernard^ and iS« Martin^ which are all ftately 
pieces of archt tenure, with Ra/p relievos y trophies, 

and infcriptions, dcfigncd as lb many triumphal 
arches, to eternize the memory of that vain pnnce, 
Lewis XIV. 

The gate of S. Dennis is the moft beautiful in Ctee of • 
Paris. It was deligned by Francis Blondely who 
alio wrote the infcriptlons. The Keio^ht of it is 
72 feef and the breadth as many. The opening 
is 24 feet : on the fides of it are two pyramids^ 
charged with military trophies. The upper part 
is open, after the manner of the ancient trium- 
phal arches* 7 here is a large Bajpj relievo upon 
the center of the fide next the city, which repre- 
fents the. paflage of the RMm ; and on tlie fide 
next to the^ foburb, is the taking of Alaftrichty 
with two inftriptions. * The ornaments of fculp- 
•tare were bQgun by Girardon ; but upon the king's 
calling him off to other work| tliey were tinifhcd 
.by Jnguier the elder. 

The gate of S. Jmwf was intended for a tri-Cate of s. 
timphal arch to Henry II. It was afterwards great- Ammf^ 
-iy embelliflied in 1671, after the defignsof Fran~ 
cis Blonckly who preferved however all tlie an- 
ticnt gate, and the antient architcAure of the 
Bmc .order. The whole building is eight toifes 
-Jiigh, and nine in buadth; it coiitains a great 
number of ornaments in fcuipture, with variety

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of infcriptions to the memory of Lnvis XIV; 
The moft beautiful front is on the iide of the 1 ul>* 
urb. The two riTers^ there repreiented, the Sdm 
and the Maine^ are greatly efteemed.

The ftatue of Lcivis XIV, which is in the mid- 
dle at top, was cut by Gtrard f^an Opjiaty a FU^ 
mujh fculptor; as . were likwiie the and the 
Ceres upon the pedtcnents. the two natues in flie 
niches were by Anguier the elder.

Tiie Kite of The gate . of S. Moartin was erefted after the 
S.Martin, defigns of Peur Bulkt in 1674. It is in the 
form of a triumphal arch ; the architeftiire is 
V ruilic cmbolled work veroiiculated, with hajji^ 
relievos in the tyiqpanuma. Its height is about

ic otrc Damiy Le PofU au Change^ Le Pont S, A/f- 
^bqel^ and Li Pom de la Taurtulk^ As for tbo 
|wo firft, tliey are not only extremely convement 
to the city of Parls^ hot likewife form a great piurt 
of its beauty. And indeed the Pont Ntufy and 
Pont Royaiy are two of the fmeft ftruflures of the 
kind in Eurcpe. The beauty and iolidity of tl^eir 
^nftrufkioQ, the fine prof])e& they aitoril, anj 
the continusi concourfe of palTengerSy all contri- 
bute to raile our furprizc. 

Pont Neuf^ or the new bridge, was begun in 
J5/8, in the reign of Hmry III* and under tlie 
conduft of James Androuet du Cerceau^ This 
work having oeen difcontinued on the account of 
the civil war, it was not finifhed till 1OC4, by 
the orders of Henry IV, who employed IP\l'iam 
Mcrchand the architect, . This bridge is 170 toi- 
fes long, and twelve broad. The breadth ts d)"» 
yided into three parts ; the middle, which ftrvcs 
for coaches and other carriages, is ^ive toifcs 
wide; and the two foot-ways take up the reft. 
It confifts of twelve arches, hve on the fide of the » - 
!^Suftwts^ and feven on, the ^e of the i^cmre.

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Equcftrlaii Thc cqueftrijin llatue of Hmry TV* is a grtzt 
ftatuc of ornament to this bridge. It was put tip in 1635. 
JJfiwy IV^. yjj^ f^^^ figures in %ron%e^ of ilayes enchained, 

as well as the bajjo re/ievos^ which reprefent, the 
principal aftions of He^ny IV. were defigned and 
caft by FrancevilU. The hgnre of the king was 
done by a fculptor, whofe name was Dupri; but 
thc horfc was by John of Bologna j a difciple of the 
i'auious Michael ^Ingelo. Cofmo II, grand duke of *' 
^ufcany^ made a prefent of it to Mary of McdicU^ 
at that time regent of France. 
The ffM* Here the little building of the Samarifan vro^ 
rium* man deferves fome notice* You may go into jy 
to fce thc pump, by means of which, water itf 
conveyed to the Louvre^ and to many other pla- 
cesj'n the town. This building was liniihed irt 
1 7 1 5, after the defigns of Cq/ie ; that which flood 
there in the reign of Henry III. having been dc-^' 
itroycd in 1712. ^rr/rW cut' the figure of our 
Saviour, below the clock ; and Fermtn that of thc 
Stmaritan woman. Thefe two figures, as well 
^ as the bafon in the middle zrt of metal, and the^ 
colour of h'onze, and the whole is extremely well 
done. 

RijaL Pont Royal f or royal bridge, is not fo much 
beautified as Pont heuf^ but it is full as ftrong, 
and enjoys as pleafant a profpeft. It was built 
in the room of a wooden ftmfture, called thc Red- 
bridge. Thc dcfign was by Julius Harduin jVlan-^ 
fard; and the work was conduced by fathet- 
Francis Remain^ a Dmiuicm friar, who began it 
in 1685. Thc length fupported by five arches, 
is about feventy touts, and the breadth eight toU 
fes four f^et, with foot-ways on tlie fides, in imi- 
tation of thofe upon Pont Neuf. 
Fm lUtff Pont Noire ^ Dame, or the Bridge of our Lady^ 
was built in 1507, under the direflion of Gi^ 
vatmi GiocondOf a Cordeijer of Ferona. There 

was 
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was a wooden bridge 5n the room of it, which 
fell down in 1499. '^^^^ bridge is all adong 
loaded witli lioviies, like London bridge; having 
tlnrty-four on each fide. The fronts of theic 
houfes are adorned with large terms ^ which 
have baikets of flowers and fruit on their heads* 
Betwixt tkefe 'term are medallions, on which 
the kii^gs of France, zre reprefcnted. The fquarc ^ , 
gate of the Ionic order, wliich you fee on the 
middle of tlie bridge, leads to the water engine. 
, This coniifts of two hydraulic machines, whicfi w.iter 
raife the water of theiVw.80 feet, to diftribute 
it afterwards into fevtntcen or eighteen fountains* 
Thefe machines arc worth feeing. The defign 
of the gate is Bultt\^ and the Laffb relievos ^ which 
reprefent a river and a Naiad^ are by John 
Gougeofu The beautifnl epigram over the gate^ 
graved on black marble^ was compofcd by San^

IX. Colleges, 

The uni- The univcrfity of Paris gives name to that 
ircrruy. p^j.^ toxnn which is &uated on the ibtitk 

lUMitiquUy fide of the river Setm. It was founded about the 
aadcoll^M, latter end of ihc eleventh century, and their firft 
llatutes were inflitutcd in 1215, by Robert Cor^ 
ceouj legate ot the holy fee^ in which there is no 
menuon made of any other faculties, but arts^ 
philofophy, and divimty. Inmetnt III. introdwcd 
, the canon law about the year 1216, and a Bull 
of pope Gregory in 1 231, "Hiews that there were 
phyficians at that time members of this univer- 
fity. They did not read civil law till the laft cen- 
tury, when Icftures were inftituted fdr the civilian 
and the common law of the nation; their fchools 
being iirll: founded only for the liberal arts. The 
univerfity coniifted formcirly of an hundred col-* 
Iege$^ but there are only fifty four houfes at pre- . 
. fent that bear 'that name, and of thefe no more 
. than eleven where public exercifes are performed, 
vi%. the college of Sorbonne, Du Phffh^ Harcourtp . 
Beauvai$^ le Molne^ de la Marchcy de Lifiiux^ 
Je Montagu^ de GmJJlns^ and Mazariuy or the 
four- nations. The Sorbonui and the college ik 
J^aii rrfy are appropriated chiefly to divinity ; 
the fchools for law arc m the ftreet de Beauvais ; 
and the phyficians have a fine anatomical theatre 
in the ftreet de Boucherky with a hall where tiiey 
read leftures. 

Th-cviiege The Sorhonne is efleemed one of the fineft col- 
©I ^6i^9nne* iegcs in EwTQ^e^ and pf fuch reputation, that 

the 
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whole univerfity is fomctimes'denominatGd the 

Sorbonne. It received its name from Robert de 
Sorbofgy a canon of the church of Fansj who 
founded it in 1252 ; the ftrufliirc was but mean, 
till cardinal Richlieu rebuilt it in a moft roagnifi^. 
, cent manner. The beautiful church has been al* " 
ready defcribed, p. 49. As to the library, fee 
what we fay of it in the 11th fcdion. This 
college contains apartments for thirty-fix jiofl:ors» 

• After the ftudents have attended public lectures 
ihree years, they are qualified for the degree of 
bachelors, and wear lamblkins and tippets two 
years: afterwards they are made licentiates, and 
thefc are ^nerally opponents to fuch as take the 
doSors degree^ who muft anfwer all objcaions^ - * 
from fun -rife to fun-fet. 

The head of the univerfity, who is called TbeRcdti 
.JLeitor, is always elected from tlie faculty of. 
'arts. He has the precedence in the univerfity 
of all perfons who are not princes of the blood*. 
His habit of ceremony is a violet-colbureJ gown, 
with a manrlc of crmins, and he is elefted every 
three months. Before a pedon is ?clmittcd 
graduate in- the univerfity, he muft ftutly^ five- 
yeats, trfa* two in philofophy, and three in di* 
vinity, law,, or phyfic. The univerfity had for- 
merly civil iurifdi£lion, but they have lofl: moft 
of ibeir privileges ; and other indeptadcnt col- * 
legesy aca^mie$9, and ibcieties have been ereftedl 
of late years by royal encouragement,. Their:

^htFrmk* The French academy was at firft only a fo- 
- ciety of ingenious men, who met once a week 
at taeir refpe^ive lodgings for converiation ; but 
being encouraged by cardinal Richlieuj they at- 
tempted the improving and polifliing die French 
language, which i& the end of their prefent meet- 

, ^' ^ings^ 
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ings. This academy was eftabliihed by a royid 
edift of Lewis. Xllf. in 1655, and confifts of 

forty members; the king is their proteftor, and 
their device Immortality. — The academv of in- Academy^ 
fcriptions and belles lettres was eftabliihed in 1663, J^^^J'^' 
,by the fAbiQus Jr>bn Baptiji Colbert ; it was fim 
defigned only for compofing the infcriptions of 
medals for the hlftory of I^wis XIV; but in 
1716, Its province was extended to whatever re- 
gards the cultivating of polite literature* Tfacir 
nnmber is likewiie limited to forty, like that c»f 
the members of the French academy. — The royal TheAct«Je* 
academy of fcicnccs was alio eftabllHicd by the'^y'^S*** 
above-mentioned Monjteur Colbert^ ia 1669, and*"**** 
IS compofed of feventy-two members, whofe irr- 
ftitutioa is pretty much of the fame kind as that 
of the royal focicty in London^ viz. to prOTioPe 
philofonhy and the mathcuKitics-.

PcrrauU^ the king's firft archi- 
teA. It is a vaulted fabric, without either wood 
or iron-workf three fiories hidi : yoo defcend 
.frcmi it into a cave with little alleys by two 
hundred fteps, from whence you may fee quite 
through the top of the houie to the Iky, the 
•nfe of which is to make moft of their aftronomi* 
cat obfervations without the afiifiailce t»f mathe^ 
/inatical inftruments. The ftair-cafe leading to 
the halls is very much efteemed ; the halls are 
jjarge and beautiful, containing a vait uuoiber pf 
Qliodels of machines and curious inftruments, in- 
tented by learned mathematicians* One Qf 
. thefe is called the hall of fecrets, where a perfoji

The king's library is not only the firft in die The hing^% 
kingdom of France^ but one of the richeft and li^nirj. 

moft voluminous in all Europe. King yohn left 
his fon Char its V. a fmall number of books, tho^ 
coniiderable for that time ; Charles Y. increafed 
\t 'to the number of ni^e hundred vdumes; an4 
OmtUs YL his fuccellbr^ made a fnither addition 
to it. Tliefc books were kept in a tower belong- 
ing to X^iz Louvre^ which is called the Tower of . 
the library. Q£ ^ thofe books, there are not at 
i>;efent above live or fix to be feen in the king's 
library ; for, befides other cafualties, the duke Iti hUtorji 
of Bedford^ then regent of the kingdom for the 
Englljh^ carried them all off to England in I422« 
The focceiTors of Charles VII. down to Francis U 
fprmed a new library : J^amis I* found there a 
• thoufand volumes, which number he confiderably 
augmented. Catharine of Medicis ftripped the 
library of Fkrena of fonie of its choiceft manu- 
jCcriptSj to enrich this colle^on« And^ indeed, 
here are excellent manufcripts of the old Jtalidn 
poets, as DanUj Petrarcay &c. But all that 
other kings have done, is very inc onficlerable, 
when cofQpaijed to the valuable improvements it 
received fr^m lt€vn$ XIV, This library is now 
faid to contain 90,000 printed volumes, and nearBs«ki^ 
4^,000 manufcripts. It has like wife been enrich- 
ed with the manufcripts of the count dc Brienne^ 
.€)f meffieurs Jk.GaigniereSj d^HmierSy Baluzty the 
' Jhhe de Louvm, M* Colbert ^nd laftly, with 
thpljb of Af. y. Cangi. Befides the vaft numbchr 
of books already coaiained in this famous library, 
and an annual ftock for pinrchai^ng others, two 
copies of every l)ook printed in the kingdom with 
^iiaj^y's pi:ivi)^e^ n^^^ J^^ prefeiited to the 
■ xoyai 
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royal library : fo that in time it will become tTie 
moil: coniutcrable llbiMiy in Europe^ Among 
others, there is a Latin bible in folio, written oa 
vellutn, io gold chara£ters, embelliihed with fine 
4 defigns, called the bible of Charles the Baldj 
\vhi*.ii IS thought to be nine hundred years old. 
There is a fecond tome of the new teftament 
in large quarto, the firft of which is faid to be 
at Cambridge ; both volumes are thought to be 
above 1200 years old. There is alfo a Latm 

bible in two volume s in folio, printed at Menf^ 
in 1462. They have liicwiie a Mofarabic bre- 
viary and Miflal, with a great multitude of very 
fcarce books, as well in print as in manufcript» 
Befides books, there is a great number of other 
CurioCtief. curiofitics, fuch as a marble bull of Ijh ; two 
lachrymatories of chryflal, fsfc. Here alfo is 
preferved, as a^moft valuably rclick,. the tomb of 
(Mideric IV. king of France^ embelliflicd with 
divers gold medals, rings, and other pieces of an* 
tiqnity. This tomb was found under ground in 
1^53 Tourmy^ by fome pion^er^, who were at 
work upon the fortifications,. The cniperor Leo^ 
fold made a prefent of it to John Bapttft dt Scbon^ 
born J eleftor of Afcntz^ who gave it to Lewis 
XIV. in 1664. In a feparate cloftt are to be 
ieen a prodigous number of prints^ from the be- 
ginning of engraving and'a natural hiftory pain- 
ted in miniature, on vellum j containing in the* 
whole about forty-two volumes. The two globes 
in the fame phice are twelve feet diameter. Car- 
^<iinal VSJirea had them Qiade by father Coronclii^ 
a Fenetian cordelier, and gave them, to Lewis- 
.'XIV. The celebrated cabinet of medals andan^- 
tiqucs, tliat was formerly in thib library, is now 
at Ferjailiesn The librarian is M^hc Bi^ion. Ahhe 

SaUfr h keeper of the printed books ; and Mm 
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Jloul de Never s J and Rue de Richlieu. 

The library of S. Genivieve confifts of about Th« library 

fifty thouland volumes. Maur'ue !e Tclliery arch- 
bifhop of Rheimsy who died in 171O, bequeathed . 
his library, confifting of ieventeen thoufand vo* 
lumes^ ail fcarce chofen books, to this convent. 
There is a printe<l catalogue of it in folio* This 
voluminous library was coUcdlcd wlrhin a few 
years. The fathers Frcnteaa and Lalle^naude^ were 
the founders of it, and fatlier MouUnet continuecf 
to increafe it. The fine ca& where, thefe books 
.are depolited, was not finifhed'till the year 1,733. 
The dcfign and contrivance is very remarkable, 
l^ere is a very curious clock that has eleven dial- 
plates, vi%. the feven planets, the hour-plate^ 
the aftrolable^ the dragon's^-ibeady and that of the 
moon. The cabinet of rarities is as valuable as ^ 
the library. Here you find all tlie curiofitics 
that formerly belonged to the cabmet of 
Pereiji. The Congius you fee here^ was copied 
from die antique now at Rom in the Farmfian 
palace. Of the four hundred medals of the 
. popes, which are there in bronze, vi%^ from 
Ji4artin V. to Innocent XI. the grcateft part of 
\ the firfl of them are modern^ and not ftruck in 
. the life-time of the popes themfelves. 

The library of Afazarin college, commonly TlistiWsiy 
' called the four nations^ confifls of about tliirty-fix*'?^*'/"^ 
. thoufand volumes. This colleftion was founded******* 
' by cardinal Mazarttiy and partly by the care 
^of Gairiel Haude^ his bibliothecarian. It for« 
merly abounded in manufcrlpts, but at prefent 
they are all dcpofited in the king's library. It 
is open for the public two days in the week>

Piintljigf at The great encouragement given by Lewis XI V» 

to the polite arts, has been a means of enriching 
this city with excellent paintings, the principal of 
pajntmgs in which are as follows,.

the hall of thc hundred Swifs^ where the cieling 
of the hall is painted m frefco^ by Francefco Ro^ 
manelli^ a difciple of Peter of Cortona. The 
nine landf'capes on the wall arc by 'Bourdon* Thc 
antichamber, and the queen's chamber^ are paint* 
ed in fnfco by the fame Romanelliy and the fi- 
gures in l}ucco in the latter apartment are by Gi" 
rardon. In the gallery of Apolloy over the win- 
dow towards the water, there is a piSure of the 
triumph of Ntptune and Thetis^ ow of L$ Brun\ 
- beft pieces. The cartridges in the cieling are 
alfo by the fame hand. The portraits of the 
prmces of the houle of Aujiria^ from Philip IV» 
were painted by Vclafques^ a Spani/h painter,, 
and are in thc private hall of the ^aths« The 
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pifturcs to be feen in the hall of the academy 
of Belles Littres are by Gypel^ and the ]portraits 
by SigaalU * 

In the palace of the ThuUlerieSj mounting tbefaiaiiiift 
^reat Hair-cafe, yon enter the king's great iipart-J»5|^^^r 
meAt* Many famous painters of the fixieenth 
century, wrought there in emulation of one ano* 
tbcr, under the dircftion of Le Brun. On the 
deling of the guard-room are reprefentcd the 
march of an army, a battle, a triuniph, and a 
facrifice ; and in the middle. Fame, with many 
other figures; The cicling of the Mti-charnber 
TCprefents the hours of the day and the night, 
by different allegorical figures. The fable 
jProcris^ the ftatiie of Memnonj CUtiaSj and the 
Sun going to fmk into the fra, arc taken froni 
the Metamorphofes of Ovid. The' cieling, whichf 
18 admired in the gallery of ambaffadors, wai 
copied after that of the Parnejian g^H^ry at 
Romey painted by Jnnibal Caracci. The land- 
fcapes in the apartments on the garden-fide, are 
by Francifque^ and the other pamtings by Notl 
Coy pel. The queen's apartment was painted by 
Nocret : the queen is reprefented under the form' 
of Minerva^ but in different exerciics. The 
apartment underneath was painted by Migmrd o( 
Jkrignon. The apartment of the duke of Or- 
leans was painted by Philip of Champagney who . 
has reprefented the education of Achilles. The 
cieling of die hall of machines was painted by 
Noel Coypeiy after the cartoons of Le Brun. 

In the palace royal belonging to the duke ofP-mtingt 
Orleans J there is one of the fineft coUeftiofis ^^^u^^^lL^ 
piftures in Europe, The late regent of France 
was not only a great lover, but a very good judge 
of painting. It was he that made this coUeftion, 
tirhich is faid to have coft him upwards of four mU- 
Uons of livres in lefs than twenty years. Moft

There is 
nlio one for the comic opera, at the faifs of S% 

Germain anc! La%i^ence. 

TM ioptra. .Cardinal Rithlieu built a theatre in hit pabce, 
where the opera is now perfomied ; it is even 

faid th^.t he built it for the fake of ailing a dra- 
matic piece of his own compoiition. Uowevef 
it appeared nnder the name of Jchn Dijumrets A. 
Saint Sorlin^ The theatre belongs noir to die 
king, having been excepted in the donation of 
that palace made by Lewis XIV. to the dvike of 
Orleans. The king has granted the privilege of ^ 
it to certain perfons^.who exhibit the repreienta^ 
tions at their own expence, and to iheit owtl 
profit. It is laid ibat the income amounts to 
above 200, COO livres a year ; but more than two 
thirds of it goes to defray the expences of the 
' houfe. For there arc above two hundred perfims;' 
to mantain; fingers, dancers, andfidters. Tkey 
are all paid by the manager aj^pointed by the 
king. Operas were not exijl-ited at Paris till 
the year 166^, when the abbe Pierre Perrin^ 
Tiyho had bec« mtrodnccr of ainbalkdors to Jotm' 
Cafiun duke' of Orleans j obt^ncd a privilege for 
that purpofe of the king. They have a£ted at 
the prefent theatre only lince 1673, before ^ 
that time it belonged to the French comedians, 
^ who removed from hence upon . the dteath of 
Molierc. The operas are performed foiar times 
a week in winter, vi%. Sundays^ Tucfdays^ Thurf^ 
eiays^ and Saturdays l and three times a week 

in fummer* The price is a piitole in the baU 

conies. 
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coniftf) feven iivres ten fois in the firft- boxet^ 
and the amphitheatire ; four liv^es in the fecond

The French comedians are ti|x>n a d ifFerent The FrmrA 
footing from the a Aors of the opera* They have««»«**««»« 
no manager, but divide daily among themfelvcf 
the proiits of the houfe. The whole company 
confiil^ of thirty aftors and a£tr^ic«^ whQ have 
very rick dreiTeB, even t>etter than in any other 
ODsntrf • It n a pity that tbe theatfe and the de^ 
• eonations do not anfwer to the magnificence of the 
drefles, and to the goodnefs of the plays. The 
theatre is not large ; it confifts only of three rows, 
each 0f which has thirty boxes^ «nd each box 
iMy hold eight perfons* The pitmy contain fix 
or feven hundred ; ^nd the theatre and amphithe- .

. XIV. Trade and Manufadures. 

Trade ;of The trade of Paris confifts chiefly of the ma- 
itsm. nufaAures of this city, which are very cpnfidera- 
ble* Thefe are principally gold and hiver ftuffs, 
^ wrought filks, velvet, gold and lllvei lace, rib- 
bands, tapeftry, linen and glafs. 
TheCirf#. The tapeftry made here, is brought to ,the 
Hm^ Ikigheft degree of perfeftion. The hou& wliere 
i^e mannntdnre is carried on, took its name from 
one Gobelin y a fainous dyer at Ilhelmsy who came 
to iettle here in the reign of Francis I. But the 
prefent royal manufaftory was eftablifhed ia 
1667, by M. Colberu There ufed to be ibme- 
time ago about 800 workmen here, reckoning 
painters, fculptors, goldfrniths, embroiderers, 
when the celebrated Le Brun was their direftor. 
Though they have not fuch a number of hands at 
prefent, yet they have always fome eminent 
mailers* in general^ yon can fee only the ta* 

• peftry 
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pcftfjr upon the looms ; but during the feaft of 
Corpus Chrijli^ they diiplay abundance of beanti^ 
ful tapeftry, antient and modern. There are 
likewife fcveral pieces of fine painting, always to 
be feen^ which the manufadurers are at work 
upon. They arc famous here for dying of fcar- 
let : the beauty of it is aicribed to die quality of 
the water of a little rivulet that runs by, called 
the Bievre. The lieur Da^ly of Lie^e makes a- 
malleable varniih of his own invention, alinoft^ 
as beautiful as that of Cbina^ Here they have 
alfo an academy for defigning, a model expofed, 
as at the academy of painting in the Louvre.. 
The workmen employed in this manufafture,. 
and even the apprentices^ have very great pri^ 
vii^ges* 

The manofaAory of plate-gtais in the Faux^ Maiufaab-^ 

hurg^ S. ylmine, was firft eftabliftied bv M. Col-']^^^ 
hsrt in 1666.. Before that time, the Frcncb had* 
all^their plate-glafs from Femce, and other foreign* 

Earts. The whole bafineft of this hoiife is to po«* 
fli the glaffes, and to cover the backs with quick- 
filver; for they are caft at Cherbourg^ and S. Go- 
tin^ Sonae attribute the art of calling glafs far> 
this purpofe to the French f but now the fecret is 
known itk ieveral other countries^ There are: 
fome plates 120 inches higli ; but thole of io large 
a fize are taxed at a great rate;, the largeft and 
haed are in the gallery of FitrfiHiku It is wontt

kind of loofe mai le ; the fineft of thefe pieces are 
as white as fnow, and two or three inches in 
thicknefs, little inferior to cryftal in tranfpa*- 
rence. There needs only a flight burning of 
thefe ftones, to make them fit for grinding to 
powder ; and after that the duft is wetted with 
^moion water, and made fo thin that it will 
run ; in this eoaditioii it is caft into moulds, and 
it prclently hardens on the one part into a fofcer, 
and on the other into a firmer matter. Under 
the fame management, the moil pure and elegant 
n^afs hardens into a kind of marble, of which the 
ilabs and tables imitating marble, with a card or 
book on them, are made.

This writer af- 
firms, that the church of Notre Dame, was founds 
cd upon the ruins of a temple dedicated to Jupiter^ 
which opinion feems to be confirmed by an in* 
fcription found in thefe later times. JDc Breuily 
^ud feveral others, have wrote of the antiquities 
of PariSf to whom we refer the curious reader* 
^ut. we cannot help mentioning <he Palais des 
'%Jkermes^ Rite dt la Harpej becaufe it is the moft 
remarkable curiofity of its kind in all France. 

it IS the remains of a palace which the empe- 
xor Julian built, about 356 or 357 ; and feems 
to have been erefted upon the fame model as 
Diocle/tan\ baths.

Lewis Xiy« made the archbifhops of 
Pam perpetual dukes and peers of Frace in 1674. 
The archbilliop exerciles a civil as well as eccle^ 
fiadical juriicliftion in the lands belonging to hit 
fee ; his revenue is computed at one hundred and 
eighty tlioufand livrcs a year. The chapter of the 
cathedral confiiU of eight dignitaries, and fifty 
canons.

^romentof among feveral courts of juftice, the higheft of 
JPjrit. which is the parliament, whole jurifdidion ex- 
tends over feveral of the neighbouring province^ 
and is the laft refort in all caufes, where the court 
dbc$ not intermeddle^ This parliament confifts 
. of the thi^f prefident, nine prdidents, a mortier, 
• one and twenty prefidents by commiflion, two 
hundred and fourteen counfellors, with the necef- 
fery officers, as attorney, and foUicitor-general, 
re^ef, f^c. It i« divided into nine chambers or 
houles, whicli l.ave each their refpeftive branches 
'of bufinefs affigned them, l^hey alienible in the. 
quarter of the city^ in a building called the Pa^ 
Tbt falah* f^^^9 bccaufe it was once the ordinary refidence of 
'the FrencA kings. It is faid to have been built by 
the anceftors of Hi^gh Capet, the firft French king 
of the third line, and contains a great many large 
lialls, filled with the /hops of bookfellers, jewellers, 
and toymen. The atchitefture of this edifice^ 
"tho* in the Gothic tafte, is much admired by able 
connoifieurs. The parliament begins to fit the

Tlie 
Other courts in Paris are the chamber of ac- 
counts; the court of ^ aids ; the court dts monoyes^ 
which re|;ards the. 4:pibage, BrcightSt and mea- 
iures ; the court of the treafury ; the court of the 
waters and fore^; the court of the coaftable and 
marfhals; the court of admiralty; the chatelet, ^

The avenue which leads to 
the palace, divides the town into two parts: that 
which ftands on the left as you come from Farisp 
is called Oid Verf allies i aod that on the rights 
Ntw yinfailles. (Xd Ferjaillis comprehends the 
kitchen-garden, near the Swlfs^s piece, and the 
convent and church of the Recoiled FriarSy 
which are both very plain. There are a great 
many hotels and good houfes in this quarter^ as 
likewife the ftables of the life-guards^ and feveral 
magazines. New Verfailks contains a large 
fquare, called Fiact Dauphinty a market-Dlace, 
and a pari{h»church« The houfes are we II built, 
aod the ilreetswide 4nd uniform. Not far from 
the market-place are the queen's ftables, the 
^uare of Bour^undyy and the caftlc of water, 
which is a large- pavilion that ferves for a re- 
fcrvoir. The panfli-church is a very handfomc 
building, forty-ieven fathom long, and eighteen 
broad. It is built of free-ftone, very lightfome, 
and extremely neat. The church is ferved by 
the fathers of the miffion of Lazarus, who 
have a large houfe here, founded by Lewis XIV. 
for thirty- fix in community. In this quartet there 
^ are feveral hotels built by the lords of the court, 
for their coaveniency during the time thcy.refide 
at Ftrfailles.

The de&ga^ 
of me ftables w^s given by Julius Harduin Man^ 
fori ; they are built in the form of a crefcent af 
the upper-end of the grand avenue, on the right and 
kft, the whde fo regular and beautiful, that fe^ 
foyai palaces exceed them^ From hence the caiHe 
appears like a magnificent theatre ; and you muft 
aicend to come at it. The outer grttc is all 
wrought iroa gilt, and about twelve feet high; 
it is terminated by two lanthoins^ Ibrmoximed 

gate, adorned with groups, feparate the two 
court-yards ; the figure of Peace was done by 
yVi/, and Plenty by Coifsmx. The two largt 
piles of buildings belonging to the wings, eadi 
terminated by a pavilion, are deligned for the 
officers of the kitchen. After that, you fee the 
fore-front and the wings of the old cafile or pa- 
lace; the front has a balcony, lupported by eight 
marble columns ; there are two ranges of apart-'

This is the entrance into the grand apartments, 
the furniture of which is iaimenfely rich and

cabinet of antiquities and jewels, which is of 
an oftagon figure, and enligthened by a roof 
ui the form of a dome^ and painted alfo by 
Mwaffi. Herey among other precious cnrioiitiesy 
Aey have the fineft agate in Europe^ being of 
three colours, and four or five inches in diameter, 
ieprefenting the figure of a naked emperor, car- 
ried oil the back of an eagle, and crowned with 
f iftory. The eicrutotre, in the middle of thia 
tihamber, con'^ains a mull aiaejnificent coUeftion' 
of antlent and modern medals. The firft pieces ' 
were given to Lewis XIV. by his uncle the duke- 
of Orleansy and afterwards^ by much fearch and 
expcnce, it was made the completeft colleftion in 
the World. The hall of Fen'u has fome beautiful ' ' 
painting;*;, and an anticnt ftatuc of Cincinnatus. 
The haW ot the billiard-table is likewife adorned 
with fine paintings, and with Leivis XIV*s buft 
oy cavalier BuminL The hall of Mctrs has a 

great nuniberof exquifitepaintings, and among the ' 
reft the family of partus at Jitxander's feet, one ^

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The hall of Aferemy is painted by Champagnei^ 
where you may fee feveral other pieces by the 
fame hand, and like wife feme by Raphael^ 57- 
tiaHy and other eminent mafters. The ball of 
jfyoUo has fimie excellent pieces, and among th& 
wSlj the four feafons by La F6jp^ and feveral pic-- 
tures, by Guido. Theliallsof war and peace are 
at both ends of the gallery, the former has fome 
fine paintings repreieating the anions of Leum 
XIV. by U Brun. 
Thcgrpat From the hall of war yon pai9 to the great 
t^'^* gallery, the nioft beautiful and niagnificcnt in 
Europe. It is thirty-fevcn fatliom long, and feven 
broad, ending with a great arch, which leads into 
the forementioned halls, snd adorned with two 
snarble pillars* On the garden-(ide there are 
feventeen windows which look into it; and oa 
^the fide of the king's apartment as many arches^ 
filled with large pier-glaffes, Thefe arches and 
windows are Kparated by twenty-four pilafters* 
The roof is excellently painted-by Lt Brun^ and 
reprefents in allegorical or emblematical figures^ 
part of the memorable tranfaftions of the late 
* king's re^gn, from tlie Pyrenean treaty to die 
peace of Nimegwn. The reft of the gallery ia 
adorned with bnfts, veffels, tables of porphyry and 
alabafler, and with ei^ht anticnt ftatucs, among

The king's bed« 
chamber h ornamented with a great deal of mag- 
nificence, and good order. His bed is of crimfon 
\tlvet, with a beautiful and rich embroidery 
(fometimes of clamalk, and other times of gold 
tiiTue, according to the feafon) placed in an al- 
cove, and inclofed with a gilded balnftrade. The 
mod exquiiile piftures adorn this royal chamber, 
and the reft of the furniture is magnificently 
elegant* We {hall take notice of the pi^hares in 
the coancil*haU in another place. The billiard- 
room has a noble fine biltiard^table, at which 
Lnvh XIV. uled to play very often ; it is 
iikewife embeUifhed wnth a great many excel* 
knt pi&ures, and with a clock of very curious 
wbrkmanfhip. From this room you proceed to 
fevcral other chambers, all finely adorned with 
paintings ; in one of them there is a globe whofe 
circles move juft as thofe in the heavens do. 
At length you come to the little gallery^ which 
is laft piece of the king's apartment. The 
cielings of this gallery, and of tlie two halls at 
the end of it, were painted by ATignard. Thif- 
gallery is Iikewife full of fome of the beft per- 
ibrmances of painters of the firft rank. Thence 
you proceed to the apartments belong to the 
Dauphin^ and the reft of the royal family, which 
conhft of chambers, cabinets, halls, tsfir. laid out 
with a great deal of art. 

The chapel belongiflig to the palace is an ex-ThsclMfdli 
ceeding fine piece of architeAure, built of free* ,

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high. Oil the top there is a fine balaftrade, witlC 
eight and twenty iUtues* Nothing can be mom 

beautiful or richer than the inward cmbelUfh*- 
ments of this chapel. The great altar is of the 
£aeft nurbk* The i^crifly is very neat. You 
afcend to the galleries by two (lair-cafts with iioa 
rails, richly gilt. The king's gallery .facei tho 
great altar, over the great door, and is thirteen 
feci and a half wide. The two lamps are gilt lix 
an exquiiite tafie, and the glafles are exceeding 
beautiful. The queen's galle. y is on the right $ 
and the gallery that runs round the chapel, is mm 
feet and a quarter wide, fupportcd by lixtcen pil- 
lars, and ibir.e pilafters of the Corinthian order. 
The baluftradc is very rich and elegant* The 
roof is elegantly painted by eminent h^uids. 
*^£r ^" 7Zm* The gardens abound with maftcr-picces of every 
kind/ ^The orangery is one of the faireft pieces 
of Ti(fian architcfture to be Iten at Ferjaiiles. 
The defign is by Le Mmire; but it was revifed 
and finimed by Manfart^ though indeed with 
greater elegance than folidity. The eight groups 
of bronze," which you fee in the parterre of wa- 
ter, and which rcprefent eight rivers of France^ 
were caft by the two Kellers. 1 he vafc of Lato- 
nii has two Iheafs thirty feethigh ; the groi^ of 
marble there is by Aic>> J). The flower-garden m 
by Le Aoirey and the parterre or the orangery is 
by ^iminie. The equeftrian ftatue at the head 
of the Swifs piece, or bafon^ on the otheir fide of 
the orangery, was made by cavalier Bernini for 
■ . Lewis xTv ; but not finding the work fo complete 
as he could uifli, he changed the features of 
Lewis XIV. and made, a Ctmius of it. The fi- 
gure of Juiumn in ihe bafon of Bacchus is by 
Mcfrjyj and the vafe of Saturn hj Girardtnu The 
colonade is a periftyle of thirty-lwo columns, fup-^ 
ported, by as many pila&ers in the imV order. 
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The roofs are t)f wliUd inarble, CinbclUfhed with . 
i>eaut*tfal ba/Jo-relievos ; in the middle is z beau** 
tiful group of mafble by GirardoHy reprefenting* 
the rape of Proftrpine, The group of metal ia 
the large bafon of isbyJ^iy, and reckon- 

ed one of his beft pieces. The Enceiadui is ^ 
^ very fine group, fet up in an o^logan bafoa ; from 
the mouth of this giant, opprefled by the weight 
of mountains, flows a Jet d^eaUy or fpout of wa- 
ter, that rifes fevciUy-eight feet high. Tl/i/ made 
^he bafon of Flora ; and Rtnaudon that of Cens. 
Of the three exccdlent groups ia the baths of 
:^polloy (7iV£ir^» made the middle one ; and itiSir-^ 
Jy and Guerin the other two. The fountain of 
the pyramid, is executed in bron/e by G'uardon: 
fTaiy and Le Hongre made the two bafons below ; - 
the vaies you & there, were carved at Romm 
The cafcade of the tanal where the nymphs are 
bathing, is a fquare, where feveral mafks fecm 
to fpout Out water for the ufe of thote nymphs. 
.This work is by Girardon ; and the rivers were 
executed by Le Hcu^re and Le Gros. The dra- 
gon of the fountain that i^ears that name, waf 
made by Marfy ; the group of the balun of AV/)- 
tune is by Dominic Qendi^ z, difciple of j4lvardi% 
Thefe two laft pieces lurpafs all the other figures 
^t t^erfrilliu The trinmphal arch remains to be * 
feen ; it is built of marble of different colours, 
and adorned with three fine fountains. The fi- 
gures are by Tuhy and Coijevox ; the fountains of 
k'i^leryi and Gloryy both by MafeUne^ ' have a 
great number of decorations, whichproduce a very 
good effect. The piece of water, called the- Grand ^ 
Canaly is eight hundred fathom in length, and 
ihirty-two in breadth ; it has a traverfe or crofs* 
current of. five hundred fathom^ with the fame 
bresuitliy which on the one fide leads to the me-- 
oagery, and ou Uxe other to Trianon.

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The ncsi* The menagery is a fmall palace built by Mm^ 
fart. -The two apartments for winter and fum- 

XBcr, are adorned with excellent paintings, and 
finely furnifhed with pier-glaffes in gilded frames. 
There is a vaft number of little fountains^ which 
ferinkle diofe who are not upon their ^oard. 
t The volery, or bird -cote, is the fineft m all 
France^ and beft Hocked. Several apartments in 
this palace are appointed for the breeding of ani- 
mals of all lunds, from the moft common to the 
rareft. 

C/r. From the mcnagery, there are feveral alleys 
that lead to the royal and magnificent abbev of 
S. Cyr^ of the order of S. Auguftin. It is lituated 
in the park, about three miles from Fnfailles^ 
and was founded hj Lewis XIV. for the educa* 
tion of two hundred and fifty young ladies. 
The number of nuns is forty. I'lie king has 
refervcd the nomination of the young ladies to 
himfetf. To obtain admiffion^ they mull prove 
. ,^ four degrees of nobility on the father's fide. No 
girl can enter under feven years of age, nor flay 
there after the age of twenty years and three 
montiis. When they go out, they havq either a 
Ihoufand crowns in money, or one of thoifo places 
which the king has the diipofal of In feveral con- 
vents. The building is extremely fine, the ar* 
chiteft was Alan fart, who finiflied it in 1 686. 
%rimmt Trianon was built after the deiign of J. ft* 
Man/art. This little palace may w looked up- 
on as a kind of (ummer-houfe to the gardens of 
Verfai'lcs ; it is built in an excellent taile, and is 
moreover embelliftied by the richeft decorations. 
The front is iixty*four fathom in length, and 
has two retumrng wings, terminated by two pa- 
vilions. The fined: views of the palace and park 
of FerfailleSy are in the great gallery, and v^^crc

fign of it. The body of the building is fquare, 
being one aod twenty toifes each way. The four 
fronts are oqual^ each with a flight of fteps, a«» 
domed with groupes and vates. The palace con-^ 
tains one large pavilion, winch is in the mid ft of 
twelve others of a fmaUer fize. The principal pk* 
viliM coniifts of one great halt in the form of aa 
oftagon, which you- enter by fcAir ipoithes : th^ 
whole building is in an admirable tafte, aa well aft 
the gardens. There was formerly d fuperb caf- 
cade^ which has been deilroyed on account of the 
too great txpence to fupply VU The great hall, % 
room fainotn for its beatfty and ettsMj \% in tbb 
Ionic order, and adorned with four chimneys, over 
which are painted the four feafons ; Spring u hy 
jintoMy Qjypil ; Summery by Boulogne the younger j 
Jutumn m La Fojfe ; Wim^r.^ by JmHf€mt4 Thl^ 
fotir porches whicli kad to thi^ iiRcf £Uoe% are a« 
domed with piftures by Fandcrmeulen^ reprefent* 
ing the lieges of fevcral towns.

This 
machine raiks fix hundred and forty cubical inches 
of water to the height of fixty fathom, from 
whence by an aquedu^ of five hundred fathom 5t 
is carried into the refi^rtoir.of Fir/aUin : h is 6aA 
to coft the king five and twenty thoufand pounds 
Jieriing per annum^ to keep it in repair. * . 

UL ViMGXNHSS. 

Vinccnnes Is an antient caftle or palace fitnated 
in the ifle of Trance^ on the eaft fide of Paris j 
in the midit of a wood^ where the citizens of 
Ptffirs^ divert them&lves with walking and other 
exercifes« ' It was begun in 1183, by fhiSp 
jiugujlusj and the work carried oa by feveral 
princes, fome of whom chofe it for their refi*- 
<knce. Under Liwii XiV. it was repaired ami 
beautified in 1660^ when two conftroAioos werb * 
added towards the park, which contain various 
apartments. The architeft was Lnvh le I'aui 
and AfancboU^ an excellent FUmtJh painter, de*- 
corated the infide. The palace has a fpacions 
court with a ftately chapel, and pleafiint walkr; 
it is alfo furrounded with a good ditch, a wall, , 
and eight Tquare towers* The avenue from hence 
to Pm-iSf was planted by cardinal Mazqrin. The 
gallery Ivas Iniilt by Afarj of Attditis^ and conr 
tains feme good paintings. The cielingof the 
king's apartment is painted by f.hampa^ne ; and 
the cicling of the queen's, by Seve^ Michael 
t)migniy the fon-in-law of Siman Fafuty was alfo 
; employed there. The great gate towards the 
park is an exceUent piece of, aichitefipcire^ bnilt 
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in the form of a trlumphr!l nrch, anci adorned 
with the Doric order. There is an oak here, 
under which 5. Iswis nied to adminifter juftice 
to his ibbjeAs. The holy chapel at f^ffeenneSy 
though a Gsthic ftrufturc, is much admiiLd. 
The glafs windovsrs were painted in a peculiar 
manner by John Coujin ; and this is reckoned aa 
excellent thing, in its kind. There is alfo a 
very plcalant convent of Minims in the forcft, 
founded by Charles VIII. One of its principal 
curiofities is an excellent picture of the day o£ 
judgment, by the abovementioned John Coufiity 
which is to be feen in the facrifty belonging to 
that convent. 

IV. M U D O N. 

jKnwfaii' '< Meudm is a fmall town fix miles from Paris^ 

remarkable for a royal palace, where the late 
dauphin (the prefeut king's grand-father) ufed 
'Commonly to reiide. This palace ilands on aa 
eminence in the nidft of. a foreft ; it has a moft 
' beautiful avenue that leads to it, three qmrters of 
7i mile in length % on the right is a convent^ with 
a pleafant garden belonging to the Cajnuhms, and 
on the left the vineyards of Miudon. The palace 
.was begun by Philip de VOrme^ who built it for 
the cardinal ofj Zomrm afterwards it came into 
the poffeffion of Af, de Louz'ois. At the death of 
this iDiniiler, the king exchanged Chotjy upoa 
:&if/, whicii had been left to the dauphin by 
•madefnoifelle d^Orleam^ for Meuim* The iiii-> 
provements made by his royal highnefs, rendered 
. . ■ it one of the fineft relitlenc es in all France. At 
the entrance of the court of the palace there is a 
< large pile of building on the right, and another 
jon the lefty which open in form of a feinieirde, 
: LuLaiC. disjoined noiii ike body oi Llitiiouic. In 
i... the 
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the middle of the front is a lofty advanced build- 
iag with a portico, which you enter by three 
doors. Above it rans an order of nrchitefture, 
confifting of arches and pillars finely defigned^ 
and above tliem another order, accompanied with 
pilafters. The wings are not fo high as the prin- 
cipal buildings and each of them is terminated by 
Iquare pavilion. The infidc of this palace was 
adorned widi the richeft furniture, and with a fine 
colleftionof ftatues, paintings, medals, and other 
antiquities, which were removed upon the death 
of the late dauphin, and great part of them fenc 
to his fon Philip king of Spain. Martin the 
elder painted the gallery. The front towards the 
garden confifts likewife of a lofty aJvdncccl builJ- 
mg, with wings confiderahly lower, which ter- 
minate on the right and left, with two pavilions 
of the fame height with the body of the building* 
The gardens of this place are much admired for 
their fine walks, parterres, canals, and water- 
Works. Adjoining to the gardens there is a Ipa- 
cious park, lurrounded with a brick wall, and 
adorned with woods, bafons, and refervoirs of 
water. The woods are cut through and divided 
by beautiful ridings. 

V. S, G J& R M A I K S. 

5. GcrmainSy commonly called S. Germalns en s,Gtrmainu 
Laye, is a fmall town of the ille of Fraiiccy in' 
the diitri^t of Afantoisj fituated on a high hill, 
^t the foot of which runs the Seine, about twelve' 
miles to the weftward of Paris^ and one from 
y if failles. It is remarkable for the royal callle Thcca(UCf 
or palace, which was bugun by Charles V. and 
enlarged and beautified by iucceeding princes^ but * " 
efpecially by Lems XIV. who was born here, 
^he palace is built in the form of a caftle^ and " 

fui- 
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fur rounded with a dry ditch. A magnificent 
ilone gallery runs round tkc uiiddte of the whole 
ftruiture, which is of an oval figure^ and the 
roof is covered with thin flat frec-ftone inftead of 
tiles. The chapel is remarkable for an exceHent 
altar-piece, reprefentinc^ the Lord's Supper, by 
PouJJtH. , The proipe^t ixosfk the caftlc is admira- 
' blc, efpecially towards the river and tte plains^ 
havf Parisy S. Dems^ and Atar/ij vrUMn fights ' 
There is a curious mall in this caalc, with fquare 
pavilions built all along^ for the conveniency of 
the pUyers tad ijpefbitors. Among the improve* 
meiitft madi to this place by Le^h XIV. he iA^ 
- ded die terrafs of above three thoufand paces in 
Jength, the grand parterre, and the valley -garden. 
There are abundance dry grottps^ which af- 
ford pleafant retreats In the fummer^ and feveral 
wet obes, with cortous water-works, and attiifi* 
cial birds, which make an agreeable found. Ir> 
one of the grottos there is a virgin pkiying on the 
organs, whole eyes are fo artihciaUy moved^ that 
Ihe feems to be aiive ; in aocther place there it 
Qr^ibftti playing OA the lute, and kte(!dng time^ 
ii^hile the bcafts, birds, woods and rocks Icem to 
follow him, with feveral rep eicntatioos of the 
like nature, all put into moti n by water. Thh 
adjacent foreft cootaiM npi&rards of five thoufand 
acres, and is cut through with an infinate num- 
ber of large ridings, well repleniihed whh gan«e, 
l^hich renders it a moft s^reeable fituatiou for 
hunting. It was in this caftle that the late ki^ 
JamefrefiJiel with his court dorii^ 1ms exilr, and 
here he died in 1701. His body was afterwards 
interred la the monailery of the Engij/h BinediciiHi 
in Paris.

. FamaifUb/eav is a fina!! town of the Gatinois^ Fontsms^ 
in the ifle of France ^ fo called becaufe of its finc^^*' - 

waters ; it is fituated in the middle of a foreft 
three miles from the river Scine^ twelve from 
Melurty and forty-two from iParis^ There are 
only three or foof ftreets in the town (all filled 
with public infts) Which terminate in the ctftle. 
The French kings have chofen this for a hunting- 
feat) by reaion of its fituation proper for that di- 
verfion. The caftle or palace contains feme 
flia^ficeht piles ; yet it is a very irre^bir piece, 
having been built at fcvcral times without any 
order or fymmctry. The old palace was firft 
built by Lewis VIU in 11^7, but improved by 
Frmms L ilffirj IY« and ^veSj by Lems XIV* , 
As yon approach the palace, you pafs through the 
couilof offices to come to the court of Uic okl Th« oJd 
caftle, known by the name of Donjon^ and built**^** 
by Francis I. Here you fee the front of the 
great gate of the dns^w-bridge^ fupportcd by fe* 
veral marHe pillars^^ and fome ornamental Ha-i. 
tues. The architefturc of this old caftle is much 
cfteemed. Round the court there are a great 
many fmall turrets and galleries ; but the greateft 
curiofity of this part of the building is a fmall 
cabinet adorned with fome beautiful piftures, 
and a chapel vvhofe cieling m admired for its 
workmanlhip* « ' 

From 
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Th« new From the oM caftic you pafsJ on to the cbtift c( 
pilicc. V fountains, which is adorned with a great many 

fine brafs and marble ftatues, and a balbn where 
you fee levcral ftatues, fi>ouujig water. This 
court anfwers to Uircc fides of a building, which 
form another palace^ fo thar there are four 
caftlcs or palaces, and as many gardens in JRwf- 
• talmbleciN. This here is moft efleemed for the 
beauty of its apartments and galleries. The hall 
of the hundred Swifs is painted in frcjcQy by Prz- 
Thegalic. ^^ticwy Afm&e Roux, wkd- Salviati. The gal- 
xitu • Jcry of iht: flags is a hundred paces long, and" 
runs all along the orangery : it is enriched uiih 
paintings reprelenting all the royal palaces, and 
the fineft country-feats in FtMce. Thcfc pala- 
ces arc feparated from one another by very l^rre 
horns of {lags that have been killed in this forcft, 
s Near this gallery you fee another imall one, 
where Henry . is beautifully reprefented with 
all his court in their hunting equipage. Above 
is the queen's gallery, adorned with feveral 
piftures reprefenting the viftories of the latter 
kings of France. From tliis gallery you pafs 
to the cabinet of Ciortnda^ enriched witli beauti- 
ful paintings, containing die hiftory of Tancrei 
and CitrDUiii, 

The royal From this cabinet von proceed to the cjuccn'3 
apaiuncni8*apartmenr, remarkable for its cieling and gild- 
ings : afterwards you gafs through the queen*s 
bed-chamber to come to the king's apartment, 
which is adorned with Ibme very good paintings, 
particularly Jocunda^ and a queen of Sicily^ by 
Lecmrdo da kinciy and the portrait of Mtckcel 
,Jngelo drawn by himfelf. From thence you 
pals to the gallery of FrantU I. where are feveral 
paintings reprefenting the hiftory of tliis prince : 
but the frelcocs are new very much damaged. 
I he little jcabinet .towards tlie pool-garden is

enriched wjith fbme e:xquiiite paintings ; and tte 
cteiing is admired for the elegant tafte of the car* 

ving and gilding. Next you muft fee the gallery 
of the antients, adorned with the reprefentatloii 
of leverai pieces of anticat hiftory, which are 
fomewliat effaced. . Thence you cklcend by theThe €li^« 
great (tair-cafe, facing the court of the white 
norfe, to fee the royal chapel, which is called the 
church of the Trinity^ and belongs to the Mathu-^ 
rin friara. The paintings of this church are by 
frminet^ a famous Partfian pzif^ct : the high aU 
tar is richly adorned, the cieling beautifully 
gilded, and the pavement of the nneft marble • 
On a wing of the court of the whitc-korfe, is the 
gallery of DJana'^ or of the labours of Uiyjps^ 
where the hiftory of this hero is painted beaati^uUy 
in fr^fcoy by Primaticio. 

After the apartments )ou muft fee the gardens, The gar- 
where the orangery is moft deferving of your at- dean 
tentioh. Among feveral brais ftatues in the mid« 
die of a large bafon, you fee a Diana flopping a 
flag by the horns, furrounded by four hounds; a 
Hercules j a ferpent between two cliikhen ; and a 
. Cleopatra. The pool garden is furrounded with 
feveral canals, which have very large fifli, efpcr 
cially carp. This pool is bordered with beaotifot 
alleys, in the midJlc of which is an oftagou cabi- 
net. Next you proceed to the pine-garden, and 
thence to the parterre of the great garden, where 

Jou have a moft beautiful profpeft of the caftle. 
n the middle is a large baibn, in which there riies 
an aquatic rock, wliich 4)0 urs out its waters in a 
moll wonderful manner. To the right of this 
parterre you fcc a piece of water level with the 
ground, in the middle of which is a moft beauti- 
ful ftatue of JpoUo. The grottos and calcadcs are 
next to this parterre at the entrance of the park, 

which is divided in the xmddie by a large canal.

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The walks alcmg the alleys of thi* park are mott 

delightful, being inclofecJ with paliiadocs of a fur- 
prizing heip^ht, and extending further than your 
eyes can reach. The foreft of Fimtainebieau was 
antiently CaUed the foreft of Biepre^ and contains 
upwards of fix aiid twenty thousand acres ; it is of 
a 1 uuad foi n)^ and tiie palace Hands in the centre,

jr. QtiJ^ S. Clm4d IS a fmall town of tht ifle of France^ 
fleafantiy fituated upon the river Seine^ aho\it fiK 
miles weft of Paris^ This town was erected inta 
ti duchy and peerage ill 1674, by Levuis XIV. 
%vhen Francis de Har y^ arehb^fhop of faris^ and 
his fucceflbrs, were created perpetual dukes and 

Ihc town, peers of j ranccy willi the title of S. Cloud. It is 
- a very antient . place^ and was originally called 
^jNogintj which name it changed to honour di6 
memory of GmhaU or Qmid^ third fori of Clodomir 
' king of OrlcanSy and brother of Cluvis II. Itt 
the collegiate church they preferve the relics of 
Cloudy and the heart of Henry IV* who was 
killed here in 1589, by Jams Qemnty a Jicmim^ 
fan friar. They have hkewife a very good ma* 
nufadurc of earthen-ware, and' a ftonc-bridge 
over the Set fie confifting of fourteen arches. This 
town IS much frequented by the citizens of Parh^ 
^ hocome hither by water on Sundays and holidays 
to divert themfelves. 

The palace. But the principal curiofity of 5. Ckjfdn the- 
palace belonging to tlie duke of OrUans^ which 
for fituation^ waters, woods, architefture, fculp^ 
ture, and paintings, is reckoned one of the fineft 
in t]ic kingdom. It is fituated at the iidc ut a 
mountain, at the foot of which the river Seine 
plcafantly glides. The avenue to the palace is 
upon the declivity of the hill, adorned with thr^e 

fine 
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fioe walks of trees, baving die taw oa tiie ng^ 
and t&e park on the left. This avenue terminates 

at the ba/p-court.y from whence you proceed to 
the great court at one of the angles, becaufe of 
the irregularity gf the ground* The palace con- 
fifts of a large advanced building in the ];niddle o{ 
tiie fron^, and two wings, each of them flanked 
with a puvilion. Tlie apartments are extremely 
magnificeAt, and richly furnifhed ; the paintings 
efpecially are vafUy admired, being reckon&i 
Migrtard^s beft pieces. Before you . enter th^ 
guard-hall you may fee the billiard-room on the 
right, the cicling of whlcli is moft beautifully 
adorned with paintings and gildings. The great 
hall before die gallery is remacicable for the 
amours of Afars mi Ftnusy represented in feverai 
Inrautlful piftures. The famous gallery of Jpollo 
and its two halls, from whence there is a fine 
proip^A of Pitris and the adjacent country, aic 
.deooraled. with every tlung* that cim render 9 
fribee charming arid pleafiuot* The omft ad^ 

mired piftures in this gaUcry are the royal pa* 
laces and caftles, tlie birth of Jpollo and Diana^ 
the 6&Qg fiin, ih^ Z^byrs ih^ddrng the morning 
dewj^ Jurorauk her ob^o^ with Cupid ftcewin^ 
flowers before her, Jpollo inventing mufic, CA- 
mene prefenting Phaeton to the fun, Jpolto and 
Virtue, Circe, and Cupid^ Icarus fallkng^/and efpe- 
cially the Four Seafons, which are exquifitely 
drawn. Of the eight hms reliefs in cameosy in^the 
gallery, with gilt frames, the two largeft are, 
Jldarjyas challenging jlpolloj and jlpolio caufing 
Marfyjai to be Head. The two kfler, are Apako 
with the Sibyl kneeling bi^ibre him; and Apfdio 
with Mfculapiut by him. The other four ha^ 
reliefs placed in the other half of the gallery, are. 
the metamorphoiis of CerouiSy of Daphne ^ of Clitiay 
^ of Qfpiirilpi. Towards the left o^ ,the f ufthi;r 

end 
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end of this gallery, there is a fmall hall, adorned 

" with a clcling elegantly painted. The great ca- 
binet is enriched with an infinite number of lin- 
gular and valuable curioiities, coUe&ed with 
great care and expence, and ranged with the 
great eft order and tafte« The chapel is finally 
but very beautiful. 
The gar- Thc gardens are difpofed with a great deal of 
art. Their iituation is quite charming; for the 
river Seine running clofe under them, forms a 
beautiful and large canal, which waters a long 
terrafs, planted with rows of trees. Thefe gar- 
dens are embelliflied with groves, faloons, bafons, 
water- works, and efpecially with grand cafcades« 
The upper gardens are very fpacious : on the 
top of the hill there are feveral large pieces of 
water, diftributed into fpouts and flieafs, and di- 
verfified in feveral manners. Thc park is almoft 
twelve miles in circumference. The orangery^ 
thc labyrinths, and the bafons, have each their 
particular merit : but the greateft beauty x)f all 
are the two admirable cafcadcs, which are reckon- 
ed a htafter-piece in their kind^ and very well 
^eferVc^' a* traveller's attention; the higheft was 
cdcfign'ed by Le Pautn^ and the fecond by J. 
Manjard.

'Jht gardeiif are vefy . beautifnl^ Tbe 
name of the viilagc of IJfy is faid to be derived 
from the goddefs I/is^ who had a temple there.

Nemours ss a city of the ifle of Franet^ in the Ntmimru 
diftrift of GatinoUy in eaft longitiuclc 2. 45. lati- 
tude 48* 17. It is fitnated between two hills^ on 
the river Lotny and confifts principally of one 
large ftreet^ in which there is a market-place, and. 
the old priory of Malta ; this laft is likewile the 
parifh church of the town, and dedicated to ' 
John. In this priory they pretend to have part 
of the upper jaw of 5. John the Baptift^ brought 
irom Jeru/dim by Lewis, VII, The town is on 
this fide of the Loiny which you pafs on a large 
bridge, that gives its name to the I'uburb on the 
other fide of the river. They have a caftlc on the 
banks of the XofH, with feveral high round towers, 
which ferve for prifons. This city was erefted 
into a duchy in 1404, and gave title to the ilhi- 
ftrious houfe of Nemours^ but has returned to the 
erown fince the death of the laft duchcfs, who was 
princefs of Neufchatel. Without the tovvff there 
is a nunnery of the Ciftercian order, called Out 

H 4^ La^ 
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Lady of Jey^ where you may fee the tpmb of the 
ancicat counts of N<mours. There arc likewi^ ' 
two othf^r jiandCome convents, one of the nuns of 
S. Alary y ^nA the other of ReuotUB friars. 

From Nemours you proceed to Montargis^ a 
town of France^ in the province of OrUanoisy an4 
territory of Gatinois^ in eaft longitude lati* 
tude 48. It is the capital of the Gatlmts^ pica- 
lantly fituated on the Lmny not far from the place 
where the canal of Orleans falls into this river. 
The town is not large. l)ut having been burnt 
down in 1528^ it is handfomely rebuilt^ and has 
a caftle fituated qn a hiil^ wbidx commaiidt- t&e 
town and the neighbouring country. The great 
hall of this calile is very confidci able, being 28 
fathom 2 feet long, and eight fathom four feet, 
broad* The pariih church is dedicated to Mary 
MagdaUn. They have two convents of men, and 
four of women. The town is called MomargU 
k Ficific^ becaule of its privileges, being the feat 
of AQ eieftion, bailiwic, and provollfhip. 
- Briare is a town of Franc in the govern* 
ment of Ortean^is^ and difi|ri£t of Gaiimis; in 
eaft longitude 2. 45. latitude 47. 40% fituated on 
the river Loire, It has nothing conlidcrable in • 
itsfelf, confifting only of one long fircet filled 
.with inns, and Smith's fhops, being the great 
diouroughfare to Lyom. But it gives name to the' 
famonf? canal which joins the Loire and the Sane 
by means of the Loifi. This canal was begun 
under Henry IV. and finiflied under Lewis XIIL* 
hy the care of Cardinal Richlitu. It extends thirty 
three miles in length to Mmtargis^ from whence^ 
another of fifty four miles has been dug to Or/e*' 
ansy which together with tlic Loire^ form an irre- 
gular polygon.

Moulins is a city of France^ and capital of MouU»u 
the Bourbonohy in the government of Lionmhy 
in eaft longitude ^. i6« latitude 40. ^3. It is 
iituated in the middle of a beautiful plain, on 
the jillier^ and derives its name from the num- 
ber of mills, which were formerly in this neigh- 
bourhood. The improvement^ it has recieved of] - 
tete years are fb confiderable, as to render it. 
one of the handfomeft and richeft cities in France. 
XRe town is walled and defended with towers, 
of no great extent itfcU, but it has large luburbs* 
The anticnt dukes of Bourbon made this place-, 
tiietr ordinary refidence, where they built a noble^ 
raftle, which is ftill admired foi ks beauty. It. ^ 
is built of a free ftone, has Ibme very" good paint- 
ings^ and is Iituated on an eminence, from whence* 
there is a * beautiful profped: of the river^^ the / 
' town and the adjacent country. The Pahh or* . . - 
court of juftlce is a new building, where they havt; 
a prcfidial, which depends on the parliament of - 
Paris. The generality of Moulins confifts of 
lluie ele6^ions ; but in fpiritdals the town depends 
pO the faiihop <Kf Aktunl The great church de- 
dicated to our Lady, is reckoned a haudlrii^c 
ftrufture. In the Carthufian mc^naftery out of 
the town, tlie church, the cloyfters, and tlie 
gardens ^paiticuln-ly worth feeing* ; There are

women, but the moil carious a that of the nuns 
of the vifitaiion, whofe chnrch is adorned with 
fine marble, aodbdndibme paintings.

Roa.ie is a town of France in the government) 
cf Lyonoisj and territory of Fore%j in eaft longi j 
tude4. latitiule 46. fituated on the Z^/i^ where' 
this river begins to be navigable.

Ijfom IS the. capital of the Lyonots In the king- tjmw^^ 
dom of Framiy fitnated at the confluence of the 
rivers 9htme and S^ane^ in eaft longitnde 4. 55. 
latitude 45. 50. It is a place of great antiquity, Anti^uity» 
whole origin is varioully reported, but the moft 
probabk opinion fuppofes it to haye been at firft 
a^colon^y fettled there in the thneof Aiigujlus^ 
by Lnetta MiinaHm Plancufj the Roman gover- 
nor of tliat country. Its (ituation in the middle 
of Europij and on two fine navigable rivers, the 
beauty Hkewiie of its buildings and walks^ die 
greatness, of its commerce and manufaftures, ther 
many privileges it enjoys, being the capital of the 
' government of Lyomh^ the feat of an arclibilhop 
primate of Gaul^ as alio of a prelidial^ a genera* 
Iky, a' renefchars jnn^idim, and a diamber of 
money or mint; all #»s together renders it the' 
fecond city of this great and flourifhing king«' 
dom* 

I^ou\ is dfvided as it were, into two towns by sitvitioii^ 
the*Amry^l«4iich runs through die middle* It 
takes Of die dedivi«^ <jf two hiHs, with die level ' 

ground between thele hills, and the nvcrs Rhone 
and Sonne, For the civil government, it is di- 
vided into thirty wards, each of which has its 
proper officer. The town is entbmpafled with 
large fiA)urb«, and has an old ftrong caftle c«t out ^ 
of a rock, and therefore called Purf c-encife^ whc^^e 
ftate prifoners are kept. The hills, and the 
naiiMal- ten>per of the climate, make ^it very' 
warm in the fummer, in fo much ih^t the wi^- 
doOTi aire generally ti bikd paper, which keeps 
00 1 the heat better than glafs, but takes off from 
the beauty of the buildings.

town has fix g.^tes, as many great iijuare'^ four 
. fubuvbs, thirteen pariih churches, fifty monaile- 
ries, and about ioo,oco inhabrtants^ 

The Ca4w- To take a furvey of the curlofities of this city 
yoa mull begin with the cathedral, which is de* 
dicated to S. John Baptifty and ftands in ther 
lower part of the town near the river Saone, hav^ 
ip^ a great fquare before it, adorned with a foun-> > 
t^iin. The curious efteem it one of the beit 
ftru£tures in France^ though very plain, and with<- * 
out ornament • it was built on the ruins of an an- 
tient temple, dedicated to Augujlm, The arch- 
bilhop is pnmate of Gaul^ and has 48,00a iivres 
a ^tzXn The dean and canons take the title of 
counts, and muft prove their nobility by four deW - 
icents. Their churcli-fervice is fomewhat diffe- 
rent from that of other places in France ; they ^ 
muft fay it all by heart in Gregoriofi long, acd 
without organs. The cupboard near the altar is} 
reckoned a curious piece,, confifting of iwoutient * 
fragments, one of marble, very well wrought,.- 
and the other in the Gothic tafte. The clock on 
the right fide of the choir is eileemed a moil cu- 
rious piece of mechanifin, and was ipade by Lip^ 
fiusy a mathematician of BafiL The chapel^ of 

Bourhun, though in the Gothic tafte is worth fee-' 
ing ; it was. built by cardinal Bourbon archbifhop 
of Lyom^ who lies hece interred ia a masble 
tomb, 

Otber Next to tlie cathedral com^ the cellegmte* 

church of S. Paul^ which was built by faint Sa* 
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Oppofite to S. Paul is the church of S. Laurence^ ' 
where you may lee the tomb of the famous &Vr- 
JUtf chancellor of the univeriity of Paris. The 
chtirch of S. IrcMus is very antient ; ' here is a 
chapel and a well, in which they piclcrvc tha 
relics of a great humber of martyrs. At the 
entrance of the church there is a fine piece of 
Afi>faicy with eight verfes exprelling the death 
amd number of thofe martyrs. The collegiate 
church of S. Jujl is very rich ; the nave and the 
front were elegantly rebuilt m 1703, after the 
deigning of Sieur tie ia Monce : it fiands near the 

' church of the Minim^ who have a handfome con« 
▼tot« S. Nifier is a parochial and collegiate 
church, which was formerly the caUiecIral : the 
great door is very curious ; the choir has feveral 
pi^iures repreienting the life of Chrifi^ which are 
all, except four^ bj Thmas Blancbet : the pidurc 

. of the flagellation is by old Palma. In the fub- 
terraneous chapel of this church, 5. Photinns is 
faid to have affembled the primitive chriftians in 

: time of perfecution* The Domnican church in 

- Ibe Flaie Confirt is worth feeing, becaufe of a 
, very valuable pifhire of S. Thomas the apoftle, 
by Salviatiy and of the many monuments of great ' 
men, who lie here interred. The church of the 
Cordeliers was founded by CbarUs VIII. and /fnne 
0f Britof^^ ' Thefe fathers have the head of S. 
Bonmmtiuri in a £ne filver bufto. In the con- 
vent they fhew the room where this faint died, 
which is converted into a chapel, faid to have 
been defigned by Miibael Angeloy but painted 
by old Stella^ and fupported fa^ four great piU . 
lars of fine grey marble of one piece. The 
altar-piece is greatly cfteemed ; it reprcfcnts 5, 
Francis^ and was drawn by Vannius.

The gre^t one, Utuated below the iquare 
Je Terraux, is one of the moft migttiflcent col* 
leges in tht kingdom, being an txcetlent piece 
of modern and regular architecture, in the form 
of a perfeft fquare. The court is admired for# 
its painting^;, rcprefenting the arms of every pro«^ 
vince of Frame^ zjoA the entire hiftory of tbe^ 
city of Lyons* The church is a very handfome 
ftrufture, dedicate to the Holy Trinity. The- 
library is magnificently built in the form of a 
T. at the expencc of the family of Ftikrcy} it 
is reckoned one of the bcft in the kingdom, con-* 
lifting of about forty^thonfand voleiAesw They 
have here a cabinet of medals and other antiqui^ 
ties, as Roman and Egyptian idols, unextinguifh- 
able lamps^ talifmans, i^c. coUe^ed by _ Pcre la 
Cbaifej and an excellent obfervatcrry^ deligned> 
and built by father John df S. Bonmt. Ther 
cliapel of the congreg^ation bf this place is v.ery^ 
rich. 

Abbey of The abbey of D'Jifiuif without the town isr 
* one of the richeft of .the province* The churdv 

and clcyfters have nothing extraordinary in their 
architecture, but are famous for Icveral autic^uitics.; ' 
This was formerly ihe college called Jthinaum^ 
ereded for the improvement of the Greek and 
Latin tongue by the emperor QtUgula^ wlfo is faid 
to have ordered fuch as were overcome whea 
they contended for the prize of eloquence, to be

The ftair^cafe leading to 
the apartments is efteemed anaccomplilhed work^ 
enriched with' beautiful paintings, by Tlmna$. 

Blanc bet J rcprcfenting the burning of Lyons uiw 
der Ncroy which is faid to have happened by 
lightning. This flair^caie leads to a magnificent 
hall, admired for its bignefs and paintings. From 
thence you go through a little gallery, into ano- 
ther hall, where you fee the portraits of all the . 
French kings that bore the name of Lewis ; the 
cicling is adorned with fome good pieces of per- 
fpe£tive. Among (everal other, halls^ you ought 
to fee that where the provoft of the Marchands, 
and the Efchevins aliemble. The different courts 
of jufticc are held in this town-houfe, where 
they have each their fepcrate chambers, and €X- 
erctfe their refpeftive jurildi&ion. 'Tis h»t€ alio. ' 
the merchants meet, to concert together about % 
commercial affairs. 

The holpital for the fick is a very large edilicc, The 
iituated along the Rhomy and conufting of a pa-J^^« 
vilion in the middle of four great halls. The 
work-houfc, called the Hofpitai of Charity^ is a Tfct irakp 
noble ftrufturc, confifting of nine courts, where 
1 500 j>oor people are conftanly employed* The 
granaries where they prcfcrve their corn, are a^gj^*^'*f**' 
large pile of buildings, and much admired by 
ftrangers. The cuftom-houfe ftands on the great Thetuftona* 
l^^y, clofe to the river, where all the goods that 
come to Lyons ar^ viiited. Juft by, you may 
fee the filk-mllls, which arc made in fuch a man- The fiUu, 
lier, that a iingle woman may turn one of them 
with eafe; they are faftened together, and one 
mule generally turns fcven or eight mills. They 
have an arfenal likewile n\ this city, well furniih- '^^^ 
ed with all neceflary implements pf wan 

The principal fquares are BelUcourj jnpw cal« Thefquafcsi^ 
led Place de Louis Ic Grandj La Place ie Terraux^ 
and J^Jacc Confort. The ii^uare of Bdlccour is . 

much 
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imidi tilt handfomeft, being adorned ttrith verjr 
^eod bonfes, and a fine alley of trees, t€rminat»ii-. 

at one end with the Rhone, and the other with 
the Soane* It has taken its new nanrie from aa 
cqiieftrian fiatue of Lnvis XIV. which was caft 
Paris after die niodel of Coifivoxj uid ftands 
ill the middle of the fquare. The two marble 
figures on the pedeftal reprefentine^ the Rhom and 
the Soantj were made at Parn by Coutoux the 
nMtT. The iqirtTe Dt^ Terraux n next in rank 
toBfibtmnr; it is adorned with a very beautifol 
fbantain in the middle, and with the royal nun* 
nery of S, Peter on one fide, and the town -houfc 
on the other. In the Piace Confort^ there is a 
triMignlar obeiiik, treated in honoiir of Henry 
IV. on which the name ef God i$ engraved iit . ' 
four and twenty languages. 
Antiquities Bcfides thofe already m'entioned, there are a 
great many other remams .of anticjuity in the ci- 
ty, of Ly9m. Nekr the gate of they dif-* 
covered fbme years ago an antrent matifbleniis^ 
fopported in the nature of an akar by four co* 
lumns, and whofe architcfture feemed to be of 
' the afi^e of Jugufius* As there was no infcription 
foQna with it t vanovis opinions were han^ed abont 
concerning Ais tomb ; but the moft probable is 

that of father JVcncJfrhr^ vi%. That it was a 
monument in form of a temple or altar, confe- 
• crated to thejnfmory of one of Jugitftus^s pnefts, 
called Amaneiusy by two of his freed*men, whont 
lie left his jieirs; This conjefture is fupported 
by an infcription foincvvhat to this purpofe^ 
which is ftill preferved in the houie of the count ^ 
CbalmazeL This nntient monument, after hav- 
ing efcaped the fur^ of barbarous ages, was 
ihamefully deftroyed by the magiftrates of Lyoni* 
in 1707, — The aquedufts of Murk Jntony^ a 
Roman c^usef^or, and friend of Julius Citjary are * 
another curiofity worth (being; Thefc ^ aque-

'4ttft8 ate mthout the gates of S. J and bailt 
entirely of fquare ftone. Some years ago, as 

they were digging in the neighbourhood, they 
fouxKi part of the ruins of the burning of Zy- 
under Neroy among the reft two leadea 
pipes half melted, which diftributed the water 
of the aquedufts. Thcfe pipes are now pre- 

ferved in the cabinet of the jefuits college. 

Near the mountain of S* Jujl^ in the vineyard 
of the Urfulim nians^ there Is a reTervoir built 'by 
tdie Romans J to preferve the water of thefe aque- 
da6^s ; this refcrvoir is 45 feet long and 44 broad 
and the w all is three feet thick. --In the ille of 
Barbe there are feveral. conii4erable ruins, and^ 
among the reft, fome low relieifis pi tombs in a 
very good ta(te : one of them repreients the four 
feaions ; and another Bacchus^ with the gods 5y/- 
vanusj Party and Faunus, — In the vineyard of 
* Monf. Caffairey as they were digging in 1676^ 
tjiey difcovercd the face of a wall lined wjth mdaie 
work; but the workmen, in endeavouring to cleat 
away the rubbiih, fpoiled a great part of the fi- 
gures. The pavement however, whicia is 20 feet 
longf and. tea broad, by good luck remained en- 
tire.. It is compofed all o£ moTaic, or of whai; 
the ancients called TeffiUaumj S$SiU^ or Vhrmi'^ 
culatum Pavimenttmm The midale has a iquaro . 
three foot high, and four broad, reprcienting a 
group of four very ingenious and emblematical 
^^res* The other curiofities at Lyom are^ the 
palace, the arfenal, the three forts, vi%. Pierre'^ 
CizCy (already ajcationcd) fort S. yobuy and fort 
S, Clair ; the houfe des Jntiquaiiles ; the ftatue of 
Monf. de la Roche ; the curious cabinet of the iate 
M» Nicolas Graliier de Servien; la CU^ and* 
la Dutbere^ two country-houfes without the ^te 
of f^eje ; the high-roads of Agrippa ; the ancient 

amiiitheau:e m tUc inciokre oi the. Minim ; the 

god.- 
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'god Mithray formerly adored at Lyons^ and no^ 
fhewn in the Hotel de Chevrieres ; the nuns of the 
imperial palace ; and €lpeci ally the antient altar, 
which wns clifcovercdin 1704, in (Jigging on tjie 
mount of Fourvierey with an iofcription, and the 
hesid of a bull in demi-relief on one fide, and 
the head of a ram without an infcription on the 
other. The learned fuppofe this monument to 
have been ei:e£ked to pretervc the memory of a 
Itaurobolus^ or the facrifice of a boll in honour to 
of the goddefs Cyhele. 
'yrade. The trade of Lyons is very confiderable, for 
which it is advantagooully fituated on the rivers 
Rhone and SamCy and in the neighbourhood of 
Swijprlandy Italy ^ and Germany. The chief 
branch of their commerce is In filks and rich fluffs ; 
their lilk tliey have raw from Sicily^ Ktip/cs^ 
- Florence^ and tlie other towns of Itcdyy as alio from 
Laftguedoc and Proz'ence; and after they have 
manufaftured it, diey fend it to moft pam of Eu^ 
rope. In thefe manufadlurcs they formerly em- 
ployed 20,000 men^ but at prefent not near i'o 
many, iince other nations have begun to iet up 
iiik manufaAures. They print likewife abun* 
^ance of books, with which they furnilh the mart 

of Frankforty and other parts of Europe^ but 
this trade is aUb upon the decline. They have 
four annual fairs, with a great many immuni- 
ties, as alio a converfator of their privileges^ 
who determines difputes among the merchants.* 
FuMiciam.They have a great many handfomc Inns at 
Lyonsy the principal of which are the Three Kings 
and Tb^ Dauphtn. There are likwife feveral 
good ordinaries, where you may dine very rea* 
Ibnably.

Xeaving Fontainebieau^ the firft place you come 
to is Mcret J a fmall town of the l/k of Fram e, 
and diilrlft of GatlnoiSy fituatcd at the confluence 
of the rivers Sehi^ and Loin^ in E. long, 2. C5. lat. 
48. 22. It is fvirrounded with pretty good walls^ 
and has a very antient caftle, which has only one 
fmall tower, covered with a terrafs* The great 
church dedicated to Our Lady, is a tolerable 
^hyiAd'iug.'—Pont'fur'Toneis a Unall town on the 
right lidc of this river, within two leagues of 
Sens. It is a modern place, and cbntains nothing 
remarkable*

Sens IS a city of France, capital of the province Sm^ 

oi Scnonoisy lu the government oi CJjampui^n, in 
E. long. 3. 23. lat, 48. 6. It is a place of great 
antiquity, known to the Romans by the name of 
Senonesy and jhendhum Senonum, It is pleafantljr 
lituated in a fine plain on the rivers Tonne and 
l^annc, over the ilrfl of which there is a large ftone 
bridge. • Moft of tlie ftreets are watered with 
fireams which come from the little river Fanne. 
There are thirteen pariihes in the town, but 
it is not fo populous as large. This city is 
the' feat of an archbifliop, and has likevvifc a 
prcfidial and a bailiwic, one of the moft antient 
in France, which depends on the parliament of 

JRar/i« The cathedral of S% Stephen^ a magni* 
, ^ ^ ficcnt 
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Scent ftrudtrre with twogpoat toilers, tseqasf 
in bigncfs t39 Notre Dam$»'Zt ' Ptitis^ - but ■ bet- 
ter built. At the foot of the altar there is a 
golden tabic enriched with precious Hones, upon 
ivbich are efi|;raved, in J^£i^r^ievo^ tKe ioi^r 
cvangelifis, with S. Stephin oOr his knees Jn the 
middle of them. The tombs of the Salltzards^ 
of the archbifliop of Sens^ and the bifliop of An- 
goulemey are worth feeing, bccaufe of the niaible. 
figures, which are well done. .The chapels 
round the choir arevcry tiandfome ; and the win- 
dows are much admired for the paintings, done by 
John Coujin^ wlio was born at Cun^y near Snis. 
TWuntuvt* Viucneuve k Roy is a imall town of the diftri£l 
^ ^^J\ of Senomis in Champagne^ fituaicd on the river

y^iinj. J^'ig^^y is a fmall town of France^ in the go- 
vernment of Cbampagney and diftri£t of Scnonois^ 
in eaft longitude 3. a8« latitude 47. 55. It is 
pleafantly fituated near the banks of the river 
Tonne^ on the declivity of a liill, furroundcd with • 
tliick walls, and large towers. The great cliorch 
is a handfome building; thei-e is likewife a large 
fquare in the iown| a good ftone-bridgc^ altd a 
cafUe.

It is iituatcd 
partly on a hiU, partly in a valley, and watered 
by the river thnne. The river brings f6me trade 
to the town, which is moreover the feat of * a 
prefidial, balliwic, eleftion, andofabi(hop, fufi 
fragan of Sens^ It is adorned with handiome 

Z f^uares. 
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fqaares, and a great many fountains and churches. 
The cathedral of S. Stephen is a magnificent 
ftruflure, with a fine choir and a lofty tower. 
The bifhop's palace is an elegant building; The 
abbey of 5. Germain is famous for the bodies of 
many holy prelate<;^ which are prefervcd in the 
grottos built in 850 by Conrad^ brother of the 
emprefs 'Judith^ and abbot of S. Germain. There 
are a great many convents of men and womea 
within and without the town, belides a college of 
Jefuits, and a comnianclery of the knighis of 
Malta.

■ Dijon is the capital of the duchy of Burgundy^ Oijoiu 
in the kingdom of France^ in eaft longitude 5. 
5. latitude 47. 15. It is iituated between twoSltuatioji. 

fniall rivers which furround it, viz. the Oi/che 
and tlie Sujony at the entrance of a vaft plain. 
It is a town of great antiquity^ faid to have been 
founded by the emperor jiureliafty who gave it 
the name of Divio or Divionumy to appeafc the 
Gods for bavins: deftioved a town where /Sr- 
cu/esy and feme otlier heathen deities, were wor- 
fliipped. It is now. one of the moft confiderable 
cities in the kingdom, being the feat of a parlta- 
itient, appointed by Lewis in 1477, as alfo 
of a prcfidial, .a chamber of accounts, a court 
of jnoney^ and a generality. The city is large BuUdiiiss; 
and well built ; the ftreets well paved, wide, 
IVraight, and lightfome. It is furrounded with 
flrong walls and deep ditches, and fortified with 
twelve baftions. There arc four gates ; clo fc to 
that which goes by the name of fVilliam^ ft and s 
the caftlc, built by Lewis and fortified 

with four large round towers, and two ravelins*

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The town has three iuburbs, that of the gate of 
Oucbe^ that of Nicholas^ and that of S. Peter . 
Without the gate of Ouche^ there is a fine alley 

of trees, which carries you to Beaune* As you 
go out of 5. Peter\ gate, you fee the courlc^ 
almoft a mile lon^i and planted with four rows 
ef trees ; this leads you to a great park, embeU 
liflied with parterres and labyrinths, and termi- 
nated by a terrafs on the banks of the Oucbe^ over 
ulilch is a bridge that communicates with the 
caftle of Colmbierfm 

There are ieven parochial churches in Dijm. 
That of 5. Michael is reniarkable for the beauty 
of its portal, adorned with fculptures. Thehont 
of Noire Dame is very handiome, and principally 
noted for its clock, 1 he church of S. John is 
obiervable for having no pillars to fupport the roof. 
Behind the choir of S. Benig7ius^ tlicre is a very 
antient building of a round ligurc, fupported by a 
hundred and four pillars, and lightened only from 
the top, which is fuppofed to have been a hea- 
tiien temple dedicated to all the Gods, like the 
Pantheon at Rome* It is now converted into a 
Chriftian church. The church called tlie Holy 
Chapel is remarkable for a hoft, which is faid to 
have ihed blodd upon being pierced with a knife 
by a Jew ; and for the efcutcheons of the knights 
of the order of the Golden Fleece^ which are 
pamted in the choir. The Jefuits have -a tine cq1« 
lege^ and a good library, which is open to the 
public The Carthufian monaftery without the 
town is one of the richcft and handibmeft in 
France I their choir is remarkable for two beau- 
tiful marble tombs of Philip the Buldy and John 
his fon^ both dukes of Burgundjf. They have a 
vaft number of other religious houfts of both iexes 
in Dijon J a houic likcvviic for penitent courtefans, 
a feminary for young eccleUafUcs ; and three 

large 
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targe hofpltals, one for orphans^ anethei^ for in- 
digent travellers, aifd a diird for poor iick people; 

Near the holy chapel is an antient palace, in Oiherpub- 
which the dukes of Burgundy formerly refided, 
and where tlie governor of the province, when 
he comes to Dljon^ is nfed to lodge. Part of it 
has been btely repaired, and a new magnificent 

hall added to it, where ihc ftates of the duchy 
of Burgundy hold their n.liemblies. 7'here is a 
handfome fquare, with piazzas before this palace^ 
nnd in the middle an equeftrian ftatue of Lewii 
XIV, made of brais, at Paris^ by Le Hj^gre. 
The j)alace or court where the pailiaineiit of i)/-^ 
jon affeinbles, is alfp an antient building. In the 
front there is a portico fupportcd by four 'co- 
lumns. Charles. IX. built the great hatly which* 
has feveral fhops on each fide. The great cham- 
ber for hearing caulcs was built by Lewis XIF. 
and is remarkable for its beautiful cicling. About 
a mile from Dijo>i is the little town of T^hn^ 
where the dukes of Burgundy once relided. 

Nuys is a finall town of the duchy of Bur- /^r^j,^ 
gfoidvy lituated in a plain 011 a brook called Mi- 
about half way between Dijon and Btaimc. 
It is furrounded with walls and ditches, and has , 
the title of bailiwic, with a court fubj^ft to that 
of Dijon. And yet it coiiilils only of one large 
ftrcct, which is tiiled with nothing hardly but 
cooi>ers, becaufe of the great quantity of wine 
that grows in the neiglibourhood. Thefe wines, 
amd thofe of Vtanncy arc efteemcd the bcft in 
Burgundw 

BecLune is a town of Burgundy in FrancCy in Bistauk 
eait longitude 4. 50* latitude 47. It is lituated 
on the little river of Baigeolfc^ in one of the 
pleafanteft and nioft fruitful parti of the king- 
dom. The town is neatly built, of an oval

The tfcbey J^ot far from Beaune^ is the famous abbey of 
jiiCUtaux. Clteavx^ where the general of the Cificrtian or- 
der rcfidcs. It liad its name (lom a great num- 
ber of ciilcrns dug there under ground, and 
was founded by Otbo L duke of Mur^undy^ in 
io§8.

ChaHont. CJmUons (commonly called Cbalbm fur Saone^ 
to diiUnguiih it from a town in Champagne^ 
named Challons fur Marne) is the capital of the 
territory of Challons in the duchy of Burgundy^ 
in eafl: longitude 5. latitude 46. 40* This is a 
place of gre»t antiquity, as appears from feveral- 
ftatues, mfcriptions, and the ruins of an am- 
phith;;atre. It is very agreeably lituated on the 
river Sawney in a large Uuitful plain, furrounded 

by 
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by a wall, and defended by a caftlc- Here tKc: 
SnoNc forms an ifland ; over it there is a bridge, 
of wood and another- ot ilone. It is divided 
into the old and new town;, the lat;:er inclofe^ 
tlic former, which conilifts only of three long 
directs, l^eginning at tlic ftonc-bridge, and end- 
ing at tlie gate of Beauyic. In the middle ftrcct,. 
which is the largeft^ you mnj^ fee the .palace of 
the bailiwic, a -mockrn building iituated near 
"die riven Cballom is the (eat of a bifliop, who* 
is iuffragan of Lyons. . The cathedral dedicated 
to S. Vincent has lome monuments of the anlient 
counts of Challons. The town-houfe, the Jefuits 
college, ^nd the commandery of. S» Stephen jaind 
, fiv yohfty are worth feeing. There is a very 
• agreeable walk to the ctftle, from whence you 
have a delightful profpeft. 

Tournus is afmall town of the diftrift of .A/5sf-.^*<"<»*»»- 
cdnmis in the duchy of Burgundy, fituated on the 
right bank of the river Saone. The town is of 
an oblong figure, and contains a collegiate 
church, two parillies, a convent of RecoUefls^ 
aiid another of BenediSin^j whofe abbot is lord 
of the place. The adjacent couiltry is one of 
the pleafanteft and moft fruitful parts of all Buf'^

jMacon is tlie capital of the diftri£l of Afu'" Mstw* 
connoh in the dnchy of Burgundy^ in eaft lon- 
gitude 4» 55« latitude 46* 22. This is a very 
antient town, fituated on the declivity of a hill^ 
on the weft fide of the river Saone^ over which^ 
there is a fine ftone bridge, which joins it to the 
fuburb of S, Laurence. The town extends itfelf 
in the foim of ft crefcent, and contains about fix 
thOuiand people* The flreets are narrow and 
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i!l-pavcd. It is the feat of a bifhop fufFragan of 
Lyons^ as alfo of a preiidial, and a governor, 
who is the king's lieutenant. The cathedral, de-* 
dkated to Vincent^ is a dark old buildings but 
n famoitt for its harmonious diiines. The epif«. 
copal palace, fituateJ in the fquare of the old 
caftle, is reckoned a handibme ftrufture. There 
are leveral religious houfea of both fexe«, a band-** 
fi>me college of Jefuits, and two gopd hoipttals^ . 
The vines of Macon are in great ndleem all cnrer 
France^ . ' 

Viiif- Vtlkfranche is a fmall town, the capital of the 

fi0%itu iHftria of £umjolois^ in the goyemment of Lyo- 
nets J in tfrance, in eaft loneitude 4. 45. Utitode 
46. Humbert IV. lord of BeaujeUy the founder 
of this town, in ^ider to draw inhabitants, grant- 
ed the particular privileee to hulbands ot beating 
their wivd^ , even to uie eif uiion of blood, fo 
that death did not enfue» It i& fituate on the 

Morgoffy which falls into the Saom about three 
miles lower down. The town confifts chiefly 
of one very handibme ftreet with a pkafant 
fountain in the middle, frcon whence you j;nay 
efily fee the two gates. It is fortified with good 
walls, and ,dcep ditches, has a collegiate church, 

' an academy, an eleiiion, a bailiwick, and a ma-* 
gazine of fait. There is a very particular cuftom 
in the diftriil of VilkfroHthi^ Aat in harveft 
time, the ])Oor people go and cut down the corn 

, without leave of rlie proprietors, and take the 
tenth Uieaf to thcroielves in payment for their 
trouble. This is* called La cLrpiJIi^ . and hat 
.been long complained againft by th^e proprietors, 
bur in vain. 

Trcvmut. Thofe who have a mind 10 fee Ac piincipa- 
lity ol ,J)umbtSy muft pafs the SoQne^ before they 
coine to P^tlhtjrancbej in order to go to TrmtOrx 
the capital. This principality belongs to the duke 
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of AfatHiy and has a parftament which is held at 

H'revoux* Here is a hanclfome college of Jefuils, 
a deanery, a good pnnting-houfe, and leveral 
religious honfes of both feus. The Qmmbr4: dn 
tt'cfity the Hotel de Monmifiy and the governor!^ 
patace, are the buildings nioft dcferviftg of notice. 
The journal of arts and I'cicnces, under the nnine 
of TrcvQuxy is wrote by the Jcfuits of Furis^ 
who alfo compofecl the dictionary of that name, 
Yrivartium^ the Laiin name, is owing to its 
having been built upon the fpot, where one of 
the hii^iA loads made by jignp^a in Gaul divided 
itfeU lato three. 

Rmarkahle places in the third routCy by the

Setting out from Parti the firft place you come 
to is (MarentM^ a fmall town in the ille of CtsrmtfMC- 
France^ fituate a little above Paris^ at the con^* 

flux of the Seine and Marne^ in caft longitude %^ 
te. latitude 48. 45. It was remarkable for a 
Eandfome churchy wliere the proteftants of Pwrii 
performed their worfhip before the revocation of 

the edift of Nantsxw 1685, when It was rafcd 
" to the ground, and a nunnery ercftcd in 1703 
in the fame place. The road from Porn as far 
as Mongeron is through a fine level country. At 
yillemuve S. George you change horfes. From 
. A'ljngeron to Luurjuui you go through the foreft 
of Senar. At Lit ur fain you change horfes, and 
from thqnce you travel through a plain and two 
little woods^ one on the right and the other on 
the left, till you come to Mslun^ where the

AL'lun IS a town of the ille of France j fituatc SUlun* 
on the river Seine ^ ineaft longitude 2. 45* la- 
titude 48^ 30, It is a place of great antiquity,

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fuppofed to be the Melodunum of Cajar. Iq 
form and lituation it cxa&ly refembks ParUy the 
nytr Seifm formiog an ifland in the middle, an<i 
dividing it into three jparts, which have a commu- 
nication by bridges. It is fortified with a caftle, 
encompalfed with large fuburbs, and has the 
title of a vifcountv. There are fevcral hand- 
ibme chtlrches in the town, an abbey dedicated 
to S* Peter^ ' and fome other religious houfcs. 
Here arc likevvife the ruins of an anticnt temple 
dedicated to the goddcfs ^« The inhabitants 
have a good trade in corn, flower, wine, and 
cheefe, which they fend to Paris by the river 
Seine. 

From Aft'Iun to Aforct (a town defcribed ia 
the preceding route) the road is through heaths^ 
tliickets, and the foreft of FouMtainebleau^ except 
about a mile and half of champain country, 
as vou come out of Afelun. Towards Faience^ 
there is a wood called the wood of Valence. * 
From M'jret to Faufpirty you pais through a val4 
ley \ the reft of the road as far as Juxcrre^ is 
all through a fine plain. At Pont fur Tonne the 
coach fets up for all night. The next morning 
* you fet out early and pafs through SenSy a city 
already defcribed in the preceding route. At 
Maijon ilambe you change horfes, and from 
thence you come to Vtlleneuve le Roy^ defcribed 
alfo in the preceding route. You change horfes 
again at Fiikcarricrey and dine at Joigny^ a town 
of Champagne^ defcribed in the preceding route* 
At Befffhu^ Regendcj and Auxerre, you change 
horils. Juxerre has biicn defcribed in the ^le- 
ceding route. 

From Auxerre to Vtrmion you continually 
mount and defcend, the country being very un- 
even/ At Brice you change norfes, and lie at 
VermentQu. The next mormag you ici out early, 

and 
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and ia the way to Sercy le Sec' you go through a- 
little wood, which is reckoned very dangerous^ 
^nd ib is the wood on the other iide of ^'my k 

Sec. From Lucy le Bois to SouvJgny you pafs 
through another wood, which is no way dange- 
rous. Between Souvigny and Cu0j there is a great 
pool (urrounded with woods^ called the pool of 
Tobias, which is reckoned a very dangerous place,. 
•At Q^ffy you change horfes, and between that 
place and La Roche En Breni, you pal's through: 
the woods of Empingnepain, otherwife called La 
Grurie^ 'where you muft be upon your guards. 
At Ln Roche the coach ftopi to dine ; and from- 
thence to Saui'mt the road is all throuHi woods 
and thickets, till you come within a mile of 
Saulieuy where you change horfes. SauUeu isa^**^'^-'- 
iTmaU town in the duchy of BargunJy^ iituate 
on a riling ground, furrounded with walls and • 
'cUtclies.. It has two gates, and five fubnrbs, 
which are larger ilian the town^ There is a 
public college, and a finall hofpital in this place, 
whidi is fubjeA in temporals as weiPas fpirituats, 
to the hlilio^) of Jutiin, Near Alanpas^ liicrc arc • 
two places, one called k petit bras rie fer^ and the 
Other la maijon de cbampSy the pailagc through 
which is reckoned dangerous. From Maupax to 
Arnay k Due, it is all -a good road, exceptthrougK 
the wood of yoKe^ At Pouche you cliange horfes,, 
and fet tip for all night at Aniay le'Duc^. 

Arnay U Due is a linall town of the duchy of Array 
\Burgun(fy^ in the diftrift of on the river ^"^^ 

jirrouxy and one of the- feats - of' the bailiff of 
^du,xois. There are tluce gates to the town, to 
each a fuburb, and but one parifh church* At 
the furtlier end of the fuburb of S, James there 
is a little , priory of the order of BenediS^ whofe / 
church is very antient ; the prior has jurilchftion i 
ia ilie town. . There is an hofpital here, aiid a

uinch was fuppofed to have been erected in me-

Micaulu At Tvry ydu change horfesy and are 
obliged to have a relais of ten, becavife of the bad 
road from hence to Rochepot^ where you paft 
thraugh the great bog caUed de la Fkk*^ Wtetn 
Mocbfpot to S. *AuiiHy the road is very narrow all 
through vinQyards, as alfo from S. Jubin to Chag^ 
vv. At Chagny you change horfcs, and from 
thence to ChaUom the road is through v^oods^whiciii 
take the name of Chagnj. At Aiint Fargnix ycxx * 
lee the end of the foreft <^ BeauregmrJ, whick 
is forty five miles in circumference. 

At Challonsy 2l city defcril)ed already in the 
preceding Kirtite^ the coach ,ftops to dine. .From^ 
thence to Seitny the road is through a woo«l 
railed la Grolu Between Senecy and Twmm 
there is a great heath. Tourwis has been already 
d-efcribed in the pi^eceding route; from thence 
you proceed to Macon^ defcribed likewife in the 
fame place, and there the coach fets up for aH 
night. YxQmJitacon to Afaifon Blanche the road 
is very narrow. Near Maifon Blanche you pafs 
through a valley, and thence come to^.a large • 
heath* Fi^m Vtlkfranche to Lyons the road is 
good, except through £)me thickets towards 
EfchclUs and MamhaU 
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Remarkabh places in the firjt route from 
Lyons to Iul)r> by Marieilles aud ioi^ 
lorn 

From Lyom you may go down as fiar as Auig^ 
, mn by water ; for there arc boals that dekend 
ilie Rhone akaoft every day^ and move witb 
great expedition on tliis rapid river. Travdliing 
by land you come to S. Saphonn^ a fmall town 
about ieven miles diflant from kienne, and fa- 
mous for its poft-afles^ whkh gp from hence to 
Lymsy and perform their ftagcs as ivelL as horfer,. 
but will not be driven an inch farther by any 
means whatever.

Vicnne Is the capital of the territory of Fiennciiyininmt!^ 
in the governmeat of Datiphinc in Framty in 
eaft longitude 4. 44* latitude 45. 35. This is 
one of the moft antieni towns in Europe^ Julius 
Citfar refided here a confiderable time^ and made- 
it his magazine for provifioas and arms,- As a- 
proof of its. antiquity, tlicre are ftill the remains- 
of an amphitheatre^ and fome other Roman ruins* 
It is ftiil flourith^lng city^ betog; the capital of * 
the lower Dtmpbiniy afid the ieat of an arch- 
biiliopric, bailiwic, aiul piefidial, which depends 
on die parliaovent ,of GrinoUe. It is iksated oa 
the Mkotti^ and covered by high momtains, whidi- 
confine it to the banks of tint river^ Thil fitmh 
tion is not very pleafant and befides the ftrccts 
are narrow, imeven, and ilt-paved» But the 
neighbouring fields on the lide of jSuigJio»^, anvl 
the banks of the Rhone^ are exceeding JbeaocifcL 
It is about five miles in circumiecenrs^ includii^ 
a mountaia on which were two ftrons caflles in , 

16 the 
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the time of the Romansy now called Pipet & ta 

Bafftere^ and of which there arc flill fome con- . 
liderable remains. The little twqx Jere^ which 
falls from the rocks between thefe two cafties into 
Rhonty divides the town into two uhequal 
parts ; thefe conununicate with one another, by 
incans of two bridges. The fmalleft includes the 
priory of S. Marti?i, and the church of S. Se^ 
veriiSj adorned with a fquare tower* In the 
ethtr part^ at the foot oF the caftle of Pifety 
there IS a convent of Capuchins, and a hand- 
lonie college of Jefuits. Defcending from thence 
tlirough loine narrow ftreets, you fee a chapel 
.called Our Lady Life^ which is faid to have 
been the Praturhim of Pilaie^ ga*^rnor of this 
town. Over the door there is a ftonc ball with 
this infcription. Hoc ejl pomvm fceptri P Hatty 
They pretend likewife to fliew the houfe where 
Pantius Pilate lived during bis exile^ (for he is 
faid to have been banifhed hither by Tlbertm) the 
tower where he was impriioiied, and the lake 
where he is reported to have drowned himfelf, 
. The cathedral dedicated to 5» i^/^/^nV^ is a mag- 
liificent Gothic firufture, and ilands upon an 
•eminence to which you afcend by upwards of 
twenty fteps. It has neither hangings nor piftures, 
but is (juite plain, like that of iS\ John 2X Lyiom* 
Tbe \w^Us of the cloyfter are built of pieces of 
figured cobimns, which are fuppofed to be the 
remains of an anti/jiit amphitheatre. There are 
feven parifhes in I icnne, two collegiate churches, 
and feveral religious houfes of men and women ; 
the two coll^iate churches of S* Peter and S. 
Stephen y and the BenediSiin abbey of Andrew 
are tlie moft worthy of notice. The archbinioj)'s 
vpalace is a good convenient building. Near it 
IS the h^Ur called the Ckmentmey from riie con- 
ftitutions made there by. Qemnt at the time 
X of 
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of the general council. The abbey of 5. 'Peter Is 
very antient; here, as well as in other churches, 
there are a vait number of antient infcnptions* 
Tbis city is famous for feveral Qouncils, as Uke«» 
wife for abolifhing the order of the TimplitrSj and 
for the inftltutlun of the fcail ut tlic iacrameat. 
The inhabitants have a very conficlerable trade 
in paper, iron, and fteel wares, but efpecially in 
fword blades^ the water of the little river ym 
• being (aid to have a particular virtue to perfeCI: 
the tuiuper of ilccl. Five hundred paces from 
' die gate of Avignon, there is an antient pyra- ' *" 
mid called the NudUy made of very Iiard ftones 
without any cement. Tl^ere is no infcription, 
but It is generally believed to have been defigned 
for the tomb of fome antient Roman. 

In your way from Fienne to f^alcncCj you pali 
through S. Ramberty a fmall town of the Vten^ 
mis on the Rhone. Thence you proceed to & 
Valiery alfo a little town of the Fiennohy plca- 
fantly lituated in the fruitfulleft part of the coun- - * 
try. Thence you come to Tbein, a large town 
of the fame diitriA of f^iemohy lituated on the 
river Rhone. It is mentioned in TheoehJais^% mafs 
by the name of jtegna^ and is remarkable chlcily * 
for that excellent wine, known by the name of 
Hermitage, from an hermitage lituated on that 
fruitful hilK It is faid that there are fome gold 
mines upon this fpot. 

Over againft Thdn^ on tliC other fide of the ' 
Rhone^ Hands the little town of TonrnoHy in theTwnww* 
government of Languedocy and territory of /ri- 
varezy in eaft longitude 4. 45^ latitude 44* 50. 
It is fituated on the fide of a mouncsun, at the 
bottom of which l uns ihc Rhone. The moft 
remarkable building is the Jefuits college, which 
was founded here by cardinal . Tourmn in the 
fi;Kt;eeiitlt century-. The college^ is^ handfome 

piece 
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piece of modern architefture, very agrcenbly fitu- 
ated on the uanks of the Rhoney and adorned with 
a beautiful church and excellent librarf* This . 
town hat federal other momifteiies, as ukewife a 

cuftlc, with the title of a county, belonging to 
the family of runtadonry and extends its juriidic* 
tioa over ieventy-two pariihes. 

IL Valence. 

Fskncu Valciue is a city of FroitcCj and capital of Va* 
Immnois in Lower Datipbinty m tzSt longitude 4. 
50. latitude 45. It is a place of great antiquity^ 

laid to have bJecn a c-olony of %he Romans j who 
gave it the name of J'aJcnt'idj becaufe of its 
ftrength. *'Tis nowakrge well-builr town, litu* 
Med on the Rhone, and the fee of a biihop fuffira'* 
gan of Vtenne. It is 'divided into two parts, the 
town and the borough ; the laitc r lies in a bot- 
tom watered with rivulets, and encloled with 
double walls and ramparts* From thence there 
is a gentk afcent to that part called the tcwn^ 
which IS built on a fmall platform, . where the ' 
ftreets are very narrow and winding; Here yon 
lee the abbey of S. Rujfy which is a fine Gothic 
building* Proceeding a little further you come 
to the market-place, called Ld Pierre^ or the 
ftone, becaufe the meafures made ufe of for corn 
. are hollow ftones. A hanclfome wide ftrect car- 
,ries you from hence to the great fquare, where 
ftands the tathedrat-, a noble ftru^re^ dedicated 
to S. AffolHfians. The churches of S. Piter and 
Si yabn :ivt icmrirkable for their antiquity, ar- 
ticular ly the church of John, which was a Ra^ 
man Pantheon* In the cloyfters of the 66r* 
fkliersi they fhew the ikeleton * of a giant 
called Buardusj fixteen feet high, lliey have 
an univcrfity here which wa;S removed from 
4 GrtnQbli 
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CrcHohle in 1453, by Leivts XI. The towfi 
has, among other jurikli£k!ons, that of a feneichal 
m4 a prefidiaL The Beighbouung country is ex- 
ff trancly pioafiiat^ iho hilU lying about it In the 
jporm m a crc&etnt on the one iide^ and tli«r ShoHi 
with its beautiful meadows bcin^ open to it on the 
other. 

MonteHwWl i$ a fipall ipwn of iow^ I>tf«- MdnteVmart 

fbuUy fitutted oa the little river Rthiw^ about a 
mile from the Bhmty in a fertile plain. There is 

a citadel here which ftarxis on an erninence. The 
town is well built, and pretty populous, being a 
great thorotigh-farc to Cataioniaj Provejtce^ and 
Jiafy. The collegiate chufioh is fubjeA tp the 
immediate jurifiliftion of the fee of Romi. They 
have feveral convents of men and \%t)mcn, among 
which, that of the Jeiuits i& the moft remark- 
able. The neighboont^ tesritory is noted for its 
• excellent wiue^ 

Pont S, FJprlt is a fmall town of LanguecloCy Pwt 
fix miles diftant from PalUy fituated on the right ^^7^' 
hank of the river Rhone, in cad longitude 4« 45* 
latitude 44. 20. The ftreets are narrow ana ^ 
the houfes indifferently built. The ftone bridge 

ever the Rhone Is one of the iineft in Europe^ 
» being eiglit hundred and forty yards long, and 
iive yards lixteen inches wide, fuftained by 
%wen]t/*fi)C arches* It is faid to have been built 
by a monk, with the offerings made by devo\i€ 
. people, at a church or cbnj)cl dedicated to the 
Holy Ghoft, out of companion to the misfortunes 
of fo many people who had been drowned in the 
Bhomtj which runs here with incredible rapidity^ 
It was begun in the year 1265, and finiflied about 
the year 1309. They have a ftrong citadel at the 
■ foot of it, coniifting of tour royal baitions^ tins 
being a very important pafs« - . 

■ From 
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From Pont Efprit you may go to Orangey 
s\nd thence to Chateauneuf and jtuignon. Orange 
is the capital of the principality of that name lii 
the province of Daupbhuj in eaft longitxide 4. 46; 
latitude 44. 10. It is iitiiated in a fine large plain 
Watercvi with a vaft number of little rivulets, on 
the caft-fidc of the river Rhone. This town made 
a coniiderable figure in the time of the Romans ■ 
by whom it was called Aurofio Cavaruniy and' Se^ 

cundancrum C^^olonia, being the garrifon of their 
fecond legion. They adorned it with feveral 
buildings, whcreoi there are ftill iome rums lef ^ 
particularly pf an amphitheatre, a circus, anacjae-*- 
a public bath, and a triumphal arch atooft* 
intirc, dedicated to Afarius, This town and 
principality were formerly fubjeft to tlie princes- 
of Orange^ but were yielded to France by the 
peace of Utreebty tho' the title is fiiU retained by 
the houfe of Naffau. It is now a bifhop's fecj 
fuiiVagan of ArleSj and has a court of iinanees, a 
mint, and an univerfity, founded by Raymond VI. 
prince of Orangey in The country is 

pleafant, abounding with com andiruit,.but liaUo. 
to frei^ueat wiuui.. 

HI- A V I c K o 

j4utgnon is a city of Provence in f^ancty andfl 

Ccipital of the counly of Fcnaifjiny in caft longi- 
tude 4, 40, latitude 43. 50. fituated on the eaft- 
fide of the river Rhone. This is a very anticnt 
city ; the Rsmam called it Avemo Cavanaru At" 
ter a great many revolutions, it came to the pope, 
under whofejurifdidion it ftiU continues. Pope 
Clement V. removed the pontifical fee hither in 
1^309, w^ere his fuccelTors lived till 'Tis 
now a fine large city, furrounded with a . flone 
tvalU rather beautiful than ftrong, and with ditches 

• fillcdi 
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filled in fome parts with water. Pope Sixtus V. 
made it the fee^of archbiihop, before which it 
was ibfFragan of Jrles. It has ibmeftately buildings, 

and very agreeable avenues. The cathedral, de- 
dicated to the Virgin Mary, is a noble ftrufture'j 
remarkable for its great altar, the tombs of leve-^ 
ral popes and bilhops, and for the chapel of our 
Lady, which is admirably well painted. The 
treafure of the Sacrifty is worth a traveller's cu- 
riofity. The palace of tlie vice-legate was the re- 
"fidence of the pope, when the fee was at Avignmi 
the great hall is adorned with good paintings, as 
alio the chapel, and the other aparmcnts. The 
little palace belonging to the archbifhop is a haiid- 
fome fl:ru£lure. The church of the Cciejims is a 
magnificent building, in which there is a pifture 
of the carrying of the crofs in mofaic work rec- 
koned a mallei - piece in its kind. The tomb of 
5. Bene%et^ a little fliepcrcl, who built the bridge 
of Avignon^ is a curious piece. In one of the 
halls of the convent there is a large ikeleton,^ ad- 
mirably well painted by king Rene, and faid to 
reprcknt a beauty whom he admired. On the 
coffin, a longfideof it, there is a painted cobweb, 
which you would take for a real one, unlefs you 
tottcfaea it. The chapel of the black Penitents at 
the Cordeliersj is adorned with excellent paintings 
of Mi^ Hard of JvignGn, Among other curiolities 
in their church you may fee the tomb of Laura^ 
whom Petrarch has immortalized by his verfes» 
This tomb was erefted by Francis I. who like- 
wife wrote the epitaph. The Jefuits have two 
colleges, both of wliich are handfome buildings. 
The church of $• Mariialf belonging to the Be^ 
nidi£iinsy has feveral fine marble tombs ; and in 
that of 5. Didier there- is a beautiful tomb of 
cardinal Peter Daminnus, adorned with marble 
ftatues. They have aa univeiiuy, which was 

founded 
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founded in 1503, by Qkorles If. king of Jerufa- 
km and Sicily^ and count of Prcrjence. T he civil 
government is adminiftcred by the vice-legate, 
the rota, and the vigukr. The Jcwi have a lyna- 
gogxic here ; they arc miferably poor, and deal 
oiiefly in cid clothes. There is a wooden bridge 
here upon the Rhom^ which is almoft gone :o 
ruin for want of repair. In the little borough of 
Villeneuvf^ the other fide of the bridge, there is a 
kandibme convent of CarthnfitmSj wfaofe church 
IS npuch admired for its paintings. Not far from 
Avignon is the fountain of Vauclufe^ where the lit- 
tle river Morgue has its fource, inclofed with hilU 
and mountains, which form the valley of Vau- 
clnfe. Here it was that the famous Pitrarcb fixed 
his Parnaffus, and compofed the moft part of his 
works in praife of the beauiitul Laura^ wira 
whom he fell in love in this country. Near thu 
iaiue fource they fhew you fome num, which 
they call tbi cajiie efPnrartb. ^

Atx is the capital of Provatu in FrwiKt^ in 
eaft longitude 5. 25. latitude 43. 30. Situated in a 

plain on the little river ArCy almoft furrounded 
with fruitful hills, and watered with feveral foun- 
tains. This city is faid to have been built by 
Cmm Sejttius OdvinuSy a Roman conful, who 
called it Sextl^y from his own name ; and Aqua^ 
becaule of the hot- baths and other fprings in the 
neighbourhood. 'Tis now a large welt built city, 
faid to refemble Parh the moll of any town in 
the kingdom, for. the beauty of its buildings, the 
politcnefs of the inhabitants, its fpacious l^u ares, 
and beautiful fountains. This city ha? a parliament 
which was fettled by Liwii %X\. in 1501 ; like- 
wife a chamber of accounts, a court of aids, a 

ieneichal*8 
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(enefctwrsjuritaiftiop, a generaftty, ttmint, afid 
an univerlky. It is alio the feat or" an archbilhop, 
uho is always chancellor ot the uiuverlity. The 
cathedral d^icated to Savimr is a fine Gothic 
batlding, remarkable for a beamifol font of mzr*^ - 
ble, and fome haiidfome tombs. The chapter of 
5. Saviour is one of the moft confiderable in 
Frwue. The fouare of the Domlnicam is very 
1)eautifol; here uands the palace where the parlia- 
ment and courts of jufttce are held. In this pa- 
lace there is a chamber in which the kin<rs of 
France are painted on i'quare compartments. The 
J eiuits church and college are handfome ftruc- 
tnres of modem trchiteftore. The chapel of the 
congregation is very bcantiful, being noted for ^ 
eight large ftatues by the hunouii llulptor Paget i 
the altar- piece, repreicnting the annunciation, is 
^mired by conooiilettrs for its compofition, and 
the bcantf of colouring. In the fi^uart of Oi^M- 
ulh diere is a courfe coniiftins: of three fine walks 
cf trees of a great length, with elegant uniform 
buildings on each £deof it, and embellifhed with 
fountains* The town houfe is a handfome build- 
sagt lemarkable for one of the fineft clocks in 
Franuy and for a public library. The market^ 
place is large, and well fupplied with provifion of 
all forts. In the church of the Fathers of tiM 
Oratory^ the higli altar 5s worth attention ; the 
architedure is. of the Carintbian order, and the 
. fix piftures decorating it are by Migmrd; there 
are alio fome other good pieces by the Tame hand. 
In a little chapel in the court-yard, belonging to 
thoie fathers, there are about twenty curious [Mc- 
tures of the lifie of Chriji^ and cUiferent faints, by 
a famous; old painter of this city, named Dant, Ja 
the chapel oi" the u^'ljitc Ft ni tents ^ there is an ad- 
mirnblc, bus rdUJ of white marble^ repreienting 

our 
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Ci;ir Lady of Ptety^ faid to be dond by 
chad Jnoelo, On the cidiiig of this chapel ther6 
is a pidure of the refurreflion by Dartt^j which 
is extolled as a mailer* piece; The mxm of tl^ 
Vijitation have a handfome church and convent. * 
The church and convent of the Dominican friars 
arc worth kcing; In the clojUer are painted"- 
till the great men of the order. From the librai-y 
YOU liave a very pieplant profpeft of the neigh- 
bourhood of Atx : the rcfeftory and the kitchen- , 
arc extremely well contrived. In the church of 
the Carmelites you fee a very remarkable pic-. 
ture, drawn by the good king RenL In the 
church of the barefooted Carmelites^ there are- 
three pi£iurcs by Daret. The priory of tho- 
knights of Afalta is remarkable for its tombs^ 
and for thi ciiriofities of the facrifty. In the 
fuburb of the, Cordeliers^ there* is a great iquare,- 
where they drink the mineral waters, which ♦ 
were difcovered the beginning of this ccntoryw 
By the medals, and other antlcnt monument! 
found here, it appears to be the place where 
Sextm^s baths were iituated. In .1705, they 
difcoyered la ftone three feet long, and a half 
wide ; on this ftone was an altar mth z -Pria* 
pus of an extraordinary fr/e, and thefe three 
letters,./. H. C* that is, in hortorum cujlodiarriy 
or Jucmdo hortcrum eujiodi. Here the Car^ 
tlni^fts have a handfome church* The coorfe 

without the gate of S. Lewis is terminated by 
the front of the church of the Recollecls^ which 
makes a very pretty appearance. In the gar- 
den there, is a curious grotto. The hofpiul, 
called la Cbariti^ is a handfome commodioot 
building. " ' ■

Marfeilks is a city ajod port-town of Provence Marfetlin* 
in France^ fituated on a nne bay of the il&^i- Suaattoa^ 
terraneauy in eaft 'longitude 5. 20. latitude 43* 

15. It is a place of great anti^juily, i^cnc rally Antiquity* 
faid to have been founded by t\iQ Phodafis^ about 
586 years before Chri/L 'Tis now one of the 
largefl, handforoeft and moft trading cities in 
the kingdom, fituated at the bottom of a" hill, 
which riles in the form of an amphitheatre as it 
recedes from iht- fca. The harbour is one of ^*'*m>w» 
the bcft and. fafell in the Mediterranean^ and' 
the ufual ftation of the French king's gallies, but 
will not admit of Ihips of above five or fix him- ♦ 
dred tuns. It is of an oval form, and fur round- 
ed with a key 1400 paces long, on which are 
built the fineft houfes in the town. T\ie en* * 
trance of the port is narrow; and (hut with a

The town was much enlarged by the late Fortifica. 
king, and well fortified with watts, baftions, and^***^'* 
ditches ; it has fix gates, whereof that called the 
Royal is very well built, and ornamented' with * 
the ftatues of S. Lazarus and S. ridor. The 
citadel is near the harbour, commanding the 
wtiole town ; and its fortifications, reach to the 
mouth of the port. .

- rope. Here you may fee the great hofnital for ' 
tlie Haves, and the ari'enai coniilling of fix large 
pavilions, and as many fronts, with a great 
iquare for building the galleys* : Within canon 
reach of the Tetraoon that commands part of 
the town, there is a fort called N'drc Dame de - ■ 
la Garde^ from wheiice the Inhabitants can efpy

Bttiidings. MarfeilUs is a very populous city, being faid 
to contain 100,000 inhabitants. It is the lee of 
a bifhop, fuiFiagan of Jixj of a court of ad- 
miralty, a viguiery, a fenefcbal's jiiri(3i£^ion, and 
a bailivvic. It is divided into the old and new 
town ; the old ftands on an eminence above the 
port,, where the itreets are narrow and dirty, 
and the houfes very indiifevent. On the other 
hand, the new town is perfeftly well built, par- 
' The Conrju ticularly the ftreet called the Courfe^ which is 
one of the lineft in Europe, the houfes on each, 
fide being uniform and magnificent, and between 

Cathedral them a charming walk of trees* The cathedral 
dedicated to 5. Lazarus is a dark old building in 
the old town, faid by fome to have been dedi- 
cated to Venusy and by others to Diana of Epb^-^ 
fus. The treafiire of this church is very con* 
fiderable ; and ihe'rt are ftill fome large pillars 
on wliich the idol is faid to have flood. Here 
is a piece of marble wit*h an Arabian infcrip- 
tion, faid to be the epitaph of fome Aiahometan 
prieftk In the chapel behind the choir you lee 
a beautiful rcprcfentarion in dcmi- relief of Chriji 
in the fepulchre, all of white earthen ware.

Other Lady de jicoules is a fine large church, which

The abbey of S. FiBor of the 
order oi S. Btrirdlfl^ is a hand fome large edifice, 
iituated at the foot of the citadel, and incloied 
with walls like a caftle. The church is famous

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dalen is iaid to 4iave lived fix or feven years* tn 

tlie monaftery there is a great number of tombs 

and antient mfcriptions. The Carthuajins are 

within lialf a league of tlie town. 

The town-houfe is fituated on the port oppo<« Towa* 

ilte the galleys ; 'tis a neat, tliough not a lar^ hodc* 

building. The moft remarkable beauty of this 

eciihce are the town arms on the truntiipiec^ 

carved by the famous Pugeu 

The trade of this city is the moft confiderable TnAu 

of any place in the Afedlterraman. They . have 
fcvcral manufafturcs of their own, but the loyal 
manufaftovy of iilk furpallcs the reft. 

As you approach MarfeilUs towards the fea, NeSglibogf* « 
you have a very agreeable profpeft. The townli9^« 

' appears like a jrreat terrafs raifed on the Vea-> 
fliore, before wlucli you fee the ifles of //*. Rat- 
toneauy and Pomeguesy which are only three miles 
off. In each of thefe iiles there is a ilrong caille, 
aad z-Laxaritto for performing quarantine. On 

. the land fide, you behold one of the fineft plains 
in Europe^ in which there arc very near fix thou- 
fand country houles called Bajiides^ belonging to 
the merchants and tradeimen of Marfeilks. Thefc 
Bfiftides coniift of a finall pavilion, with a garden 
or vineyard, whither the inhabitants retire from 
the nolle of the town. 

From^ Jkfarjeiiks to Tjmlon the road is ftony and 
moutttunous ; t3ie mouiumins are fo perpemicu- 
larly high, and hang over in (bme places, that 
they look dilmal as well as barbarous and ex- 
tremely barren. In the road to Toulon you pafs 
through the little town of Jub^pu^ which has 
&e title of a- baiony, and belongs to the bilhop 
of Marfsilles. ^

But that which is moft admired, is the 
great clock, finilhed ia 1573, famous 
Habrechty remarkable for inewing the motions 
of the planets, the incre^ and diecreafe of the 
moon, with the motion of the (fan through the 
figns of the zodiac ; but a great part of the 
mechaniim has been for fome time out of 
order. ' 
T|ie town^houfe is a large iqaare edifice ter- 
* minated by two advanced pavilions, the front of 
whidi is ornamented with antient painting ; 
the infide anfwers in every refpeft its external 
beauty. The epifcopal palace^ as well as thofc

55, This is »-vcry antient city, ori- 
ginally founded, as His faid, by the Druhhy and 
beautified by the emperor Jlurdian^ who gave it 
tiie name of Atmlianum* 'Tis now one of the 
langeft and pleiGfant;efr cities in Frana^ the fee of 
a bifhop, fuffragan of ParUy and gives title of 
duke to the iiifi: prince of the blood. The ftreets 
are neat and broad, and the houfes in general arc 
fair and beautiful, though antient. 1 he town- is 
fortified after the anticnt way, and has fix gates. 
The cathedral 5s a fine Gothic ftrufturfe, remark- 
able for one of the handibmeft and higheft fteeplcs , 
in Europe. The, town-houie is a noble firufture, 
with a lofty tower, crc£lcd by Charles VIL in, 
1458.

This is one of 
the pleafanteft cities in France^ argceably fituatcd 
on the declivity of a hill, on the north bank of 
the river Loircj and fnrronnded with a moft 
beautiful fertile country. Over the river there is 
a hnndfome ftone-bridge, which joins the fuburb 
called Fienm to the town. On the bridge there 
is an infcription, fhewing that Henry \Y. rebuilt 
it, in 1 598. The caftle of Bhis^ where Ibme of 
the French kings h:ive kept their court?, is a fuinp- - 
tuous building, begun by Lewis XII. and fi- 
mihed by (uccecding princes. The weft fide, be- 
^ gfttn by Gajhn duke of Orleans^ tinder the direc- 
tion of the celebrated Francis Martfard^ is a mag- 
nificent ftl-ufture, though left unfiniflied. Tlie

Moft of the houfes are built of fine 
white ftone; the ftreets are fpacious and vaftly 
cl^*an, which is owing to the feveral rivulets that 
form .fix ^public fountains* The fortifications 
round the town take in a vaft compafi, including 
the fuburbs, but are not very regnlan The 
caflle coniifts of feveral ] ouiul towers, fituatc at 
the extremity of the bridge over the Loire ; which 
bridge has nineteen arches, i ours is the lee of 
an archbiihop, The cathedral dedicated to S. 
Gatietty is the largeft in the kingdom, remarkable 
for a bcauuful chapel of our Lady, and a very 
curious clock. The library belonging to this 
church is enriched with feme curious manufcripts 
of great antiquit) ; among the reft the Pentateuch 
in capital letters, a thoufand years old ; the four 
Goipels in Saxon letters, faid to have been written 
by 5. Hilary of Poiiiersy twelve hundred years 
ago, ,Tbe next church in rank is that of S. Mar^ 
* thy whofe tomb is behind the great altar. There 
arc a great many handicme convents in the town, 
the principal of which are, the Jcfults near S. 
SMturnin, the Dominicans behind the church of S* 
Ptttr^ the Cordeliers in the Rue Quberim^ the 
abbey of S\ Afarttn oppofite the great iquare of 
Haumonty and the abbey of Alurmouilers in the 
fuburb of S. Slmpb-rian. The key upon the 
river, is the moft beautiful part of the town ; and 
the mall near the gate of S* Supben, is efteemed 
one of the fineft in France^ being a thoufand pa- 
ces loDg. One of the gates of Tours goes by the *

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flame of Hugon^ from an earl of 7«7/ri of that 

name, a very wicked prliiLC , whom the fupcifti- 
tious vulgar imagined to walk the flreets by mid- 
night to terrify the inhabitants; the Frtnch Pro- 
teftants were firft called Hugpnots^ because of 
their midnight aflemUies in fome caves near that 
gate. At a place called P/fffti-lcs-TourSj ib a 
royal palace^ built by Lewis XL wiie died there; 
it ftands between a large park axul bandfome gar- 
dens : here is alfo a collegiate church with a con* 
vent of AlinimSy whole lituation is nioft deligui t ul. 
The conveniency of the Loire renders 7owrj a 
trading town^ eipecially m (ilk fluffs, of which 
diey have an excellent manufa£lurc» Not far 
from Tmrs is the village oi Lan^cs^, famous foe 
its melons. 

Ingrume is a fmall town, lituatcd on the Lalre^jt^^tmdkm 
part of it belonging to Jnjor/y and part to Hri^ 
tcnyy which ends here* 1 hey have a pretty good 
trade, by their communication with Nanti ; and 
there is a cuftom-houfe, where goods and bag- 
gage are examined very llridly« CbatelieraiH Chsi^Mtrmt,

45, 
This place is famous for its culler's ware, and for 
a fine ilone briJ<^e over the riamt^ being 230 
paces long, 66 broad, and confifling of nine 
arches.

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generality, court of finances, and a ciiamber of 
money. No town in France^ except Parisj fur- 
pafies this in bigneis ; but widiin the conipa& 
of the walb there are a gre£it many gardens^ 
tfteadows^ and corn-fietds» " However, it has 
twenty -four parochial churches, five abbeys, fe- 
vcrai convents of friars, and of nuns, two fcmi- 
naries, and three hofpitals. The cathedral is 
an old Go^iiV . building, dedicated to Peter. 
Here is an antient marble with a curious infcrip* 
•tion, which may be feen in Afabillon^s Diplcma" 
tica ; it was ta^en fome years ago from the church 
of a. JobHy which iskovt ailtiquarians fuppofe to 
liave been a Pa^n temple. The collegiate church 
of iS, Hilary is imnKdiatcly fubjcft to the pope. 
Here they Ihow a Hone, which confumes dead 
bodies, as they fay, in twenty-four hoars; and 
a hollow ftump of a tree, into which they pretend 
that madmen being put, recover their Icnfes*- 
'The famous nunnery of S. Croix was founded by 
Radegondi queen of France ^ in the fixth century • 
The feats of the choir have each a picture done 
on copper, which are reckoned very curious; 
they were made a prefent of by Philip prince of 
Orangey to his fitter who was lately abbefs. The 
church of Notre Dame U Grande^ is faid to have 
been built in the reign of Conftantine^ jvhofe 
equeftrian ftatuehas been erefied on one of the 
outward walls. In the i>iidd}e of the Place Roy- 
aie^ there is a pedeflrian ftatue in brafs of Lewi^ 
XIV, widi proper ornatnents* They have an 
nsniverfity in this town of fome credit, founded 
by Charles VII. in Hji* The Jefuits college 
is a very handiomc building, as alfb the hall 
where the judges fit. There are feveral monu- 
ments of Roman anticjuities in and about the 
town, as that of the palace of GaUieriy the caftlc 
ofMauler^eon^ an amphitheatre^ a triumphal arch, 
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vrKlcli ilill fervcs for one of the city 9:ate<;, ntxl

This is one of the largcfl and 
richefl: cities in the kingdom, fituated on the weft 
fide of the river Garonne^ fifty miles fouth of th# 
mouth of that river. 1 he town and fuburbs ly» 
ing in the farm of acrefcent about the river^ make 
a cajxicious harbour for IhkiU Ihips* it is fur- 
rounded by an old wall and towers ; but its prin- 
' cipal defence confifls in three ftrong forts^ w«» 
the Tnmpit Ca/ik dtu^Xtd at the entrance of the 
^uay^ the caftle of Haa^ and Fen S. Lewis ^ or 
S. Croix^ all anticnt ca flics, enlarged and im- 
proved by Marfhal Fauban. The tovyn in gene- 
ral is none of the moft beautiful^ the ftreets being 
narrow, and the buildings old ; but the fuburb'of - *

town, there is a famous manufaftory, cfpecially o(

They have a fine <]uay, 
where veuels unload^ the tide rifing here oipwaros 
of two fathom* . From the walk of 5. Eulalia on 
the ran^parts, you have a nioft Icauuful piofpeft* 
Their foreign trade is very confidcrable, confift- 
ing chiefly m vrine, of which they fell in time of 
peac^, feldom lefs than an hundred thoufand ttms 
annually.

94lW» Bayonm is a. city of Gafcony^ in Tramci^ m 
weft loiigiluiic I. 20. lutiludc 43. 30. This is a 
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very antlent town, fituatcd at the conflux of the 
rivers Nive and Adour^ about fifteen miles north 
of the CQViikXkt% Spain^ and about three from 
the iea. It recieved its name fiom tbe Bajqui/h 
\fords Baia and Ona^ which fignifjr a good bay. 
The whole town was ftrongly forified in the laic 
reign by Marlhal Fauharty and is> moreover de- 
fended by a very good citadel. Bayonne is tole- 
rably large and populou$^ and is a bifliop's fee 
fuffragan of Aufch. The harbour is good, but of 
difficult accefs. They wine trade of Bayonne is 
very con&derable ; hither alfo the Spaniards bring 
their wool over the mountains on mules^ and 
take fugars in return. Timber for (hipping, is 
alio brovight down the rivers in floats from the 
Pyreman mountains to Bayonne^ and fent fronpi 
tlience to Bnjl and other ports* 

From Bofonne you proceed to ^. John de Laz^ Jplm 4$

There arc 
thret antient tombs of marble in it, the middle 
one larger than the other two ; at die full moon ' 
the biggeft is full of water, and the two little ones 
are empty ; but at the wane of the moon, it js

Ac river Vtenney partly in a valley, and partly 
on the declivity of a hill. It is father long than 
broad, and furrounded with a wall and deep . 
ditches. 'Tis alio the feat of a bifliop fuffragan 
of Baurgesy a generality and prefidial. The ftrects 
ate generally narrow and crooked, and thehoufcs 
ill built, the roofs projefting fo far into the ftreet 
that you can fcarce fee the. fun at noon day. 
The cathedral dedicated to S. Stephen^ is faid 
to' ha%'e been built by the Engljjh ; but, is, not 
yet finiftied. The nunnery called La Regle^ is a 
' handfome building. The abbey of 5. Juftin is a 
very convenieat houfe^ moil plcafantly iituated.

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The collegiate church of Martial, reckoned 
the apoftle of the country^ is remarkable for its 
clock ; the hours arie ftrock by the figure of death 
The parochial church of 5. Alkhael, has a very 
high ftecple, faid to have been built by the En* 
glijh. The feminary is a fine Jione ilrufkure, 
built after the model of S* Sulptcc, but the court 
is larger. The houfes arc well built, covered 
with iTate, and very clean. The inliabitants are 
not very polite, nor very rich ; the poorer fort 
make bread of chelhuts, as there is not much 
corn in the country : when they get other bread, 
they eat fo greedily, that a Limqfin is ufed in 
France as a lynonimous term for a glutton, 

Ujcrches is a town of France^ in the province 
of Guicwie^ and territory of Limojin, in eaft Jpn* 
gitude I* 32. latitude 45; 30, It is feated on the 
top of a high rock, at the bottom of which runs 
the river Vfjcre, which has occafioned the pro- 
verb, He that htis a hoiiji at Ulerches bos a 
caJiU in Limofiti* There is a very rich abbey 
of BenediAin monks in this town— IViV^ is a 
fmall town of the Lower Limqfin j fituatcd on the 
river Cnrre%e^ which forms in the neighbouiijouJ 
the fincft landicape in the province. The town is 
called Brives la Gmllarde^ by reafon of the beauty 
of its iituation, the fertility of the foil, and the 
number of its inhabitants.

The iituation of this city is ' 
extremely plafant, -in a large fruitful plain, on 
the vwtr Garonne^ which divides it into two un- 
equal parts; thele cominunicate by a beautitul 
fione bridge, defigned by Mtuifaxd^ and teroiina-» 
ting with a fine triumphal arch, on which ineft 

Buildings. XIV. is rcpreferited. The whole city contains 
about eighteen or nineteen tbouiand families. 
The ftrcetsar.« large and handfonie ; and the town 
walls, as well as the houfes, are built of brick* 
The epifcopal palace is one of the moft mag- 
nificent in Frame, 

Chttrcbes. The catliedral .dedicated to S. Stephen is a 
beautiful building, remarkable for fcveral hand- 
fome chapels, a large bell, ^ and a very beautiful 
choir. The churcli of i\ Staun/iN^ iirft bilhop 
of Tonkufe^ is a large magnilicent edifice, but 
very dark ; it is valued by the inhabitants chieliy 
for its treafure of relics ; the ihrine of i\ George 

The parifh church of 
D^ihade is one of the handfomcfl: in town, and 
was forraeiiy a heathen tempic dedicated to jipdlom 
The convent of the Cordeliers has fome hand-

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Ac body of Thomas of ' jiquin ; they have 
alfo a vault remarkable iov drying dead bodies. 
The Carmelites have a cunous painting in their 
cloyfter, reprcfcating the hiilory of Charles YFs^ 
delivery out of a wood, when he had loft him- 
felf a hunting. The chapel of the company of 
blue penitents, built by Lc^is XIII. is one of 
the moft regular in Europe. The Dorane, be- 
longing to the Benedidlins, is noted for the A fa^ 
fiic paintings in the chotr^ the organ, and the 
baptiftry. There arc a great tnany colleges be- 
longing to the vmivcriuy, but few of them are 
frequented. * The college called the EJquillc^ was, 
finiihed in 1555 ; it has a beautiful front 45 - 
ffathom long» The Jediits college is a large and* 
beautiful edifice ; here they have a moft beauti- 
ful piece of Iculpture, by ^aj/A'//rr, reprclcnting 
'Hercules in his cradle, ftVangling the ferpcnts. 
Their Malfon Profeffc is remarkable for the mar-^ 
blc tomb of Henry duke of Montmmncyj who wa»*

This is a ftupendous work, dc* 
ligned to convey goods from Ae bay of Bifcay 
to the gulph of Lyons ^ in fifteen days^ without 
any danger, by forming a communication be- 
twixt the two feas, by the help of the Garonm. 
It extends fifty-three French leagues in Jength, 
and is in moft parts thirty feet broad j it was be* j 
gun by Lewis XIV. in 1660, and finilhcd in . 
16S0, unikr the direflion of Ficquet the. engi- 
neer stad his fons« And yet this city is neither 
rich nor populous^ the genius of die inhalntaiitr

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plpymeiitSy tlian to commerce. The tirade of 
^Quhi^e confiih. chiefly, in Spani/h wool^ coarfe 
hangings, and fluffs made of filk and wool. 
There are fti 11 the remains of an amphitheatre, Anti^ui* 
fome temples, aqucdu^s, and a ca}>itoL The^^** 
honour of buiiding a capitol was conferred by 
the Itmans^ only on their largeft colonies ; that 
of Touloufe till the tlurtccnth century, was ufcd

Caftelnaudeary is a town of Upper Langnedac^ in C^m m^ 
fte diftrift of Lauragats. It is fituaited in a 
fruitful plain J and watered with the little river 
er baion of tlie canal of Lan^uedoc. The roofs of 
the honfes projed: very far into the flreets^ fo as 
to render them vaftfy dark. The collegiate 
church, and that of the Carmelites, are the prin- 
cipal places worth feeing. The above-mentio- 
ned famous canal of Lauguedocj begins in this 
neighbourhood ; it is formed by the jun&ion of 
the jitddcy which falls into the Meditmraneanj and 
,the Garonne J which empties ilkif iiuo the ocean, 
"You crols the Audc ovi^r a flone bridge, and on 
an eminence you difcover the Jhn^s of Nwou/e. 
<The honeft iidiiabitants of that country relate^ that 
a |)oor' woman going along with feven fm^I 
ftones in her apron, liung them fcparatcly into 
tlie field, faying that thefe ftones would increafe^ 
fo as to join one anotherj, when women laid afiide 
ill modefty ; they now are either Joined or very 
near it ; fo that we may fay of this flory^ tliat

• of the town. CarcaJJonne is the fee of a bifliop, 
fufFragan of Narbonne^ of a fenefckal, and a pre-t 
iidiaU The cathedral is remarkable only for iti 
jmtiquity; but the other churches, conventy 
. ^and public buildings, efpecially the town-houfe^ 
and the palace of the prclidia!, make a liandfome 
. appearance. The inhabitants have a great wool- 
,£a manufaaure. 

^VI. Narbonke. 

■iM#»f. Narbomie is vi, chj of France, in the province 
of Langucdocy in eaft longitude 2* 40. latitude 
43. This is a very antient city, which the 
Romans made the capital of this part of GauL^ 
called Gallia Braccata. At prefent 'tis the fee 
of an archbiihop^ who is pre^dent of the ftat6< 
of Languidoc. It is iituate in a bottom, almoft 
furrounded with mountains, on a canal caUed 
'Rohlncy which affords it a communication witli 
the C-anal Royal and the river j^ude on one fide, 
and OA the other with \ht AliJiterraneany hom^ 
whence it is burfix miks diftant. The i&rtifi* 
cations are. deftroyed, but the ramparts are left 
ftanding, and fcrve for the inhabitants to walk on. 
The canal divides it into two parts, the town 
and'&e city ; from the city you pafs to the towq 
over a bridge, which *ha8 houfes built it on 
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BotK fides, inhabited by priiicipal merchants* 

Tlic dihedral is an ulJ Gothic lirufturc, remark- 
alile for the boldnefs of its architefturc, for a 
beautiful picture of Lazarus raifed from the dead, 
and" a fine organ. The archbifhop's palace is a 
kind of "fortrefs, encompaiied with large fquare. 
towers. In the tardea there is an antient tomb 
of white marble, and aiib a marble niche, through 
which the Pagan priefts uttered their oracles by 
a fqnare hole in the middle of the niche. The: 
other praccs raoft'dcferving of notice arc'thc col— 
legiate chui\ h of iS. Paul^ remarkable for its fina 
tapeffry ; the collegiate church of 5. Schaftianj. 
built by Cbarlemaign ; and the church of the Car-- 
melite nnns^ famous for the beamy of the mar- 
ble of the high altars and chapels. The feminary 
merits alfo the attention of the curious, being a. 
very handfome building. The air of this city is . 
- unwholfome, becaufe of the adjacent lakes anc! " 
pools ; though antiently when thefe were well 
drained, they had a very good air, 'there are 
ibme^ ruins ftill extant of their antient magni- 
ficence, viz» of a capitol^ an aoiphitiieatre of.* 
masble^ aquedu&s^ f^c^. 

VII. P E R P I G N A . 

P^'plgni^rL is the capital of RouJJUIony in eaft Perfiffml^' 
longitude 2. ^S* latitude 43, This city is fitiu* 
ated on the river Tetj about three miles to the 

leftward of the fea, partly on a hill, and partly 
in a bottom. It was taken by the French from 
Spain in the laft century,, and coniirmed to them 
by the Pyreman treaty* The fortifications are 
very regular; and thfe town is moreover defended 
by a ftrong citadel, 'Tis a bifliop's fee, who is 
fuffragan of Na> bonne ; and the feat of an uni- 
V^rfity* The catliedral dedicated to S. John is a 

M 3 fine. . 
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^ fine large old edifice, whofe choir is iiicIo£ej 
with white marble* The O/icnforium, in which 
tliey expbfe the facraiacnt, weighs above foiar 
hundred marks. There are fevcral other chur* 
clief?, convents, and holpltals in the town ; as 
alio, two colleges of Jefuits, and a feminary, 
liie town hoi:ure is remarkaUte for a large clock ; . 
and the great market place for a handfome foun- ' 
tain. The inhabitants are a iiihaui'c oi French and 
Spaniards^ and fpeak both languages indiiFerently. 

J^rtdtu . Prades is a iinaU town {icuate<I ia a very plea£uic 
country, near the river Trt# The town is neatly 
built, and fubjcft to the abbey of La GraJJc. 
Without the walls, there is a j>icarant convent of 

Ment .Louis. Capuchins.^ Mont Louis is the laft town belonging - 
to France^ in the county of lUiuOillon^ iituate io 
the Fynenean mountains, upon the ri^ of the 
neck of La Perches and upon an eminence which 
commands the bridge of the river Tety and makes 
reparation betwixt Cerdagm and Conjkttt. It 
a pretty little town^ built and fortified by 
tewh.XlV. in i68i^ to which he added a 
citadel, and made it one of the fb ongefl forUfA^ 
ca the fide of Spain.

The foun^ 
dation of this univerfity is afcribed to the difciples 
of Averroci and Aulcenna in II9^>5 hut it waa 
notperfeftly eftabUfhed till IZ20* Without the 
town^ lies the king's phyfic garden, well ftored* 
with medicinal herbs. The number of apothe- 
caries in this fmall city is incrc liblc ; fome fay 
near two hundred. ^ Vaft numbers of coarump- 
tive people flock hither from all parts of Europe^: » 
efpecially from England^ to breathe this air, which* 
is faid to' have a good efFeft upon bodies of ar 
moift and phlegmatic temperament. About i% 
miles from Montptlliery on the lake of LaHCf^ . 
ilands the little town of frontignan, famoas for ita

Pezenas is a fmall town of France ^ in the pro- Pezenas. 
vince oi LangeudoCy in eaft long. 3. 12. lat. 43. 
30. It is fituated on an eminence, on the river 
I^eyne^ in a moft fruitful pleafant country. The 
agreeable avenues to the town, the pleafant walks, 
the handfome fquares adorned \\ ith fo^ratains, and 
the neatnefs of the buildings, render it one of ■ 
the prettieft towns in France* I'hey have a 
collegiate church, with a college of th.e priefts of 
the oratary. The air is very wholefome, and the 
climate temperate. The inhabltanis have a 
woolen manufafture, and fell a confiderablc 
quantity of cloth in fair tii^e. - ^ .

^6th century. The latter if^ one of the highcft and 
bcft ftrnftures in France j tiie delign was by /^^iV- 
Ham de Peilcuotfin^ a famous archite£% at thattime^ 
The bfcer, called the Tmtr Sonrdty is fupportcd 
by a pillar of a procligions 'thickncfs, and by a 
vaulttd arcade, which is tfteemed a maftcr- piece 
in architefturc. The holy chapel was built ia 
1400, and is greatly admired. The town- 
houie is a handfome edifice, built by James Coeur 
king Charles VIPs gokUinitli, for his own dwell- 
ing houfe ; it coft hiin 135,000 livres, a gre^t 
fum in thofc days. The arcliiepifcopal palace 
would be one of the fineft in France^ if the plaa 
of M. Phelypcanxy- archbifhop of this fee, was* 
continued. The fquarc of Bourbon is the largeft 
in the town, where foi-merly the amphitheatre 
ftood. The dcfign of the feminary is extremely 
beautvfuU The Jefuits iroilege is a large mag- 
nificent building.

of Foitouj under the mci ulum ut London^. IditilxxA^ 
46. 30. . It is fituate on the little river Vonne^ 
and was famous in formes timef ^or its caltle^ 
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which was reckoned one of the. ftrongcft 5fi 

Franci^ built by Hugh II. furnamed the beloved, 

lord of Lupgnan. The vulgar imagine it, was ^ 

built by a fairy, half a woman and half a ferpcnt, 

named Melujine, of whom they tell a thoufand 

idle ftories. This caftle held out for the Calvi- ^ 

nifts, whca the duke of Montpenfier took it, after 

a liege of four months in 1574, and levelled it to 

the ground. ^ 

S. Mahent is a fmall town of PoitoUy which^^ 
took its name from an antient hermit who lived 
in the time of Qm/i$. Thus from an inconfidera^ 
ble hermitage it became a handfome town. The 
hermitage has been chai\gecl into an abbey of the 
order of 6', Benedi^^ The town is agreeably litu- 
ate on the river^ Se^t^ and is indimrently built* 
Here they have a confiderable manufafture of 
fine fergcs ; and in the diftrift they drive a good 
trade in corn and cattle.

the ifle of Rr^ and twelve iKMctH-taft of Ol^ron^ 
in tbe middle of a moraft, x^hicK aldds to the 
llrength of the fortiiications made licrc by the • 
famous engineer P^miban. The town is of a 
fquare figure, and about three miles in circum^ 
ference, Moft of the ftrtets are drawn in 4l 
direft lioe, and the honies adomod with portieosl 
Rochelle is at prefent a bifliop^s fee, fuffragan of 
BoKrdeaux. The Jefuits college is a very hand- 
fome building. Tne pleafanteft pait of the town 
k the Rue du Temple. Tiie town-houfe ftands 
in the Rue faint Ton. The Palais or court of 
juftice, in the Rue de Clonfcily is a handibmc buil* 
ding^ as alio the church of i>z4//i,^ which is 
the great fqua^pe of the caftk» Thei^ 'n a pro^ 
fidial in the town^ and a ibveftign conrt fmr the 
falt-houfes of the weft. The harbour is bordered 
round with a large qnay Imilt of free-ftone, in 
which the tide riies four fathom, lb as to admit 
of vefiHs of 260 tuns* They have feveral ma^ 
mifaftum m.the town, the principal of which are 

the refining and baking of fugar, and the diflil-

46* It is a fine lai^e town, fituate <m the river 
Charentij about five miles from its mouth. Be<» 
fore the y^ar 1664, it v/as but iujouiulcr.ible 
village; hwi Lcwh XIV. upoa tliicovenng that 
there was depth iuihcient in the Charentc fur the 
largeft Yeflels^ and that a good hairboar^ which 
was very much wanted for the royal navy, might 
be made at the mouth of that river, ordered a 
town to be built, which he furrounded with a wall 
• ^ and other modern fortifications. Here be erefted 
au arfenal and magazines^ and gave all manner of 
ericours^enfent to his' fiibje6^s to build and fettle ; 
fo that 'tis now. a haiuliuinj town, and tlie bcil 
provided to accomodate the royal navy of 
any upon the coaft^ except Brcji. The en- 
trance of the- river and the ^ort is defended by 
leveral forts, that render it inaccefliUe to an 
enemy by Tea. The principal places worth feeing

Chrift. The other principal buildings are, the 
Jefuitb' college, the cpilcopal palace, and tlic 
town-houfe, I'his city has as great a foreigin trade 
asrmoft in the kingdom ; though fliips of burden 
cn.nnot come lb liigh up the river, becaufe of the 
fands\ hut are obli(Ted to unload their merchan-

It is fituate about fix 
miles from tlie fea, and watered by two little 
rivers, which unite their ftreams, and form a 
pretty harbour, capable of admitting vefiels of 200 
tuns. The key is built of frcc-ftone, as alio the 
mole, wiru h advances into tlie micklle of a fmall 
' mor^s, round which there are ieveral handlome 
houfes, belonging to wealthy merchants* Thi$ 
* part, called the Market Suburb^ is much larger 
than the town, from which it is fepaiatcd by a 
ditch and walls, and is remarkable for a very 
handfome mall. The town itfelf is populous, 
but indifferently built, the ftreets being very 
narrow, except tliat which leads from the gate 
towards the fea to the town -ho ufe. The other 
principal buildings are the cathedral, the grand 
'hofpital, the Jefuits' college, the Capuchins, the 
Dominicans, and the Urmlines.

port capable of receiving large boats. The key 
has feveral warehoufes^ and the. town is pretty 
populous.

Here the 
French king lays up one of liis fquadrons of mei> 
of war : none of thefe. are of the firft raiCy tho 
entrance of the harbour, called die G$uIh or mcij 
being too fhallow and rocky to admit them ; which 
is, however, a fecurity againft an enemy's fleet. - 
Their largeft flnps are always built and laid up 
at Totr/on. The town and the entrance of the 
harbour are extremely well fortified. Along the 
harbour they have built a very fine quay, on 
which they have their magazines. On the other 
fide is the beautiful church of our Lady of Re- 
covery, in a very large fuburb, where they 
have a ftrong tower oppofite the caftle that com- 
mands the entrance of the port* .

It is fituate on, 
an eminence, at the foot of which runs the river 
Saru^ which here unites its ftream witJi the Hu- 
ifne. Formerly was much larger than it is at 
prefent ; though it is ftill a confidetabic city, 
being abifliop*s fee, and containing ahout i cj^oco 
inhabitants. The four principal ftreets are tole- 
rably handlonie, but the reft are narrow and 
crooked. In the city and its four fuburbs, ther^ 
are fourteen pariflies, four abbeys, four convents 
of men, four of women, three collegiate churches. 
The cathedral, dedicated to S. Julian^ its firft 
biihop^ is a fine old building, remarkable for its 
cfaoir^ where are feverat confiderable torobs^ and 
a clock that paiTes for a maftcr-piece. The other 
principal ftruii .ics are, the epifcopal palace, the 
tower of Or bitelio, the palace of the prefidial^ and 
the town^houfe.

been built to an advantage, the ftixets being made 
much wider, and the houfcs better, lb that if 
paflcs aow for one of tlie prettieft cities in Francf», 
The cathedral, dedicated to S. Peter ^ is a large 
building, with two very high fpires. The other 
churches moft worthy of notice are, the church, 
^od abbey of George, the church aad .abbey of 
S. MfUv^% remarkable for its garden called Tba'- 
bor ; the church of the Viiitation ; the church 
and convent of the Domtnlcam ; and the fump« 
tuous church and college of y^fults. Tlie palace 
where the parliament meets, has four large pavl-, 
lion$, which include a great court furroonded 
with galleries and ihops ; the halU are fpacious„ 
and the chambers adorned with rich tapcftry* 
The great flair-cafe of this building is reckoned 
9i maft^r-piece of archite&ure. The fquare be* 
fore the palace ia furrounded with handfoma 
houies^ ana a convent of Cmrddhrs. Befides the 
. great fquare, there is another called die Pompe^ 
where the houfes are fupported by portico's, ia 
the middle of which you fee a handfome foun- 
tain. They have a tower in the town^ whicht

the province* It is fitaated on a rock called S. 
Aaron^ furrounded by the ocean^ bqt joined to 
the continent by a long cauieway, the entrance 
of which is defended by a ftrong caftle. The 
town is extremely well fortified, efpecially that 
part contiguous to the caufeway. The garrifon 
turn twelve large dogs out of the gates every 
night, to prevent a furprize The cathedral, de- 
dicated to Vincent, ftands in a fquare of this 
name, where are likewife the epifcopal palace^ 
and the town-houfe. The high ftreet that croffes 
thefquareof Cohue^ has fome handfome houfes 
inhabited by wealthy mertliants. Moft of the 
other ftreets are narrow, and the hotifes ugly,, 
belonging chiefly to people who live in time of 
war by privateermg, or to common mariners* The 
harbour is one of the beft on the coaft, but of 
difficult accefs, and will not admit of large vefl'els. 
The arlenal and the powder magazines, are worth 
feeing^ near which is the platform of Suviour^ 
planted with cannon, from whence you may go 
to the platform of S. Francis, at the mouth of 
the harbour, where you have a plealant proipefl: 
of the vcilels coming in and going out.

Journey from Paris Rouen, Caen, and

FROM Paris to Souen there are two diffe- 
rent routes, one by Pontoife, and the other 
by Afante.

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cacli pafTcnger pays for his place twelve livres. 
If you chufe a cheaper way, you may go with 
the coach to the little town of PoiJJ}^ for ten 
Ibas ; then from PoiJ^ you go by water to the 
-village of Rohoife, which is 27 miles diftant, for 
ten fous : from Rcbaife to the village of Bomie^ 
m, you have three miles to walk, or you may 
ride it for fix fous : from Bonnieres to the village 
o£ Roule^ you have fifti^en miles, which coft you 
ten fous : from Roulc to port Oum , which is 
"fifteen miles, you have horfes, fuch as they are, 
for 30 Ibus; and from port S. Ouen to Rouen^ 
you go by water for three fous* But this is 
wret(£ed and difagreeal^le travelling.

The 
town is commanded by a caftle, in the outer 
court of which there is a collegiate cliurch. Over 
the Qyf0j there is a bridge of fonrteeo arches, from 
whence it take ' its name of Pirns ad jEJiam. It 
confix s only of two parifties, but has fcreral re« 
ligious houfes, as the Cordeliers, the Carmelites, 
the Uriulmes, and the abbey of 5. Martin i which 
Ufty as alfo the palace called the f^icariatf are 
worth feeing. The priocifml trade of the town 
is in corn, which is brous^ht hither from Picar(/y 
by the river.

The 
town is AirroQnded by a wall, with feme an- 
tique lowers. The gate called du Bac^ near the 
bridge, is a tine piece of archite£lurc. Though 
it is populous^ containing fixty thoufand ibuls, 
yet it is not very large, the ftrcets being narrow. 
'Tis the fee of an archbifhop, and the i'eat of the 
parliamcut of the province. They reckon thirty- 
fix pariihea in the town, feveral hoipuals, thirty- 
five fountains, a great many public iquares, fifty* 
fix religious houfe», with a fine college of Jeihits. 
The cathedral dedicated to ovir Lady is one of the 
handfonieft Gothic flru£lurcs in France^ remark- 
able for the tombs of icverai kings^ princes, pre- 
lateSj and noblemen, particularly thofe of Hen'-^ 
ricus junior, aad his brother king Ricbatd I» The 
fine monument of Charles V, of France^ which 
flood formerly in the middle of the choir, was 
lately removed from thence, when the choir was 
repaired^ to the. fouth fide of Marf% trhapcl, 
behind the ateir. The great bell of this church 
Cklkd George ^^mboifc^ from a cardinal and 
archbifhop of that name, and by vvhofe orders it 
was made^ is reckoned one of the largeft in the 
kingdom, and faid to weigh 36,000 weight. Be- 
longing to the church there is a good library, 
which is open for the ufe of the public. The 
archbifliop of this city has the privilege of fetting 
at liberty every year a criminal condemned to 
die, who carries m proceflion, with great folem* 
nity the (hrine of 5. Rcmanus^ The church 
of 5. OueHy belonging to the royal Bcnedic- 
tin ^bbey, is one of the moit complete and 
moft elegant Gothic buildings in Europe^ remark* 
able for the delicacy of its pillars, its fine paidt-* 
ed glafs windows, its choir, the workmanfhip 
of the open iron-work called Grilles de fer^ and 

ior the great tower x|i the centre. In the grand 
. - - portal 
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porta! of the church of Ninn Dam de h RonA^ 

there is a flatuc of the Virgin much eftcemed, 
as likewife the copper an::;cl in the middle of 
the choir, in the church oi\«S. Goddard the glals 
windows are greatly admired : here you fee the 
tomb of S. Romain of one fingle ftone of jafper. 
iThe Jcfuits' college is one of tnc bcft houfcs they 
have in France^ The convent of the Carthu- 
iians, about three miles out of town^ and that 
of the barefooted Carmelites, are worthy of parr 
ticuhir* notice. The palace where the parlia-i 
ment hold their aflemblies has fcveral eha!ni)crs 
adorned with beautiful tapeibry, and fine paintings, 
a great «iany of which are done by the famoui 
Jouvenet. The great hall of this palace refemUet 
iVeJiminfter'hall in having no pillars or columns 
to fiippport it. Travellers llioiild not forget going 
to lee the Iquare aux l eaux^ where the celebrated 
niald of Orleans was burnt by the Engli/h for a ' 
witch, and where the French have ereded a 
fiatue to her memory. Along the river there is 
a beautiful quay, with a fine walk. At the 
beginning ot tlus quay Hands the old palace or 
caule, faid to have been built by our kins 
Henry V» It is flanked with eight large round 
towers, and ftrong walls, defended with deep 
ditches full of water. Here you fee the cuftom- 
houlie^ and the exchan^e^ where tiie merchants 
meet* fiut the greateft qoriofity on the quay 
is the beautiful bridge of boats, which rifes and* 
falls with the tide, is paved with ftone s, and 
opens for the paflage of large veffels; it was 
contrived in 1626 by Nicholas Uougeohy an Au- 
guftinian friar of Paris. At the other end of 
the bridge is the ftiburb of S. Severe^ where 
tlicy have a confidcrable bufinefs in bleaching 
linen, and in making earthen ware. Juft be- 
low this wooden bridge are the ruins pf a verjr

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fine ftono bridge, built by the emprefs MauJy 
daughter of Henry I. king of V.vglo.nd. 1 he 
mall is difo in tkk fuburb, and the courfc. The 
trade ctf this city is very confiderable, -veffels of 
thfec hundred tons being able to <3ome up from the 
fea-to the quay, and unload their mcrchandile* 
.They have a very pretty play-houfe in Rouen^ 
where you are well entertaiaed. .At the houfe of 
Mr. ^Fmnnlk^ frocmw gmm-dl at Smen^ you 
fee the ifine baflb rcAieros, reprefentifig the magni^ 
ficent interview of Henry VIII. and Francis I :

of their caftle. This fame prince and his queen 
built two abbeys here ; the Conqueror that of S» 
Stepbuiy in which he was afterwaxda interred, and 
his. queep that of the Trixuty^ in which ihe was 
buried* The ftately monument of the. Conquer 

ror in the church of S. Stcpben^ was deftroyed 
by feme diiiolute foidiers, who alfo threw the 
Conqueror's bones away with great derifion ; and 
now there is only an^epitaph upon the ground on 
a flat black marble. The monaftery is a fine 
ftone building, confifting of two large fquarcs, one 
of which has been lately rebuilt* In. a room 
near the refeftory^ they fliew you, feveral mo- 
dern pi£kure8 ; and over the chimney a^ portrait, 
as they pretend, of fViUuim the Conc|ucror, but 
more likely of Henry VlII. The < church of the 
Trinity^ founded by MaUlda^ the Conqueror's 
wife, for Bene4i£tiir nuns, is jtsnarkable for its 
magnificence and beauty. The diurch of 
peter is the beft in Caeru The next is that of 
yr,hny whofe fteeple is much admired for itsarchi- 
tefture; on the high altar piece is the baptifm of 
Chrift, one of 1$ Hmnh beft pieces* The church , 
of S. Nicholas is likewife a large and handfome 
building. There are nine convents of men, and 
feven of women, the principal of whidh are 
thofe of the Cordeliers, die UrfuUnes, and the 
nuns of the Vifitation.

tue of Lewis XIV. in the Roman clrcfs, on a 
marble pedeftal, and furrouaded with an iron ba- 
luftrade. The Jefuits have a magnificent church

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two CourfeSy planted with trees. Ml a teautlful 
meadow along the river Orne. The other pub- 
lic buildings moft worthy of notice, are the ca- 
ftlc, the wall with four towers built by the En^ 
glijh^ the epiicapal palace belonging to the bifhojt 

of BaxcHXy the hotel called the ^rand Chevalj the 
oliicc oi the exchecjuer, and the new buildings of 
the univeriity. This unwerfity is in a very flou- 
rifhing condition, tonfifting of three colleges, da 
Bois, du Clontiersy and des Arts^ td which they- 
have allbclated the Jefuits' college. There is 
alfo an academy, of very great reputation, where 
young gentlemen are boarded, and taught French^ 
mathematics, muiic, fencing, riding the great 
horfe, ^V. CMen has a provoftfhip, a prefidial, 
a vicounty, an office of the finances of the ad- 
miralty, and other royal tribunals. 

IIL B A Y E U X. 

Bfijeta* Bc^eux is a city of tiormaniy in France^ in 
weft longitude 50 min. latitude 40. 20. It is ii- 
tuate on the river ^r^, about nve miles from 

the fea. 'Tisthe fee of a bifhop, and contains 
fifteen parifhcs, but very little people. The ca- 
thedral dedicated to our Lady, is one of the larg- 
eft andfineft in the province, being particularly^ 
remarkable for its three high fteeples. The out- 
fidcs of the weft, north, and fouth doors, arc 
adorned with exflren'ie fine bafTo relievos in ftone, 
which by iome travellers are fuppofed to relate to 
fVilliam the Conqueror. In this church is pre- 
fcrved the famous hiftorical tapeftry, which with 
great exaftnefs, reprefents evcrj particular circum- 
ftance of the expedition of fftliiam the Conque- 
ror into £»^/tfjf^ in 1066 • It is one foot eleven 
inches in depth, and two hundred and twelve 
feet in length ; it goes exaftly round the nave of 
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tHe cburch^ where it is anoaally put up on 

?ohn*s clay, aiiJ continues there Junng il: j ottavc. 
he ground of it is white ; the men, hories, and 
all the other figures are in their proper colours. 
This tapeftrj is carefutty locked up in a la^e 
wainfcot pre(s, in a chapel on the fouth fide of me 
cathedral. Befides the panili churches, there arc 
. federal religious houics of both Itxes, and a mag- 
nificent collide of Jefuits^ The miifionaries of 6\ 
LaxartiSj have a very handfome feminar^, which 
has been lately built. The bilhopric of Bayeux is 
one of the richeft in France. 

IJJigny is a boroiuzh of Normandy^ at the mouth 
of the little river nre. This borough has a fmall 
harbour much frequented becauie of its fait houfes, 
and fait -butter, and alio its cycler, la whitli it 
drives a confiderablc iTzdt.—Cartntan is a fmail Cmuim% 
tpwn of Normandy in hrame^ in weft longitude 
I. 15. latitude 49. 7,0. It is fituate on two little 
rivers called the Ouve and Carentey^ within nine 
miles of tlie fca. Toward the ^reat fuhurh there 
is a ftrong caftie, with a handluuie fquare, fur- 
rounded with very good houfes^ and fupported by 
piazzas«~/W«fir< is a town of Lower Ncrmandf^ r^A^ 
fituate in the diocefe of Couiances^ on a little ri- 
vulet, about nine miles from the lea, and twelve 
from the HoguCm There arc no walls to the town, 
and the caftle is quite demoliftied. They have 
two pariflies, .acoUegiate church, and a convent 
of Coi Jclicrs.

Cherbourg is a port town of France^ in the pro- Cbtrhouri. 
vince of Normandy^ in weft lonc^itude i. 40. lati- 
tude 49* 45* Tliis is a very antieal town, fitu- 
ate at the extremity of the diocefe of Coutanccs^ 
on a bay of the Engli/b clunneli The harbour, 

wliich 
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Whieb W oppofite tcr Hamfffbift in Bnglandj ad- 
mits of velicls of three or four hundred tuns. 'Tis 
the feat of an admiralty, but its fortifications were 
dcmdlilkcd by order of Lewh XIV. in 1689^ 
The parocblid charch^ is a handfome bmlding, re* 
markable, among other things, for the toirtb of 

Afnnger^ archbiiliop of Roan^ who was baniflied 
. to Guearnfey bccaufe of his irregular life. They 
have^a very confiderable irnmiifaiftiirc of cloths, 
ftrges, and flufib. At S* GcUnoj a place in the 
neighbourhood, there is a great manufafture of 
glafs, which is afterwards poliflicd at Faris ia 
the iuburb of jbUQxy*

Ftm^* in France.'^ ytrnm is a fmall town^ fituateon the 
Seine^ in a very agraeableTalley, in the diocbfe of 
Evreux* It has -an hofpkal for the poor, a cofle- 
giate church, feveral convents, and a bailiwie. 
The caftle, which is very antient, has a tower of 

G^lUn. free ftone of a very eKtral^rdiniii^y height. — GailtoH 
is a linall country town, near which the arch* 
bifhopof Rouen has a fine palace. It is lituated 
on a very hi eh hill, and commands a moft de- 
lightful prolpeii for many miles. This palace 
was built by cardinal Jmbotfe^ archbifliop oi Rmien^- 
and is reckoned one of the moft oiagniHcei^t feati 
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in France. Not faf from theace is a famous Car- 
thufian monafterj, over the door of which is 
written Chartrtuje Bourbon-lez-'Gailion : it is a 
tnagnificefitftotie bdldiftg ; thifc librslry , the church, 
the treafury, and the large monxinicnt, df the fa- , 
tnily of iSo^ffi-^oi^Z'o^^defcrve particular notice.

'5. Thi^ Is a very ant lent town, the fee of a 
bifliop, and the capital of the county of Evreux, 
fituate in a fruitful plain on the river Iten. It 
contains ei^t parKhcs, and two famous abbeys, 
one of men, and the other of women, with fc- , 
veral other religious houfes. The cathedral is a 
fine Gothic building, in the middle of which there 
is an oftagon dome, called the lantern, ere£t** 
ed by Lewis XL On the top of this lantern there 
is a very high fteeple, delicately formed, wirh a 
pyramidical termination. The nigh altar of the 
church belonging to the nuns of Our Saviour, is 
magnificently decorated, and worthy the attention 
• of die curious^ The convent of the Capuchins is 
one of the handfomeft of their whole order. Near 
the town-houfe, and juft by tlic hih market, you 
fee a clock, which is reckoned amafter-piecc ; it' 
was ihade by the Unglijh when they were in poli'ef - 
fion of this country. This city is tlie feat of a 
bailiwic, a prefidial, eleftion, and orher inrifcli- 
ftions. The palace of Navarre belonging to the 
duke of Bouillon^ and that of Conde^ belonging 
to thb bilhop of fi^r^MA*, are well worth feeing.

LyUuM. Lijtenx is a city of Normandy^ In eaft longitude 
l6« mijv latitude 49.

It is 
the fee of a bifliop fuffragaa of Rouen y anu.is fur- 
rounded by a wall, and fome antique tovvtrs. 
There are four gates to the town, and four iub- 
urbs. The cathedral is a fine old building. The 
«pi(copal palace h a beautiful ftrufture ; the ftair* 
cafe, the chapel, and the gardens merit particu- 
lar notice. The nunnery called V Ahbaye aux 
JDameSy founcJed by Henry II. duke of Normandy^ 
and king of England^ has been lately rebuilt and 
a ' magnificent new church crcfVcd, on which 
there is a handfomc dome. Among the fevcral 
religious houies, the convent of the XrinitariaiM 
is the knoft confiderable. Their church is a 
handfome ftrufture ; the high altar is decorated 
with five large ftatues, which arc admired by the 
curious. The ornameats of tlic iacrifty are alfb 
worth ieeing. The college and ieminary are a 
fine modern building. The Dominicans have a 
very handfome church/ adorned with fome good

deinoiiihed. They have feveral religious houfes^ 
and two parochial churches. 

About twenty -four miles fouth of Coutam^Sy A^rancU^

'Tts a bifhop's iee, fuffiragan of Rouen^ and has 
a fine old cadiedral dedicated to ^^m;.

Twelve miles to the eailward of Cberhurgy Barjktf 
ftands the town of Barfleury in weft longitude i.

Havre de Gracf h & port town of Normandy y Havre iU 
in caft longitude lo min. latitude 49, 30. This^''^^'* 
is a fmall fortified town, fituatc in a large plain 
at the mouth of the river Ssi/ie, It Is ahnoil 
of a fquare iigurc, divided, into two parts hy 
t!ic port^ foffoondcd by a wsiTi. and other woricd^ 
jind defended by a very ftrong citadel.

HarjUirr \% a port town of France^ in dre pro- Httrfmr.

latitude 49. 30. It is fituate on the little river 
Le*zarde, near the moutli of the river Seine, Its 
antiquity appears from the caufevvay from, hence 
to Vijle Bennfy which is faid to have bcten made 
by Cafar* Since Havre has been fo much fre- ' 

?[uented, this place has been upon the decline, its 
brtifivjations being deftroyed, and the harbour - 
choaked up, fo 4s to admit only of fmall boats. 
There is only one parifh in the town; the church is 
not finifhed, otherwift it would be a handfome 
building. The glafs windows arc full of paint- 
ed figures. Tills town was taken by the Ertglijb

In« the 
year 1694, it was almoil deftroycd by a bom- 
bardment from the Engl'i/h fleet, fincc which, 
time it has rifen with greater beauty out of its 
afhes. It is of a triangnlar figure, and ftronglf 
fortified ; though the works are very irregnlar, oc« 
caiioned by the uncvenncfs of the ground. The 
ftreets are wide and even, and the houfe* well 
built of bricks. 1 he town is feparatod from the 
fea by a long wall, and a very deep ditch^ Tht 
harbour is one of the irioft confiderable on tho ^ 
coaft, but will not admit of fhips of great burden. 

/The caftle is a very rmtient building, uherc the 
governor refidcs, and from whence there 19 
a charming prolpeft. The town is. aitorned. 
with a great number of handibme fouotaini^ 
The churches of 5. Jame^ and S. Remigius^ are 
large handfome buildings. There arc feveral re- 
ligious houfcs of botli fexes, and two colleges, one 
of Jefujts, the other of the Fathers of the Ora- 
tory.

-a magnificent old building,, remr^rkablc for the 
ahtrhiteftnre of the fronts and the beaiitifial fi- 
gures in relicTO, with which it is adorned. It is 
faid to liave been built by Clotiicis^ the wife of 
Clovis, the firft chriftian king of France* The 
ceremony of the French king's coronation is al- 
ways performed in this cathedra], by tlie arch- 
biffiop, affifted by the biflit>ps of Laon and Lan^ 
gresj wlu) are alfo dukes and peers ; by tlie biiho! s 
o£ Beauvais, Noy(m, bpA Chaiousy who arc counts 
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and peers ; and by fix of the lay nobUity, viz. the 
dukos of Burgundyy Gutenm aad JN$nnmufyj and 
the counts of Thoukmfe^ Champagne and FhmdarSm 
The church of 5. ' Nicaife^ is the largeft build- 
ing in RUims next to the cathedral ; its front 
and the two fteeples arc worth particular notice. 
The abbey of S. Remy is a;fpaciou8 building with 
a fine large Gtabic chi^rch, in which are the tombi 
of Carhmany brother of Charkmagney Lewis de 
Outremir^ Lothai/ey and Ltwh V. who were of- 
the line of Cbarlemff^ne, In the treafury of this 
abbey, they preferve a great many relics, and 
amon^ the reft, the pafioru ftaff of S. lUm^ whofe 
tomb IS beautifully adorned with (eulptures, piU - 
lars, and ftatues, and in the mlcldlc of them you 
fee the buft of Lewis XIII. in his robes of fiate« 
In this tomb is alfo prefenred the holy phial, con- 
tain! ng the oil ufed at the coiMation of their kings^ 
which oil, according to the tradition of the French 
nation, was brought from heaven by a white 
dove, at the cooiecration of CLwis 1. The li- 
brarv belonging to this abbey is copiout| and well 
choien. There are feveral handfome fi)iia«es in 
the city, and a magnificent town-houfe, before 
which you fee an equeftrian ftatue of Lewis XIII* 
The religious houfes are pretty numerous, among 
which the Cordeliers and Dominicans are worth 
feeing; They have an univerfity, which was 
f ounded in 1547, by Charles^ cardinal of Lcrratn^ 
archbiflK)p of this city. The company of ifar- 
qu€bu%iers of Rbeims is very coafiderabie ; they 
perform their exercife in a garden aifigned for that 
ttfe, where they have ereaed a pedeflrian ftatue 
of Lt juis Xi V. The antiquities of this city par- 
ticularly merit a traveller's attention, among 
which the triumphal arch, dug up in 1677, is 
the moft remarkable. This arch was formerly 
4tf northern gate, liippofed to be eroded to the 
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honour of Julius Cafar ; or according to others, 
of JuHm the jipqfiate^ when after the con^ueft of 
the GfrmaHs, he pafled by Rheims in his way to 
Paris. It i« compolcd of three arches of the Cto- 
rinthian order, that in the middle being thirty-five 
feet high, and twelve broad, the balio relievo's of 
which reprefent a woman with a cornucopia, to 
ihew the fertility of the country ; the four chil- 
dren near her, reprefent the four feafons, and the 
other twelve, the twelve moaths. The oX\\fiT 
two arches arc each thirtv feet high, and eight 
broad.

On the third arch, Leda is 
Iccn in Jupiter\ embraces, metamorphofed into a 
fwan, and Cupid holding a lighted torch in his 
hand* Near this arch- are the remains of an 
anticnt Roman caftle : about two hundred paces 
from the town, you mav fee the ruins of ano- 
ther triumphal arch, and within the town, no| 
far from the univerfity, are the remains of an 
aiiqf>hitheatre« The inhabitants of Rheims have 
a confiderable trade in wine, as alfo in diN 
ferent kinds of woolen and lilk ftufFs, The 
gingerbread oi Rheims is likewife very much 
cftcemed* 

Retbel is » town of France^ in the prmittcc oiR^h^* 

ChampapiCy in eaft longitude 4. 24, hititude 49. 
31. It is the capital of a dutchy, fituate on the 
river Aifm^ The town is but poorly built, having ' 
only one parifh and a convent of Capuchins. The 
caftle is very antienr, and almoft falling ta ruin. 
Rethel was originally only a fort, built by the 
Romans to fecure the paffage of the Aijne ; tliey 
built likewife a large towtr in this place which ig 
ftill reoiaining. Near this towa a memorable 
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b^'tte was fought between the Frcmh and Spa^ 
. viftory. -

'Tis of an oval figure^ hasibme old fortitications^ 
feven parochial and two collegiate churches. The 
inclofure of the old town is a Roman work, of a 
wonderful folidity.

Though the town is 
imali^ yetithasaconfiderable traae^ particularly 
in wood and corn^^iS^r h a fmall town of Pi^ ji^ 
iorcfyj fituate near the (oorcc of the Mureuily 
twelve miles from Noyon. It has a collegiatq 
church dedicated to S, Florent. 

Peronne is a town of Francey in the province oiPmmt^ 
Picardfyj in eaft longitude 3. latitude 50^ It U ' 
a fmall, but ftrong and populous town, lituatedin 
a morals on the river Somme. They give it the 
name of flrgin^ becaufe it was never taken. The 
fortifications are the work of the Chevalier ^/Zr»

You enter the town by two ftreets clircftly oppo- 
fite ; the infide is regularly built, but the ftreet^ 
ite- ill paved.
